FOREIGN.—The German Government has 
ascertained that great quantities of Amer- 
ican pork without proper certificates have 
been entering through Custom Houses of 
that country, but no American firm is im- 
plicated in these importations. The Ger- 
man Foreign Office, as a result of repre- 
sentations made by the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Steamship Line, will invite the Gov- 
ernments of the maritime nations to le- 
gally compel all steamers to follow trans- 
atlantic lane routes to avoid collision. It 
is denied that the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has been commanded to 
furnish the French Government with 
friendly explanations as to the réle of Col. 
Schwartzkoppen in the Dreyfus affair.— 
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The town of Brunswick, Ga., has been swept 
by a flood, and two lives are reported 
lost, besides much valuable property. 


The Republican Club gave a reception to 
Col. Roosevelt and the other nominees of 
the Saratoga Convention last night, at 
which Louis F. Payn and others of Gov.

The Democrats will formally open the cam- 
paign to-day by the notification of the 
candidates. Justice Van Wyck, it was 
understood yesterday, will make his first 
speech of an active canvass in Brooklyn 
next week. 

Col. Roosevelt spent some busy hours at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday after- 
noon in conference and attending to cor- 
respondence.

The prisoner maintained strict silence. 


Upon advices received at the State Depart- 
ment at Washington from the Chinese 
Minister stating that trouble is feared at 
Pekin, Secretary Long of the navy or- 
dered Admiral Dewey yesterday to send 
two warships as near the Chinese capital 
as possible. This is for the purpose of 
protecting American interests. 


At yesterday’s session of the court-martial 
trial of Chaplain Joseph P. McIntyre of’ 
the battleship Oregon for criticising cer- 
tain commanders of vessels at Santiago in 
a lecture, the defendant was put on the 
stand and stated he had suffered a ner- 
vous collapse, and was not responsible for 
what he said at the time.

Mrs. Phoebe Clark Crilley, who died yes-. 
terday at 316 West Fortieth Street, was 
over 102 years old. Representatives of 
five generations of descendants survive 
her. Until a few days preceding her 
death she was able to attend to’ simple 
household duties, and until within a few 
years was remarkably active. She could 
repeat stories told her by her grandpar- 
ents of times nearly two centuries ago. 
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The Trustees of Barnard College yesterday

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QUAY CHARGED WITH CRIME 


Pennsylvania Senator Accused of 
Conspiring to Misuse the 
Commonwealth’s Funds. 


GIVES BAIL FOR APPEARANCE 


His Son, Richard R. Quay, ex-State 
Treasurer Haywood, and Charles 
H. McKee Also Named in War- 
rants Issued Yesterday. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—Senator Mat- 
thew S. Quay and his son Richard appeared 
before Magistrate Jermon this afternoon 
and gave bail in the sum of $5,000 each for 
their appearance on Thursday to answer a 
charge alleged against them of conspiracy 
to misuse the funds of the Commonwealth. 
David H. Lane became surety for both men. 

District Attorney Graham this afternoon 
stated that warrants had been issued charg- 
ing Senator Quay, his son, Richard R. Quay; 
ex-State Treasurer Benjamin J. Haywood, 
and Charles H. McKee of Pittsburg, the law 
partner of Lieut. Gov. Lyon, with conspir- 
acy with the late John S. Hopkins, formerly 
cashier of the People’s Bank, to make use 
of the State’s funds in stock speculation. 

District Attorney Graham said that from 
evidence in the shape of letters and papers 
furnished to him he believed it his duty to 
begin proceedings. He added: 

“I propose to have a hearing as quickly 
as possible, and to produce at that hearing 
all the facts necessary to a binding over. 
Some of the facts will be reserved until the 
time of trial. If the state of affairs as rep- 
resented to me is true, it ought to be ex- 
posed. This rottenness ought to be shown 
up, no matter upon whom it reflects. 

“It is not my practice to speak in ad- 
vance of the trial of a case, and I will say 
nothing further as to its merits. It was 
first brought to my knowledge on Friday.” 

Mr. Graham expressed a firm determina- 
tion to proceed vigorously. 

The affidavit upon which the warrants 
were sworn out was made by Detective 
Meyers, who is an attaché of the District 
Attorney’s office. The text of the affidavit 
follows: 

“State of Pennsylvania, City and County 
of Philadelphia, ss.: Charles F. Meyers, be- 
ing sworn according to law, doth depose 
and say that Matthew Stanley Quay, Ben- 
jamin J. Haywood, Richard R. Quay, and 
Charles H. McKee and other persons to this 
deponent unknown did unlawfully compine, 
confederate, conspire, and agree to and 
with each other and the said persons un- 
known to use the public moneys of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania for their own 
use and also did cembine, confederate, con- 
spire, and agree to and with each other 
and divers persons to this deponent un- 
known and to and with John S. Hopkins, 
deceased, formerly cashier of the People’s 
Bank of Philadelphia, a corporation duly 
credited and existing under the laws ‘of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, to unlaw- 
fully buy and sell stocks, that is, shares of 
stock, in divers corporations, and did un- 


lawfully use and employ the moneys of the. 


People’s Bank, within the County of Phila- 
delphia, and within two years last past. 

“All which deponent upon information 
and belief says is true. And further depo- 
nent saith not. CHARLES F. MEYERS. 

“Sworn to and subscribed before me this 
80th day of September A. D., 1898. 

“J. M. RUSH JERMON, Magistrate.”’ 

Hopkins, who is named in the affidavit, 
committed suicide in March last, and an 
examination of the bank’s condition then 
made showed that the bank’s assets were 
impaired. The bank at once went into 
liquidation, and President James McManes 
obligated himself personally to protect all 
creditors. At that time the deposit of 
State funds amounted to $505,000, most of 
which has since been paid into tne State 
Treasury by Mr. McManes, 

Thomas A, Barlow was appointed receiver 
of the bank when it closed its doors. Mr. 
Barlow is also Assistant District Attorney, 
but District Attorney Graham to-day stated 
that the prosecution had originated in his 
office, and that Mr. Barlow, in his capacity 
of receiver, had not in any way been in- 
strumental in bringing the charges. The 
warrants were to-day placed in the hands 
of the Pinkerton detective agency for serv- 


ice. 
Senator Quay, when seen at his hotel, said 


that he came here from Atlantic City to per- 
mit the service of any summons and to an- 
swer any charges made against him. He 
refused to discuss the matter. The Senator 
and his son returned to the sea-shore this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Hayward is in Montana and Mr. Mc- 
Kee in New York. 

Senator Penrose, who was with his col- 
league this afternoon, spoke freely after 
the latter’s departure for Atlantic City. 

‘““I presume Senator Quay will not make 
any statement at this juncture,” said he, 
“ regarding this last dastardly attack of his 
malevolent enemies, though he doubtless 
will in the proper way and at the proper 
time. There is, however, no reason why I, 
as his colleague and personal friend, should 
be silent, 

“Attempted assassination of character 
has been almost the sole weapon of attack 
employed by Senator Quay’s opponents for 
several years, and the methods pursued have 
been augmented in viciousness and vin- 
dictiveness as their futility has been dem- 
onstrated. As the last despairing effort of 
unscrupulous conspirators comes this brutal 
move of the opposition, which they have 
had upon their programme for weeks, with 
the desperate hope that it might in some 
way aid in the election of a Democratic Leg: 
islature. 

“The people of Pennsylvania are, above 
all things else, fair and just, and they can 
be trusted to see through the sinister mo- 
tives animating the small coterie of dis- 
gruntled, defeated politicians, who are re- 
sponsible for this semsational resort to the 
courts. In due time there will be a com- 
plete exposition of the true inwardness of 
this latest act in the drama of character 
assassination now so conspicuous a feature 
of Pennsylvania politics.” 

James McManes, formerly President of the 
defunct. People’s Bank, said he had known 
the warrants were to be issued, although he 
had nothing to do with the action. He as- 
serted ignorance of any transactions justi- 
fying it. Mr. McManes added: 

“Senator Quay and his son, Richard, both 
had their personal notes discounted at the 
bank, the last of which matured after the 
bank had closed its doors. These notes were 
all promptly paid when due, and neither Mr, 
Quay nor his son is indebted to the bank 
one dollar that I know of. My feelings 
toward Mr. Quay and the other men in- 
volved are of the most friendly character. 
Mr. Quay and I had our differences in days 
gone by, but they were patched up long 


ago.” 
The news struck politicians of all shades 


of faith like a thunderbolt, and a variety of 
explanations were given and discussed 
throughout the day. Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth David Martin said he knew noth- 


.he thought might be his glasses. 


ing beyond the newspaper statements. The 
affair is @onsidered to have additional sig- 
nificance from the fact that it comes in the 
midst of one of the most bitter campaigns 
ever fought between Quay and his oppo- 
nents, involving the question of his re-elec- 
tion to the Senate. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 3.—Lieut. Gov. 
Walter Lyon, who is Mr. McKee’s law 
partner, said to-day that the incentive for 
the issuing of the warrants against Senator 
Quay and others was to produce campaign 
thunder, but that he thought it a decidedly 
reckless piece of business, inasmuch as 
there was not the slightest shadow of 
wrong-doing on the part of the defendants. 
It would react to such an extent upon the 
prosecutors, he said, that more harm than 
good would be done their cause. 

Mr. Lyon explained that Richard Quay 
had borrowed money from the People’s 
Bank of Philadelphia to build the New 
Castle Street Railway, and said he pre- 
sumed Senator Quay was brought into the 
matter by his having signed his son’s notes. 
Lieut. Gov. Lyon said all the money had 
been paid back to the bank, and that the 
State had lost nothing. 

The firm of Lyon & McKee acted as attor- 
neys for the New Castle Street Railway, 
but had no connection whatever with the 
financial end of it, and Mr. Lyon said he 
could not understand why his firm had been 
brought into the matter. 


HOBSON CHANGES HIS PLANS. 


Recovering Guns from the Sunken 
Ships Before Attending to the 
Colon—Finds His Glasses. 3 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 3.—Lieut. 
Hobson has arrived here on a visit. He 
changed his programme, and worked for an 
entire week on the Vizcaya in recovering 
her guns. To-morrow divers will make a 
final examination of the Vizcaya’s bottom 
in the hope that there will be found a pos- 
sibility of raising the ship. Lieut. Hobson 


will afterward proceed to the wreck of the 
Almirante Oquendo and take off her guns, 
leaving the Cristobal Colon until the last. 

Lieut. Hobson has recovered the glasses 
which he had on board the Merrimac. They 
were taken by Admiral Cervera. When the 
Admiral was at Annapolis he was asked 
about the glasses, and in reply stated that 
he had left them aboard the Infanta Maria 
Teresa. After that vessel was raised 4 
search was made, but the glasses were no 
found. Lieut. Hobson, while looking over- 
board in the clear water one day saw what 
He dived 
and discovered that the object he had seen 
was that for which he had been searching. 
The glasses were recovered and shipped 
North to friends in New York. 


COL. WARING TO GO TO CUBA. 


Will Report Upon the Sanitary Condi- 
tions of Towns Where Troops 


Will Be Located. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Lieut. Col. Liver- 
more of the Corps of Engineers and Col. 
George E. Waring, Jr., have been designated 
to join the board which is to look after 
camp sites in Cuba. Col. Livermore goes to 
make an examination with especial refer- 
ence to the fortifications, and to report 
whether new fortifications are needed or 
whether repairs are necessary to those ale 
ready in place.

A SUPPOSED GAS DEAL. 


Incorporators of a New Concern All 
Seem. to be Unknown in the 


Business. 


ALBANY, Oct. 3.—The New York Gas 
and Electric Light, Heat and Power Com- 
pany of New York City to-day filed with 
the Secretary of State a certificate of in- 
corporation. It is organized with a capital 
of $25,000,000. The Directors are Henry J. 
Hemmens, Frank D. Allen, F. L. Allen, J. 
F. Yawger, Louis M, King, C. N. Flint, and 
N. W. Smith of New York City. 

All the Directors are lawyers except L. M. 
King, who is a clerk at 280 Broadway, and 
lodges at 68 West Forty eighth Street, where 
Henry J. Hemmens of Beardsley & Hem- 
mens and F. L. Allen also lodge. None of 
them was found last night except F. D. Al- 
len, who lives at 201 West One Hundred and 
Seventeenth Street. He is a lawyer at 195 
Broadway. Mr. Allen declined in the most 
positive manner to discuss the incorporation 
in any of its bearings or to give any in- 
formation about it or its promoters. No 
Director has a record of any affiliation with 
any corporation of any character, 

One of the most prominent gas men in 
New York said last night that he couia not 
in the Directors recognize any deal that 
had been talked about since the merging of 
the Equitable and East River Companies 
into the New Amsterdam Gas Company 
ten months ago. The Directors were not 
known in the gas world or as promoters, 
and were evidently dummies. The capitali- 
zation, he added, was too small for any 
of the great schemes proposed, such as the 
New Amsterdam-Standard consolidation, for 
instance.

RICH NEW PEARL FIELDS. 


Twenty-two Pounds of Gems Secured 
by a Small Boat Off New Caledonia. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 3.—New pearls fields 
of great richness have been discovered off 
the coast of New Caledonia, on the west 
side, according to United States Consul 


Wolf, at Noumea. He says that one shell 
contained the fabulous number of 256 pearis, 
and one little boat of one and a half tons 
furnished last year twenty-two pounds of 
pearls. 

Up to this time the water has not been 
sounded to a greater depth than 6 feet 7 
inches, but the fisheries are to be further 
exploited by French and Austrian syndi- 
cates. 

Mr. Wolf says that the quality of the 
pearl shells is remarkably fine, and he 
urges that Americans profit by the discov- 
ery, although haste is necessary, on ac- 
count of the enterprise of foreign firms.

BRUNSWICK STORM-SWEPT 


Georgia Sea Coast Town Inun- 
dated and Several Lives and 
Much Property Lost. 


SEA WATER FLOODS THE CITY 


Vessels Driven Ashore, Locomotive 
Fires Extinguished, Wharves and 
Docks Devastated, and Houses 
Wrecked by a Furious Wind. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Oct. 3.—During the 
tropical hurricane of Sunday, a tidal wave 
was driven in from the sea and inundated 
for an average depth of five feet practically 
every business house and warehouse in this 
city. 

Conservative estimates place the property 
loss at half a million dollars, though, when 
the details are all in, the figures may be 
considerably shaded either way. The Mal- 
lory Steamship and Southern Railway docks 
were under water four feet. In the resi- 
dencé section of the city the water was 
from two to eight feet deep. There was a 
full sweep of wind and water from the 
ocean into and across the city. 

Two fatalities in Brunswick and one a 
few miles out of the city have been report- 
ed. Those in the city were negro children. 
Their parents are missing and may have 
been drowned. A few miles out of town 
Sterritt Aiken, colored, was killed by fall- 
ing bricks blown from a chimney. 

Meagre reports from the Sea Islands on 
the coast are far from reassuring. At 
Jekyll Island, where the clubhouses of New 
York millionaires are situated, much dam- 
age has been done. Dixville, a suburb of 
Brunswick, inhabited by negroes, was inun- 
dated and the destruction is almost com- 
plete. No lives were lost there. 

Five vessels are ashore in Brunswick Har- 
bor, two being the Norwegian barks Record 
and Louise, one an American schooner, and 
two valuable pilot boats. 

On the docks were hundreds of thousands 
of feet of lumber and cross ties and naval 
stores, which will be washed away. Nearly 
all the docks suffered from lifting. ‘While 
the water was doing its damage under- 
neath, the wind was playing havoc over- 
head. 

Several fronts of brick buildings were 
blown partly out and the rain poured 
through in torrents. Every church in the 
city was damaged either by water or wind. 
All electric wires were prostrated. Fires in 
locomotives, in and near the city, were put 
out by the driving sheets of water. 

The storm began at 4 A. M. and eontinued 
twelve hours, with wind from forty to 
sixty miles an hour. The loss to railroads 
has been considerable from washing of 
tracks and injury to terminal property. 
Communication cannot be fully restored for 
a day or two. 

The flood which inundated the islands and 
lowlands around Savannah and all the 
neighboring coast has partially subsided. 
The first news from the Sea Islands, on 
the- Seuth~€arofma coast, between Tybee 
and Beaufort, where the great tidal wave 
of 1898 caused such fearful fatality, was 
received to-night. The damage by the 
storm there was comparatively small, and 
so far as is known there was no loss of 
life. The steamer Clifton made the trip 
from Savannah to Port Royal this after- 
noon and arrived here late to-night. The 
flood was driven by a northeast gale, and 
did not cover any of the Sea Islands in 
that section except those nearest the ocean. 

The steamers City of Macon, City of Au- 
gusta, and Kansas City, from New York, 
and the Essex from Baltimore, arrived to- 
day, and all felt the force of the storm to 
some extent. The City of Macon was in 
the height of it. The wind reached a veloci- 
ty of nearly 100 miles an hour, but the ship 
weathered it and sustained little damage. 
The four schooners, Synara, Mileville, Fan- 
ny Childs, and Franklin, which were driven 
into the marshes at Quarantine, will be 
floated after the removal of their cargoes. 

At Tybee there was less damage than was 
feared. The fortifications were filled with 
sand, which was several feet deep around 
the guns, but the flood did not reach them. 
On the islands near the city the crops have 
been entirely swept away, and much live 
stock has been lost, but there were no fa- 
talities. 


Brunswick has suffered a long seties of 
misfortunes. It seems to have’ succeeded to 
the evil eminence once held by Meinphis. 
It is one of the last strongholds of yellow 
fever in this country, and has been visited 
frequently by destructive storms and West 
Indian tornadoes. 

Some years ago it started upon what 
seemed to be a brilliant career. It sprang 
in a short time from an insignificant and 
almost forgotten seaport into an important 
commercial city. On the Island of St. 
Simons, at the mouth of its harbor, was 
formerly the capital of the State, Frederica, 
and the strip of coast and its adjacent 
islands were the home of rich planters and 
the site of magnificent estates before 1860. 
All of this ante-bellum prosperity vanished 
in the struggle of 1860-5; and the little town 
of Brunswick was a mere name on the map. 

Its recent prosperity was due to the lum- 
ber and naval stores trade, the city ranking 
first in the world in both. Much of this 
trade has now been driven to Savannah and 
Charleston, by the repetition of disasters 
like the present one, although its business 
men are making strong efforts to maintain 
the standing and importance of the place. 
The channel, formerly quite shallow am 
unsafe, has been deepened and widened by 
the noyel methods of Col. Goodyear, who 
blew out a ship canal with dynamite ex- 
ploded in the hard clay of the bar. 

In 1893 Brunswick, then a promising city, 
was devastated by a tornado, which drove 
in the sea and deluged the city, as well as 
the entire coast from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
Georgetown, S. C. The loss of life was 
appalling, and the damage to property was 
reckoned in the millions. 

The previous year the city was visited by 
an epidemic of yellow fever. This injured 
the city more by reason of its moral effect 
than by its actual ravages. There were 
few deaths, but the inhabitants lost hope 
and security and many removed to more 
northerly places. 

The situation of Brunswick exposes it to 
the sea. While the estuary which forms 
the harbor affords a safe anchorage for 
ships, the city is on low ground and a rise 
of several feet in the tide imperils, the place. 
It is also exposed to the high winds which 
sweep across the ocean from the tropics 
and which are likely to develop into torna- 
does during the equinox in Spring and Au- 
tumn. 


RICE CROP INJURED BY STORMS. 


Much Damage Wrought in the Vicin- 
ity of Charleston, 8S. C, 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Oct, 3.—Yesterday’s

done but small damage to property in this 


vicinity, but the loss to rice growers was 
very heavy. Even damage done by the 
great storm of 1893 has been exceeded. It 
is varlously estimated by the planters and 
rice brokers that the loss will be from 30 to 
50 per cent. 

The damage is entirely due to the high 
tides and easterly winds. that have pre- 
vailed along the coast as a result of the 
storms. The tides have kept the water in 
the fields dor a week, and the drains re- 
fuse to draw. The easterly wind serves to 
keep the water backed up in the streams. 

Breaks in the banks have occurred on 
the Poupou, Ashpoo, and Combahee Rivers, 
and .these sections have suffered most se- 
verely. In some cases the entire crops in 
those sections are lost. No word has 
reached here from the Sea Islands, and the 
extent of the damage is not known. 


PREDICTED THE HURRICANE. 


Weather Bureau Issued Warnings of 
the Southern Storm’s Approach, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Willis L. Moore, 
Chief of the Weather Bureau, has issued 
the following special bulletin in reference to 
the recent Southern storm: 

“The stor which Sunday broke with 
such fury over the Florida, Georgia, and 
South Carolina coasts was detected at its 
inception Thursday morning by means of 
the recently established West Indian service. 
Its approach was fully shown by the new 
cordon of stations, and, during daylight on 
Saturday, warnings of the coming storm 
were completely distributed throughout the 


region covered by the storm on Sunday. 

“The storm has now moved to West Cen- 
tral Georgia, decreasing in energy and los- 
ing its character as a hurricane. It is prob- 
able that if it moves northward at all it 
will be of such mild character as to create 
no further damage, except such as might 
result from ‘heavy downpours of rain. 
However, special observations will be taken 
in the Middle Atlantic States for the pur- 
pose of giving timely warning in case the 
storm should again give evidence of in- 
creasing to such proportions as would be 
dangerous to shipping.’”’ 


Philadelphia Bark Ashore. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Oct. 3.—The bark 
Wandering Jew, Capt. J. S. Little, from 
Philadelphia for Galveston, with a cargo 
of coal, lies in six fathoms of water off 
Long Island. Bad weather began on Fri- 
day.

AT THE REPUBLICAN CLUB 


A “Harmony” Reception Is Ten- 
dered to the Candidates of 
the Saratoga Convention. 


GOV. BLACK WAS NOT PRESENT 


Col. Roosevelt, with Twenty Rough 
Riders as a Body Guard, Receives 
an Ovation—Efforts to Find 
Senator Platt Fruitless. 


The men who made Theodore Roosevelt 
the Republican candidate for Governor and 
the men who fought him and tried to re- 
nominate Frank S. Black sat down together 
in an upper room of the Republican Club, 
450 Fifth Avenue, last evening. It was a 
meeting of pacification, preliminary to the 
notification to-day and the ratification to- 
morrow night. 

The invitations to the gathering described 
it as a “‘reception to the nominees of the 
Saratoga Convention.” It was in reality a 
scheme for bringing together the candi- 
dates and leaders of the party by way of 
smoothing the way for the opening of the 
campaign. It was the formal burying of the 
hatchet and pledging anew of party loy- 
alty, 


All the prominent Republicans in the 
State had been invited. Several hundred 
of them were there, and those who could 
not come sent their regrets. At the head’ 
of this list was Gov. Black, who assured 
Dr. Depew in en autograph note that he 
“had already completed arrangements for 
a rest of a few days in the country.” “TI 
should be glad to attend the _ reception,” 
wrote the Governor, “ but in my absence I 
hope you will convey to your guests, the 
nominees, my best wishes and my earnest 
desire for their success.’’ 

George W. Aldridge sent word that he 
had intended to come, but had been pre- 
vented at the last moment by illness in his 
family. Ex-President Benjamin Harrison 
sent a telegram of regret at his inability to 
attend, and so did Dr. Seth Low, Francis 
Hendricks, J. Sloat Fassett, Senator George 
R. Malby, and a score of others of high 
place in the party. Senator Platt was not 
there, nor did he send any explanation of 
his absence, which caused comment. Late 
in the evening, when the magnates of the 
party were assembled in the upper chamber, 
a messenger was dispatched in a. cab to 
fetch Mr. Platt, but the Senator could not 
be found at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and 
the “ harmony dinner” had to go on with- 
out him. j 

But if Senator Platt was missing, Col. 
Roosevelt was very much there. He came 
amid a burst of yells from the crowd on the 
stoop at a few minutes before 9 o’clock, 
charging up the steps and through the 
packed mass of humanity that already over- 
flowed the club rooms as if it were an- 
other Spanish outpost to be taken. He 
smiled broadly at the heartiness of the 
greeting, which was unmistakable, and 
shook ‘hands and bowed and smiled right 
and left as he shouldered his way to the 
rear parlor of the first floor suité, wheré hé 
took his stand for the ordeal of receiving. 

Behind the Colonel came a file of twenty 
men of his regiment, real Rough Riders, 
wearing the yellow canvas suits that had 
done them service in Crba. Their entrance 
had been timed dramatically, and the result 
was electrical, the throng of city men it 
evening dress wildly applauding the bronzed 
fighters, and instantly setting them up a4 
guests of honor. The cavalrymen followed 
their leader and took up a position at his 
rear. 

Chauncey M. Depew, President of the club, 
and Peacemaker-in-Chief to the party, in- 
troduced the guests to Col. Roosevelt, as- 
sisted by John Sabine Smith and William 
Leary. For an hour,a steady stream of 
Republicans filed by and shook the hand of 
the Gubernatorial candidate. The air was 


close and hot, and the perspiration poured 
down Col. Roosevelt’s face, melting his col< 
lar and giving his dress shirt the appear- 
ance of having been worn through a Cuban 
Summer day. But he worked bravely on, 
while one of his Rough Riders averred that 
he had never seen the Colonel get so hot.or 
work so hard in'their whole campaign. 


Lieut. Gov. Timothy L.. Woodruff, looking 
immaculate in spite of the heat, appeared 
later, and took his place beside Col. Roose- 
velt. Then Gen. Stewart L. Woodford 
joined the line, and Senator Hanna of Ohio 
took his stand near Dr. Depew, and shook 
hands with everybody he recognized. John 
T. McDonough of Albany, nominee for Sec- 
retary of State; Col. W. J. Morgan of Erie, 
nominee for Controller; John C. Davies of 
Oneida, nominee for Attorney General, and 
Edward A. Bond of Watertown, nominee 
for State Engineer and Surveyor, were all 4 
present, but they did not stand in the re- 
viewing line, and were lost in the crowd 
that strained and surged to grasp the hand 
of the head of the ticket. John P. Jaeckel, 
nominee for Treasurer, was absent. The 
crowd left no doubt that Roosevelt was the 
man they wanted to see and hear, and none 
of the other party luminaries of high de- 
gree received much attention. 


The ‘“‘harmony” feature of the occasion 
was illustrated in the line of men which 
filed by Col. Roosevelt and pledged him 
their support in his fight by the clasping 
of hands. In the line were Edward Lauter- 
bach, Abraham Gruber, and Jacob M. Pat- 
terson, who had prosecuted Gov. Black’s 
fight in New York; William Brookfield, 
Lovell H. Jerome, James Yereance, and 
William H. Kenyon of the old anti-Platt 
Committee of Fifty-three; Francis E. Laim- 
beer, late independent member of the As- 
sembly; ex-Mayor Strong, Gen. C. H. T. 
Collis, and Howard Payson Wilds of the 
recent “reform’’ Republican administra- 
tion; Senator John Ford, Judge W. M. K. 
Olcott, Frederick S. Gibbs, ex-Police Com- 
missioner Thomas L. Hamilton, Wilbur F. 
Wakeman, Railroad Commissioner Ashley 
W. Cole, Hamilton Fish, George R. Bidwell, 
J. S. Barcus, ex-Congressman Mahlon 
Chance, and Superintendent of Elections 
McCullagh. Perhaps the heartiest greeting 
in all the line was given by the Rough 
Riders’ Colonel to Gen. Chaffee, the hero 
of El Caney, who came accompanied by 
Major Miley of Gen. Shafter’s' staff. 


The handshaking had gone on for an hour, ! 
when in a lull Col, Roosevelt gave his mili- 
tary escort the order to charge upstairs, 
where refreshments were being served. This 
thinned out the throng slightly, but it was 
another hour before the Colonel could him- 
self escape to the library up stairs, where 
a table had been spread and similar refresh- 
ments were to be supplied to the dignitaries 
of the evening. It was in this room, the 
doors of which were closed, that the real 
harmony meeting took place. There sat 
down together Col. Roosevelt and Louis F. 
Payn, Gov. Black’s chief manager; Benja- 


{ min B. Odell, Jr., and Cornelius V. Collins; 


Jacob M. Patterson, who backed Black for 
renomination, and William Barnes, Jr.; 
Frederick Baston, State Superintendent of 





Buildings, and Chauncey M. Depew; Senator - 


Hobart Krum of Schoharie and John Sabine 
Smith. Senator Platt was not there. 

What took place behind the closed doors 
of this chamber was not revealed to those 
outside. When Dr. Depew was asked be- 
forehand if there would be any speech- 
making, he said, “‘ Not if we can help it.” 
Moreover, Chairman Odell, who is a be- 
liever in. the value of silence on the part 
of Gubernatorial candidates, was there to 
see that no speeches were made. And 
mone was made. The syccessful candidates 
and theif diite-convention opponents, took 
their salad and sandwiches together, but 
whatever harmenizing was done was the 
result of the mere getting together of for- 
merly antagonistic elements, not by any 
openly voiced pledge or declaration. 

At 10:30 o’clock Col. Roosevelt left the 
clubhouse. He will return to Oyster Bay 
early this morning. This afternoon he and 
the other Republican candidates will be no- 
tified of their nominatim at his home at 
Oyster Bay, the Notification Committee 
leaving this city on a special train at 11:30 
O’clock A. M.

ROSY REPUBLICAN HOPES. 


Roosevelt's Callers Talk of Majorities 
Ranging from 100,000 to 250,000— 
Candidate’s Busy Afternoon. 


Col. Roosevelt reached the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel from Oyster Bay yesterday at 1:45 
o’clock. He was met by Col. Lovell H. 
Jerome, with whom he took luncheon by 
appointment in the hotel café. When he 
appeared at the rooms of the Republican 
State Committee half an hour later he 
found them thronged: with Republicans of 
varying degrees of prominence, all await- 
ing “just a word” with him. From the 
rapidly growing crowd in the corridors Col. 
Roosevelt fled to the new retreat provided 
for him in Room 11, adjoining the office of 
Executive Chairman Barnes. This apart- 
ment will be his from now until election 
day. It is there that he will attend to 
his correspondence and receive all official 
visitors. 

After an hour and a half of dictation to a 
stenographer Col. Roosevelt announced that 
he had at last caught up with his corre- 
spondence, an achievement on which he felt 
that he ought to be congratulated. Just 
then Chairman Odell of the State Commit- 
tee, who had been at his home in Newburg 
since Saturday, appeared and the Chairman 
and the candidate went into conference. 

Among Col. Roosevelt's callers of the aft- 
ernoon were Secretary of State John Paim- 
er, Controller James A. Roberts, John R. 
Hazel of Buffalo, and Alderman Bates of 
Rensselaer, Secretary of the Fish, Game 
and Forestry Commission, Mr. Palmer took 
occasion to deny the statement recently at- 
tributed to him that he expected the Demo- 
crats to bring legal proceedings to prevent 
the filing with him of Col. Roosevelt’s nom- 
ination certificate. All that he knew of the 
matter, he said, was what he had seen in the 
newspapers. His own opinion was, he said, 
that the Democrats would do nothing with 
the eligibility issue until after Roosevelt’s 
election, if at all. 

There was an exuberant air among the 
Republicans at State headquarters all day. 
Col. Roosevelt’s spirit of energy, activity, 
and enthusiasm had epparently permeated 
the vicinity, and up-State politicians vied 
with local leaders in predicting glorious re- 
sults from the Rough Rider’s campaign. 
Senator Hobart Krum of Schoharie, reput- 
ed one of the most conservative of Repub- 
licans. was quoted as declaring that Roose- 
velt would carry the State by 250,000. 
Chairman William Barnes, Jr., of the State 
Executive Committee ventured the off-hand 
prediction that Roosevelt would come down 
to the Harlem with a lead of 175,000 votes, 
while Lovell H. Jerome, late anti-Platt 
worker, said that he would be satisfied if 
the Colonel won by 100,000 votes. 

Chairman Odell is not making any pre- 
dictions. He does not regard the cam- 
paign as anything in the nature of a “ walk- 
over,” and he does not purpose to relax a 
single effort to bring out a full party vote 
and capture as many independent votes as 
possible, because of roseate-hued pictures 
of his leading candidate’s popularity. Mr. 
Odell is regarded by the Republicans who 
know him best as an exceedingly careful 
and conservative campaigner, and they do 
mot expect him to put forth any estimates 
On majorities until he has the figures to 
base them cn. 

Col. Roosevelt received yesterday the fol- 
lowing letter from Gen. Chaffee: 

My Dear Colonel: My hearty congratulations 
to you—ihe next Governor of New York. 

It is my fond hope that your administration 
as Governor will be as satisfying to the people 
of the State as has been your service to the 
Nation in war. 

Therefore, with the best of wishes, 
bravely as at San Juan, and victory 
as complete, giorious, and satisfying 
personally next November, Sinzerely. yours, 

ADNA K. CHAFFEE. 

Gen. Chaffee commanded the right wing 
of the United States Army in the battle of 
El Caney, July 1, and it was from his bri- 
gade that two of the three companies came 
that charged and captured the Spanish fort 
and trenches on the hill. He took eonspic- 
uous part, also, in the battle of San Juan, 
July 2, and there witnessed Col. Roosevelt's 
charge up the hill at the head of the Rough 
Riders. 

Chairman Barnes has called a meeting of 
the State Executive Committee for Satur- 
day morning at the Fifth Avenue Hotel.

THE GOVERNOR’S PATRONAGE. 


Places Which He Will Have at His 
Disposal and the Salaries At- 


tached to Them. 


ALBANY, Oct. 3.—The next Governor of 
the State will have a large amount of pat- 
ronage at his disposal. He wiil be shorn 
of his present large military staff, which 
will after Jan..1 next consist of an Adju- 
tant General, a Military Secretary, and 
fourteen Aides de Camp, of whom ten are 
to be selected from the officers of the Guard 
and Naval Militia. There will be during his 
term, however, the dispensing of a large 
number of important offices, including the 
following:

REGISTRATION 


Attorney General Hancock’s View as 
to the Basis of Population. 


ALBANY, Oct. 3.—Attorney General Han- 
cock. in an opinion rendered at the re- 
quest of Lewis C. Platt of White Plains as 
to the method of determining the popula- 
tion of a village for the purpose of impos- 
ing personal registration, says: 

‘“‘T am of the opinion that in villages in- 


corporated under the general law, Chapter 
414, Laws of 1897, the census taken in Jan- 
uary last should be the criterion whether 
personal registration be required; that in 
villages which exist by virtue of a special 
charter, the last census taken therein un- 
der the direction of the village authorities, 
if such has been done, should be the rule, 
and that in villages controlled by a special 
charter which does not authorize an enumer- 
ation, the last State census should be fol- 
lowed in the matter of registration.” 


MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATS. 


Alexander B. Bruce of Lawrence Will 
Probably Be Nominated for 
Governor To-day. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct, 3.—There 
seems to be little doubt that the Democralic 
Convention to-morrow will nominate Alex- 
ander B. Bruce of Lawrence for Governor 
and Edward J. Slattery of South Framing- 
ham for the second\place on the ticket. 

There have been mutterings among some 
of the perty leaders who gathered in the 
parlors and corridors of the Bay State 
House to-night in favor of some other man, 
and there were a few who thought that 
Henry B. Levering of Lynn would draw 
out the veteran vote, but a somewhat vigor- 
ous Campaign Committee from Lawrence 
put what zest there was in the preliminary 
canvass for Bruce, and unless something 
unforeseen occurs in the meantime he will 
probably be the choice of the »onvention. 

It is generally expected that those who 
are still opposed to the leaders now in 
power will postpone hostilities until another 
year, and this lack of opposition was the 
cause of the small attendance at the infor- 
mal: meeting of the party followers to- 
night. 

As far as the resolutions are concerned 
the presence of George Fred Williams in- 
sures no backsliding from the Chicago plat- 
form, and there seems to be little indica- 
tion that any compromise plank on the sil- 
ver question will be advanced. The commit- 
tee spent a number of hours in hard work, 
perfecting the resolutions, The principal 
features will be the denunciation of impe- 
r.alism and the War Department: The usual 
planks in opposition to trusts, government 
by. commissions, and one or two other State 
issues which have been in the platform for 
the past three or four years will also be 
allowed to remain, 

The convention to-morrow will be called 
to order by Christopher T. Callahan of 
Holyoke, and Philip J. Doherty of Charles- 
town will be made permanent Chairman, 


with his address as the keynote of the con- 
vention. Senator J. J. Flynn of Lawrence 
will nominate ex-Mayor Bruce of Lawrence, 
and the other nominations will follow in the 
usual order.

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PLANS OF THE DEMOCRATS 


The Campaign to be Opened To- 
day by the Notification of 
Candidates. 


JUSTICE VAN WYCK’S CANVASS 


He Promises to Break His Silence by 
Speaking in Brooklyn Next Week 
—May Outline the Work 
for the Party. 


The Democrats will open their campaign 
to-day by the notification of the candiates 
nominated at the Syracuse convention. Pre- 
paratory work has been in progress tver 
since the ticket was put up, and even prior 
to that, but the open and vigorous work 
will be initiated by Justice Augustus Van 
Wyck to-night in his brief speech of ac- 
ceptance. The campaign committee will to- 
morrow morning begin the actual canvass 
of the State. 

Agreeable to the wishes of Mr. Van Wyck 
the programme of the notification ceremony, 
simple as it was planned, has been slightly 
changed. The nominee for Governor will 
be notified at his residence, 172 Hancock 
Street, Brooklyn, and the other candidates 
will be notified at the headquarters of the 
State Committee in the Hoffman House. 

As now arranged, the plan is that the no- 
tification committee, which is the State Ex- 
ecutive Committee, will meet in the head- 
quarters early in the evening. All the nom- 
inees, except Justice Van Wyck, will meet 
with the committee. The committee and 
nominees will then go to Brooklyn, where 
Mr. Van Wyck will be formally notified 
about 8 or 8:30 P. M. 

After this short ceremony Mr. Van Wyck 
will accompany the committee and other 


nominees back to this city and to the head- 
quarters of the State Committee, where the 
ceremony of notification will be completed. 

It is not expected that there will be any 
set speeches, Each nominee will, it is said, 
accept the nomination in a few words, hand- 
ing to the Chairman of the Notification 
Committee a formal written acceptance. 
The only speech of any length will be that 
by Frederick C. Schraub, who will make 
the forma] notification. Mr. Schraub was 
permanent Chairman of the Syracuse con- 
vention. Mr. Van Wyck, it is said, will 
make only a few remarks, accepting the 
nomination and expressing his apprecia- 
tion of the honor. He will not touch upon 
the issues of the campaign or .outline his 
own plan of work. 

The Exeeutive Committee was appotnted 
by the convention as a committee on notifi- 
cation. It is composed of the following 
members: Chairman, P. H: McCarren, Perry 
Belmont, John F. Carroll, John Whalen, 
Mayor Malloy of Troy, Andrew McLéan of 
Brooklyn, Charles N. Bulger, John W. Web- 
er, John J. Kennedy, Arthur C. Fields, and 
8. S. Taylor. Frank Campbell, Chairman; 
John F. Gaynor, treasurer, and James N. 
Carlisle, secretary, of the State Committee, 
are also made members ex-officio of the 
Committee on Notification. 

It is understood that Richard Croker, 
Mayor Robert A. Van Wyck, and other 
— Tammany leaders will be present, 

oth at the home of Augustus Van Wyck 
and at the headquarters of the State Com- 
mittee to witness the notification. 

Justice Van Wyck has promised to break 
his long silence by making a speech in 
Brooklyn early next week. The reticence of 
the Justice and of his brother, the Mayor of 
New York, has almost become proverbial. 
Mr. Crekér voiced the general opinion of 
the Democrats when he said Sunday: 
“Those Van Wycks don’t talk much,” and 
he commended their astute reticence at the 
proper time. 

But Augustus Van Wyck has decided that 
in his campaign there is much to be said, 
and that ought to be said. He will, it is un- 
derstood. set an example to his campaign 
leaders by taking the stump energetically in 
behalf of the platform and of the ticket. 
His first speech will be made, it is said, at 
a big mass meeting that has been arranged 
for at the Academy of Music in Brooklyn 
to ratify the action of the Syracuse conven- 
tion. It is expected that the speech will lay 
down the lines of argument upon which ‘the 
canvass will be made, and the plan upon 
which the work will be conducted by party 
leaders. 

The date of this ratification meeting has 
not yet been determined. It was at first de- 
cided to hold the meeting this week, but it 
has been found expedient to postpone it be- 
yond Sunday. Other speakers have not yet 
been selected, -but it 1s thought that Elliot 
Danforth and Andrew McLean will be on 
hand. 

The Democratic Campaign Committee pur- 
poses having two big ratifications this side 
the East River after Oct. 12, when the judi- 
cial nominations will have been made, so 
that all nominations may be ratified at the 
same time. Both meetings will be held in 
Tammany Hall. and will be two. weeks 
apart. 

Meanwhile the Campaign Committee has 
opened its headquarters in the Wigwam and 
has begun active work. It has arranged a 
list of speakers to be sent out into different 
parts of the State, as they may be wanted, 
and is now preparing a great quantity of 
campaign literature. Tammany Hall will 
have charge of the campaign in this city, 
and the Campaign Committee will devote 
itself to the rest of the State. 

The enthusiasts among the Democrats are 
wearing a new campaign button tnat Is 
creating comment on the part of Republi- 
cans. It hag on its face the legend ‘‘ Teddy, 
the Dodger.”

: | HENRY. GEORGE DECLINES 


He Refuses to Run for Governor 
on the Silver Democratic 
Ticket. 


H. M. McDONALD SUCCEEDS HIM 


0. F. Snyder May Not Run for At- 
torney General and the Silver 
Headquarters Will Not Be at 
the Union Square Hotel. 


The Chicago Platform Democrats had 
much té trouble them yesterday, but for 
every seeming blow to the party organiza- 
tion a remedy was soon found. Henry 
George, son of the late famous single taxer 
of the same name, sent a letter in which he 
said he could not accept the nomination for 
Governor, and H. M. McDonald, who presid- 
ed at the convention which selected Mr. 
George, was quickly named to fill the va- 
cancy. When,Mr. McDonald earlier in the 
day received a telegram from Ole F. Sny- 
der, the nominee for Attorney General, say- 
ing he would be unable to make the race, 
Ezra A. Tuttle of Brooklyn, a member of 
the Notification Committee, was picked out 
to fill the place. As a final blow, the pro- 
prietor of the Union Square Hotel declined 


to let the party usé his hotel longer as a 
headquarters. A new place was soon found, 
however. 

Henry George’s letter of declination is dat- 
ed Sunday, at Fort Hamilton, and is ad- 
dressed to Willis J. Abbott; Samuel Seabury, 
and Ezra A. Tuttle, composing the Notifica- 
tion Committee. He says: 

It is a great honor to be judged worthy of the 
suffrages of one’s fellow-citizens, and it is an 
especial honor to receive the nomination of a 
party striving for pure j@litics and economic 
freedom, and I deeply appreciate the action of 
the party of Chicago platform Democrats in nom- 
inating me for the high office of Governor of the 
State of New York. But after careful considera- 
tion I must decline the nomination, for I am 
persuaded that by pursuing uninterruptedly the 
duty of writing my father’s biography—a duty 
to my father’s memory and to the cause to 
which he gave his life—I can do more for the 
principles of freegom than I could by engagifig 
actively in politics. 

* For, at a time when the two great political 
machines must excite public attention over the 
questions of the war and the criminal scandals 
growing out of it, and over the questions of 
official corruption. and mismanagement in the 
State, the more remote, though far greater 
economic questions would be lost sight of, and 
thus an independent fight would not stand on 
the merit of its principles, but get only such 
Scant attention in the public eye as might be 
diverted from the fight over political debauchery. 

I should say, moreover, in justice to myself and 
to those who honestly advance the silver question 
to the rank of first importance that [t am, no 
more than my father was, an advocate, of free 
coinage. He condemned its economic soundness, 
being, in fact, a believer in neither gold nor silver, 
but in credit or paper money. He supported the 
Chicago platform not on account of, but in spite 
of, its advocacy of free silver, because he be- 
lieved that in other respects it stood for the prin- 
ciple of freedom; because it took the side of the 
weak as against that of the monopolists—because 
it sided with the house of Want against the 
house of Have. I am in entire accord with these 
views, and I think it proper to state them frank- 
ly that there may be no room for misunderstand- 
ing on the part of any. 

“At this time,” said Mr. George yester- 
day, ‘“‘I have no intention of taking part in 
the campaign. I-shall not advise the Chi- 
cago Platform Democrats on whether or not 
they shall support Judge Van Wyck. I 
think they are perfectly honest and believe 
they are acting for the best interests of the 
principles involved. I do not care to say 
anything which might injure them. As to 
myself, I will hold ‘myself open as a free 
citizen to act as my best judgment may dic- 
tate. At present I do not care to say wheth- 
er I shall support Justice Van Wyck or not. 
I may say something on that subject later 
on. t 

Ole F. Snyder, in saying he could not ac- 
cept the nomination for Attorney General 
said that important legal business would 
take him out of the State during the cam- 
paign. ‘‘In place of Mr. Snyder,’”’ said Mr. 
McDonald, ‘‘ we have nominated Ezra A. 
Tuttle, a well-known lawyer of Brooklyn. 
It is understood that Mr. Tuttle will accept 
the nomination if Mr. Snyder finds himself 
in a position where he will have to decline.” 

The silver headquarters during the cam- 
palgn will be at 119 East Twenty-third 

treet. Last year,they occupied rooms in 
the Union Square Hotel, and, according to 
Mr. Neumuller, the proprietor, they wanted 
to have their headquarters there again, but 
the hotel management objected. Mr. Neu- 
muller said Pe: 

‘I allowed the silver Democrats to make 
their headquarters in the hotel when Henry 
George was running on aecount of my 
friendship for Mr. George. I was a great 
friend of Mr. George’s. He used to visit 
me and I used to visit at his home. But 
having the headquarters here did a good 
deal of damage to my hotel. Men went 
about the poeees smoking cigars and ci- 
garette and spitting tobacco juice on the 
carpets and planting their-muddy boots in 
the plush upholstered chairs. They threw 
cigar stubs at pictures and bric-A-brac, and 
knocked down the supports of mirrors and 
injured the chandeliers, They paid me for 
the use of the rooms, but this did not com- 
pensate-me for the damage they did at the 
hotel. ' The Union Square Hotel is very 
small, there being only eighty-eight rooms. 
The guests are respectable people and were 
disturbed by the politicians coming in at 
all hours of the night and becoming bois- 
terouss I lost no money aside from the 
damage and the few checks which were 
cashed at the desk for politicians for small 
sums and which were not honored by the 
banks. last Friday they came here and 
raised a fuss again, and I concluded that 
pv had best not come here again this 

ar. 

Henry M. McDonald, the man named as 
candidate for Governor, was born in Cale- 
donia, Livingston County, N. Y., in 1851. 
Left an orphan at an early age, Mr. Mc- 
Donald was obliged to earn his own ‘living 
asa farm hand. He attended night schools, 
and at the age of eighteen obtained a first- 
class teacher's certificate. He then taught 
school and made money enough to take him 
through Princeton College, being graduated 
from that institution in 1878. He studied 
law in the office of John N. Beckley, City 
Attorney of Rochester, and was admitted to 
practice in the Supreme Court of this State 
in 1879. He practiced law for four years, 
and then went to Pierre, S. D., where he en- 
gaged in banking. He came to this city in 
1891, and has since been actively engaged 
in financial business here. Mr. McDonald is 
President of the New York Bimetallic As- 
sociation. 


COLORED DEMOCRATS’ PLANS.

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Democratic Congressional Nomi- 
nations Made in Four Districts. 


| CAPT. B. T. CLAYTON TO RUN 


Commander of Troop C Selected in the 
Fourth — Convention in . the 
Fifth District Postponed. 


The Democrats of Brooklyn made their 
Congressional nominations last night, except 
in the Fifth District, where an adjourn- 
ment was taken. In every case the nomina- 
tion was made without friction, and entire 
harmony reigned. The candidates are: 

Second District—John J. Fitzgerald. 

Third District—Edmund H. Driggs. 

Fourth District—Bertram T. Clayton. 

Sixth District—Mitchell May. 

As far as Brooklyn is concerned, the Re- 
publicans are not to have a monopoly of 
war heroes aS candidates. The most inter- 
esting contest in Kings County will be con- 
ducted in the Fourth District, where a vet- 
eran of the Spanish war—Capt. Clayton of 
Troop C—will be the candidate. Capt. 
Clayton’s popularity in Brooklyn has been 
shown in the tremendous ovations given to 
him and his men since their return from the 
front. Troop C was the only Brooklyn mili- 
tary organization which was under fire, and 
its gallantry in Puerto Rico, when with 
revolvers it stood its ground against Span- 
ish artillery, has endeared it to the hearts 


of Brooklynites. At the great military cele- 
bration on Saturday no regiment, and no 
detachment, not even the Brooklyn veter- 
ans of the Seventy-first, got such a _tre- 
mendous reception as that accorded to Capt. 
Clayton and the men of Troop C. 

In the other districts the candidates are 
Driggs, Fitzgerald, and May. Driggs is the 
Congressman who wrested the banner Re- 
publican district of Brooklyn from that par- 
ty in 1897, when he ran to fill the vacancy 
created by Congressman Wilson’s resigna- 
—_ Fitzgerald and May have never held 
office. 

The convention in the Second District, 
which was held at the Jefferson Building, 
on Boerum Place, lasted about twenty min- 
utes, John J. Fitzgerald, a young lawyer, 
was slated as the nominee. Ex-District At- 
torney James W. Ridgway, who has been 
out of favor with the organization for some 
time, was talked of by *his friends, and 
there was some expectation of a fight. But 
Ridgway evidently realized the hopeless- 
ness of opposition, for no attempt was made 
to secure his nomination. 

Michael J. Cummings presided, and resolu- 
tions’ indorsing the work of the Syracuse 
Convention were adopted. The speech nom- 
inating Mr. Fitzgerald was made by Mat- 
thew McKenna of the Fourth Assembly Dis- 
trict. Fitzgerald received all the votes in 
the convention. He will have to oppose 
Denis M. Hurley, the present representa- 
tive. 

The work of the convention in the Third 
District, which was held at Fifth Avenue 
and Sixth Street, was cut and dried, and the 
programme went through without a hitch. 
Bridge Commissioner Shea called the meet- 
ing to order, and James McCoy Gray was 
elected Chairman and Walter Keenan Sec- 
retary. AS soon as nominations were called 
for, James McCanaa of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward nominated Gongressman Driggs. The 
nomination was seconded in half-minute 
speeches by several delegates, and Driggs 
was nominated without a dissenting voice. 
The candidate was escorted to the platform 
by a committee consisting of John F, White, 
William J. Roach, and Joseph Michaels. 

He was warmly cheered, and madé a brief 
speech of thanks. He said that he appre- 
ciated the honor of this nomination even 
more than he did that of 1897, for it meant 
that his constituents were satisfied with his 
workin the great war Congress of 1898. Mr. 
Driggs ridiculed the idea that the Third 
District was hopelessly Republican, and 
said that if the emocrats of the district 
would stand by him he would make a fight 
that would place the district in the Demo- 
cratic column as surely as in 1897. Mr. 
Driggs’s opponent is William A. Prender- 
gast, whom he defeated last year. 

Capt. Clayton’s nomination in the Fourth 
District went through with the same unan- 
imity as the other nominations. The con- 
vention was held at Turn Hall, 197 Sumpter 
Street, and was called to order by Frederick 
Bailey, After the Captain’s nomination, 
which was made by a unanimous vote, a 
committee was appointed to bring him be- 
fore the convention. The committee re- 
turned after a short wait, with the report 
that Capt. Clayton was too ill to thank the 
delegates for the honor conferred upon him. 
It is believed, however, that he will be in 
full health in time to take an active part 
in the campaign. His adversary is Con- 
gressman Israel F. Fischer, 

The Sixth District Convention was held 
in the hall at Franklin Street and Green- 
point Avenue, where Mitchell May of the 
Thirteenth Ward was chosen as the stand- 
ard bearer. ‘The only other name presented 
was that of Arthur 8. Somers, Civil Service 
Commissioner. The vote stood: May, 35; 
Somers, 2. May is a nephew of Moses May, 
one of the wealthiest residents of the East- 
ern District of Brooklyn. Me is a lawyer, 
thirty years old, and very vopular. 

The Fifth District Convention, which was 
to have been held in the hall at 1 Enema | 
and Central Avenues, has been adjourne 
until Friday evening. Lieut. Henry Claus 
of Troop C, the only man named as a can- 
didate, has declined the nomination, and 
the postponement was necessary in order 
to select another candidate. 


Justice Van Wyck’s Resignation. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 3.—The resignation 
of Augustus Van Wyck, the Democratic 
nominee for Governor, as a Justice of the 


Supreme Court in the Second Judicial Dis- 
trict, was filed to-day with the Secretary 
of State.

The 
woman who opposes evil in fashionable 
life or refuses to see a play because wo- 
manhood is degraded in it is a _ philan- 
thropist. There are people who do not go 
into fashionable slumming, but deal with 
less picturesque misery near at hand.”

Everett P. Wheeler Thinks the 
\. State Movement May Be 
Ax ji, Abandoned. 


CITIZENS JOIN REPUBLICANS 


Will Co-operate on Senate and Assem- 
bly Nominations—Central City 
Committee Meeting Shows In- 

\~ dication of a Split on 
™ State Movement. 


Developments at the meeting of the Cen- 
tral City Committee of the Citizens’ Union 
in their headquarters, East Twenty-third 
Street, last night caused the prediction that 
the State ticket would be withdrawn before 
the campaign is much older, and that unless 
this is done a serious split would occur be- 
tween those identified with the union, so far 
at it relates to municipal affairs, and those 
who have branched Out from the parent 
body and are now conducting the independ- 


ent State movement. 
The meeting of the Central Committee, at 


which R. Fulton Cutting presided, was ex- 
ecutive. It developed a spirit of acerbity 
between those connected with the two 
movements, which came out afterward, de- 
spite the efforts of some of .those present 
to make it appear that the situation was 


harmonious. 

The meeting was taken up largely in the 
discussion of a report in answer to the let- 
ter signed by Charles Stewart Smith and 
others, printed in THE NEw YORK TIMES @ 
few days ago, protesting against the in- 
dorsement of State officers by the Central 
Committee, and the use of the emblem by 
the Independents. ‘The reply, after a hot 


discussion, was sent to the Executive Com- 
mittee for amendment, to be again discussed 
at a special meeting this week, when it may 
be given out, or at the regular meeting next 
Monday night. 

The gist of this reply, it was said, was 
that the right to use the emblem was not 
the question, but that the Central Com- 
mittee only defended that right, and that it 
would set out to prove that Messrs. Smith 
and Hornblower and their conferres are on 
the wrong track. 


ONE MAN’S EXPLANATION. 
In explanation of the committee's atti- 
tude one of the committee said: 


“Tt is our idea that the Citizens’ Union 
should enter into State politics to bring 
ebout purity of elections, not necessarily 
as a State party. but as a municipal party 
having an interest in the welfare of the 
State and city.’’ 

Everett P. Wheeler, one of the Central 
Committee opposed to the State ticket, made 
the statement that, in his opinion, the State 
ticket’ would be abandoned. It was foolish 
and inexpedient now, he said, to have such 
a ticket in the field. R. Fulton Cutting, he 
added, had come around to this way of 
thinking, and so had William Bennett and 
A. S. Frissel. 

Mr. Wheeler intimated a lack of harmony 
in the committee on the State movement, 
and this was borne out later by John De 
Witt Warner and Isaac H. Klein, who de- 
clared that the ticket would go through 
and be voted for. 

The other interesting development last 
night was the recent agreement between 
the Citizens’ Union managers and the Re- 
publican managers on the Assembly and 
Senatorial nominations, to save the State 
to the Republicans. 

The Bar Association. which favors the re- 
nomination of Justices Cohen and Daly and 
the nomination of Hamilton Odell for the 
Supreme Court, has been an intermediary 
between the two bodies, with Everett P. 
Wheeler as one of the active agents. 

Senator Platt, ii was said, foreseeing the 
robability of losing some Assemblymen and 
eaters. had suggested the negotiations, 
and it had been agreed to co-operate with 
the Citizens’ Union in all districts where it 
is thought they have a chance for victory. 
These districts inckude the Fourteenth, 
Nineteenth, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
and, possibly, the Sixteenth. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


On the question of legislative members the 
Independents and Central City Commit- 
tee are practically unanimous. Resolutions 
to this effect, and embodying the indorse- 


ment of the three Justices, were presented 
by Everett P. Wheeler at a meeting of the 
Cam»aign Committee, which followed the 
Central gathering, and passed together with 
twe amendments. The resolutions follow: 

Whereas, Questicns of National and State poli- 
tics are exciting great public interest in the ap- 
proaching election, and such questions do not 
come within the sphere of the Citizens’ Union, 
and 

Whereas, Three Justice of the Supreme Court 
are to be elected at the approaching election 
for the First Judicial Department, which com- 

rises the Boroughs of Manhattan and The 

ronx, and a Judge of the City Court of the City 
of New York is also to be elected, 

And Whereas, It is of the utmost importance 
to the welfare of the City of New York that the 
candidates to be elected for such offices should 
be men of high character, extensive experience, 
and signal ability, who may be expected in the 
Gischarge of their high judicial functions, to act 
with freedom from the dictation of their po- 
litical parties, 

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Union continues 
with the utmost possible vigor, the organization 
of political associations in the various Assembly 
districts to the end that the union will be pre- 
pared to make nominations and conduct an ag- 
gressive campaign for non-partisan: municipal 
government in the next city election. 

Resolved, That the union will interrogate can- 
didates nominated by the various political parties 
for the Senate and Assembly, with reference to 
their principles of action if elected, upon any 
measures relating to the City of New York and 
the sub-divisions thereof 

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Union make no 
nominations this Fall except for Justices of the 
Supreme Court in the First Judicial Department, 
comprising the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, and for a Judge of the City Court of New 
York, that it co-operate in reference to such 
nominations with the Committee on Judicial 
Nominations of. the Bar Association of the City 
of New York, with the view of nominating such 
candidates for judicial office as shall be approved 
by the tar of the City of New York, irrespective 
of political affiliations, and that in making such 
nominations the Union will select from those 
nominated by other organizations such persons as 
in their opinion, after conference with said Com- 
mittee on Judicial Nominations, shall appear to 
be most fitted for the judicial offices for which 
they may be respectively nominated. 

Resolved, That the matter of calling a public 
meeting with reference to the judicial nomina- 
tions which may be made during the present 
campaign be laid over until a subsequent meet- 
ing, when it can be ascertained what candidates 
shall be put in nomination by the various political 
parties. 

To this were added the following para- 
graphs, presented respectively by Isaac HB. 
Klein and John M. Weed: 


Provided, however, that separate nominations 
for the Senate and Assembly may be made in 
separate Senatcrial and Assembly districts if in 
the judgment of the Executive Committee and the 
District Committee of such Assembly district it 
is expedient so to do. 

Resolved, That the action of the Central City 
Committee in recommending the nomination of 
Daly, Cohen, and Odell be confirmed, and that 
the committee appointed by the Central City 
Committee to secure @gnatures to certificates of 
their nominations be directed to proceed with 
procuring signatures. 


LETTER FROM PAUL FULLER. 


The following letter from Paul. Fuller, 
Chairman of the Independent State Com- 
mittee, giving a history of the State move- 
ment, referring particularly to the use of 
the State emblem and suggesting a Way 


out of the present difficulty, was read. It 
is addressed to the Central City Com- 
mittee: 

On Sept. 9 the Indevendent Citizens’ Committee 
placed in nomination a full State tichet, made up 
of candidates whose character and public careers 
were such as to justify the confidence that if 
elected they could be relied upon for an honest 
and independent administration of public affairs 
untrammeled by the dictation of faction leaders 
or party bosses. 

Your committee, in furtherance of the purpose 
of the Citizens’ Union, which was to secure for 
the City of New York what the Independent Citi- 
zens’ Committee sought to secure for the State, 
found it expedient to seek the aid of the Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ movement in order to assure to 
the Citizens’ Union’s local candidates for judicial 
officers and for the Senate and Assembly the 
great advantage of a full column on the ballot 
and the co-operation of voters throughout the 
State in securing legislators of recognized inde- 
pendence and public spirit. And to that end 
your committee on Sept. 12 passed resolutions 
approving the nomination of a full State ticket 
by the Independent Citizens’ Committee, pledging 
its assistance to the ticket, and authorizing the 
use by such committee of the name and emblem 
of the Citizens’ Union, thus securing to the 
Union’s local candidates the full vote of those 
in sympathy with its principles, through the aid 
of a full State ticket with the advantage of an 
emblem and a party column on the ballots. 

Immediately upon receipt of such authorization 
the Independent Citizens’ Committee prepared 
the requisite nomination petitions bearing the 
mame and embiem of the Citizens” Union, and

tion to rumors that the legality of your action 
is called in question, and that it is objected to 
by citizens who last year co-operated with the 
union in its efforts to elect a Mayor in opposition 
to both political factions seéking control of the 


city. 

The Independent Citizens’ Committee has mo 
desire to take advantage of an act whose legal- 
ity can be questioned. They have no desire to 
insist upon a co-operation which is not the full, 
free, and unanimous action of the body which 
you represent. They therefore unhesitatingly 
release you from any obligation incurred by your 
resolution of the i2Zth inst. and invite you to 
recall the authorization therein conferred for 
the use of the name and emblem of the union. 
This action can best be taken by presenting to 
the Secretary of State a protest against the use 
of the name and emblem of the union; the In- 
dependent Citizens’ Committee will acquiesce in 
your protest, and the Secretary of State will then 
have the power to assign to their ticket a new 
name and ea new emblem, 

In this way the minimum of harm will have 
been done to the independent movement by the 
projected change, and your committee, freed from 
the criticisms of those who questioned your ac- 
tion, will be once more in complete accord with 
the membership, which cast the vote of 150,000 
in 1897, and which will doubtless increase it in 
the next municipal contest, 

The letter was referred to the Executive 


Committee for action. 


ELECTIONS IN CONNECTICUT. 


The Small Towns Choose Officers and 
Vote on Local Issues. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 3.—The famous 
“ Little Town ’”’ elections were held in Con- 
necticut to-day, 162 of the 168 towns in the 
State electing officials of the town govern- 
ments, in many cases voting on the liquor 
license question, and in a few instances set- 
tling permanently or temporarily the ques- 
tion involving the abandonment of the dis- 
trict school system in favor of consolidated 
schools under town auspices. The towns 
and cities not participating in these unique 
elections were Hartford, New Haven, 
Bridgeport, Ansonia, Derby, and Nauga- 
tuck. } qh} 

Returns up to midnight had been received 
from 130 towns of the 162 voting, and the 


tables show Republican victories in %2 
towns, Democratic success in 32, and the 
election of split tickets in 6. 

Full returns from all the towns in the 
election of 1897 showed 101 towns to be Re- 
publican, 28 Democratic, and 33 divided. 

Comparing the full returns of last year 
with the returns received thus far from to- 
day’s elections, the Republicans have lost 
nine towns, while the Democrets have 
gained four. However, of the thirty-two 
towns missing to-night, seventeen went Re- 
publican last year, five Democratic, and ten 
were divided. In view of the fact that 
many of the missing towns are in conceded 
Republican strongholds, it is believed that 
the full figures of this year will show but 
little change from those of 1897. 

The most notable gains made by the Dem- 
ocrats were in Fairfield and Litchfield Coun- 
ties. There is but little change in the 
liquor license _ situation. Comparatively 
little interest was taken in the elections ex- 
cept as they are taken by some as straws 
indicating the tendencies of the coming 
November contests. 

In three cities, Norwalk, South Norwalk, 
and New London, city elections were also 
held, but the counts at a late hour had not 
been completed. . 


MILLIONS OF BUTTERFLIES. 


Enormous and Brilliant Swarm Fills 
the Air and Astonishes the Peo- 
ple of Wichita, Kansas. 


WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 3.—Of all the 
strange phenomena that have ever been ob- 
served in this section it seems the most un- 
precedented occurred here to-day in the 
form of an enormous swarm of butterflies. 

The day was extremely hot and unusually 
still. Only two other days in the year 
registered a higher degree of heat, the 
thermometer standing 104 in the shade at 
2 o’clock. The first of the butterflies began 
to be noticeable about 3:15 in the after- 
noon, and soon literally filled the air. They 
all were going in a southerly direction. They 
were not as plentiful in the business por- 
tion as just outside, where there were lawns, 


but it seemed that there could be no room 
for. any more. 

Comparatively few .seemed inclined to 
alight, but when any did so each wire was 
a long line of brilliant, vibrating color. 
They seemed to pass around the trees and 
scarcely any touched the ground. From a 
short distance they resembled a heavy 
shower of Autumn leaves. The varieties 
known as papilio ajax or the larger yellow, 
and the danaisarchippus or brown, seemed 
a be the most plentiful, especially the 
atter. 

The fluttering of so many wings produced 
a@ somewhat dizzy sensation upon the ob- 
server. Although there were countless mill- 
ions of them there was no sound except that 
of the gentlest and scarcely perceptible 
purr. After passing near the ground they 
seemed to mount up high in the air to the 
southward until they were lost in the dis- 
tance. They continued passing until within 
a half hour of sunset, when it seemed they 
had all passed. 

It is supposed that the butterflies are a 
swarm driven out of Colorado by the forest 
fires.

Says Republicans Must Not Lose 
he Congressional Elections 
Through Over-Confidence. 


—— 


PROSPECT OF CLOSE CONTESTS 


Sixty Congressmen Were Elected Two 
Years Ago by Majorities of Less 
Than 1,000 Votes—The Sit- 
uation in Iowa. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Although the Re- 
publicans are of the opinion that they will 
win in the Congressional elections, and so 
maintain their control of Congress and en- 
able the Administration to carry out its 
policy without embarrassment, it is evident 
that Senator Hanna plainly shares the anx- 
iety of the campaign managers lest some- 
thing has happened to deprive the dominant 
party of a share of the approval of the 
voters. : 

The Senator, who is assumed to reflect in 
some measure the feelings of the Presi- 
dent, does not conceal his anxiety lest the 
Republicans allow themselves to be misled 
by assuminig that the majorities by which 
they won two years ago are to be repeated 
without special and laborious efforts in the 
districts. He has given his views for pub- 
lication, to stimulate the activity of Re- 
publicans, 

*““You will see,’’ said Mr. Hanna, before 
he left for New York, “the exact situa- 
tion of the campaign at present when I 
recall to you that in 1896 there were sixty 
Congressional districts in which members 
were elected by a majority of less than 


1,000 votes. This was true of Democrats 
as well as of Repubiicans. The majority of 
these districts were carried by less than 
500 plurality, and you can see at once how 
important it is to arouse interest and activ- 
ity in these districts. The Republicans 
must not let the Democrats get ahead of 
them in work. I have every expectation 
of a Republican majority in the House, and 
it is to the interest not only of the Repub- 
licans, but of'the country at large, that 
the next House ‘should be in accord with 
the President, so as to carry out his pol- 
icy and sustain him in the great matters 
of State and of Government which are to 
come before the next House. 

“History shows that usually the Con- 
gress elected during the middle of an Ad- 
ministration has a majority adverse to the 
dominant party. There are many reasons 
for this action by the people, the chief 
among them being the apathy among the 
voters and the result of patronage. The 
offices have been distributed and the men 
who worked in the Presidential campaign 
with the hope ot reward afterward have 
either secured places or have been disap- 
pointed, and they lose interest in the Con- 
gressional election or remain away from 
the polls because of their disappointment. 
We do not want history repeated this year, 
and, as I have said, it is to the interest of 
the whole country to have the House of 
Sener in accord with the Presi- 
ent. 

“The Republican And has carried out 
its pledges made at St. Louis as far as a 
Senate opposed to us has enabled us to do. 
The prediction that prosperity would follow 
the election of McKinley has been verified, 
and no one dare dispute this. The country 
is now prosperous because confidence has 
been restored, and the question at the polls 
this Fall wii be whether we shall main- 
tain that confidence and keep prosperity 
or shall unsettle conditions again. The war 
has been successfully waged, and our vic- 
tories have been great and glorious. There 
are tremendous questions yet to be solved, 
and the President’s policy in regard to 
these mattere is to be carried out. Shall 
we have a Congress willing to aid him in 
the wonderfully successful policy he has 
already pursued, or will the people of the 
United States, by their votes, declare our 
war a failure and refuse to sustain the 
President? 

“There is another question, also, in the 
Congressional elections, and that is the 
financial one. By the Republican victory 
in 1896, the country declared that silver was 
no longer an issue.’ But the Democratic 
Party is still declaring it is an issue, and 
In all the State Conventions held so far, ex- 
cept Connecticut, New Jersey, and New 
York, the Chicago platform has been re- 
affirmed. Senator Jones, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, in his 
speech at St. Louis in August last, stated 
that silver as an issue was not dead and 
would not be until the Democratic Party 
declared it so. He stated that the Demo- 
cratic fight would be made at this election 
on this issue, and would be continued as 
long as the Democratic Party saw fit. With 
the official head of the Democratic Com- 
mittee thus declaring the issue for this 
campaign, it remains for the people to again 
show by their votes whether silver is really 
an issue in National affairs or not.’’ 

Representative Hepburn, whose district in 
Iowa is considered to be in some danger, 
says the majorities in his State may be re- 
duced, but that the Republicans will carry 
every district in the State. 


USURY IN ST. LOUIS. 


Employes of Telegraph Companies at 
War with “ Money Sharks.” 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 3.—Gov. Stephens, 
Police Commissioner Hawes, and Chief of 
Police Campbell, who have inaugurated a 
war on the usurers of this city, have re- 
turned from New York, where they went 
to see officials of the Western Union Tele- 


graph Company and get them to rescind a 
rule under which employes were discharged 
when served with a garnishment. ; 

For years employes of the telegraph com- 
panies, as well as those of railroads and 
other concerns in St. Louis, have suffered 
from the exorbitant interest charges made 
by so-called ‘‘ money sharks” for loans. In 
some cases as high as. 40 per cent. per 
month has been paid by those luckless 
enough to have to borrow money. This had 
become such a burden that, it is said, more 
than one man has given up trying to pay 
~~ “eum interest and committed sui- 
cide. 

Recently the telegraphers of St. Louis 
started a club to fight the usurers, and now 
the matter has been taken up in this city 
by Police Commissioner Harry B. Hawes, 
a prominent attorney, who announces that 
he will proceed against any of the usurers 
where proper cases are presented, free of 
charge. 

It is stated that while the party that went 
to New York failed to secure a. complete 
annulment of the rule calling for the dis- 
missal of offending employes, it did receive 
a promise that the rule would be used only 
in the most flagrant cases. 

The outcome of the fight is looked for with 
interest, as its results may be far reaching. 


Bannigan Will Agreement. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L., Oct. 3.—The widow 
of Joseph Bannigan, millionaire rubber 
manufacturer, and the executors under his 


will have come to an amicable agreement 
regarding Mrs. Bannigan’s allowance. Under 
the will Mrs. Bannigan was allowed the use 
of the homestead estate and an annuity of 
$15,000, and her attorneys were ordered to 
contest the probate of the will. The appeal 
was to have been filed’ to-day, Mrs. Banni- 
gan claiming her dower rights. The attor- 
neys refuse to, say anything about the 
terms of the agreement. 


Two Chelsea (Mass.) Men Drowned. 


BOSTON, Oct, 3.—According to informa- 
tion received in Chelsea, the bodies of 


James McNeish, Jr., and Frank C. Morse 
of that city, were found in the lake near 
Merry Pond, close by Kineo, this morning.

ROUGH RIDERS WON'T RIDE 


Unpaid Board Bill Causes Aban- 
donment of Their Tournament. 


SAY MRS. BAILEY MISMANAGED 


Forty-six Disappointed Plainsmen 


Leave for Home To-day on Col. 
Roosevelt’s Advice. 


The Rough Riders’ tournament, which 
Was advertised to begin at the American 
Horse Exchange this evening, has been 
abandoned. Mrs. Geraldine Bailey was so 
informed by a committee of Rough Riders 
that called upon her at the Hoffman House 
last evening. 

Mrs. Bailey arranged for this tournament 
at a conference with a number of Rough 
Riders aboutethree weeks ago. Forty-six 
men remained here to take part init. The 
Rough Riders were to get their board bills 
paid and receive a percentage of the re- 
ceipts, and the remainder was to be di- 
vided between the Sevenf¥-first Regiment 
and the National Relief League, which or- 
ganization Mrs, Bailey said she represented. 
She engaged board and lodging for the men 
at the Hotel Richelieu, where Mr. Steffen, 
proprietor of the restaurant, agreed to keep 
them for $8 a week apiece. 

Repeated efforts by Mr. Steffen to collect 
what was due him failed, but caused the 
Rough Riders much worry. Mrs. Bailey 
claimed on Saturday that she had drawn 


the money from her bank to pay the bill, 
but had been robbed of it in front of the 
Hoffman House. She promised to pay. yes- 
terday morning as soon as the bank opened. 

Before the banks opened, a Rough Rider 
called on her and told her that the men 
thought she had undertaken too much, and 
that unless she employed an experienced 
showman to take charge of the tournament 
the men would quit. They gave her until 
3 o’clock. Mrs. Bailey left the hotel at 8 
o’clock and nothing was heard of her until 
5:30 P. M. Meanwhile the Rough Riders 
had talked the matter over with Col. Roose- 
velt, and decided that unless Mrs. Bailey 
settled the hotel bill that evening they 
would take no part in the tournament. 

Mrs. Bailey, when she returned last even- 
ing, told: a reporter that she had engaged 
Harry Peters, an experienced snowman of 
Newark, N. J., to take charge of the tour- 
nament. Then she had gone to consult her 
lawyer about Mr. Steffen’s bill for $458. It 
took her a long time to tell him, she said. 
Then she gave him $500, and he agreed to 
come to the Hoffman House this morning 
and pay Mr. Steffen. When asked who her 
lawyer was, she refused to tell. She de- 
clined also to give the name of her bank. 

Mrs. Bailey had been in her room only a 
short time when Mr. Steffen came in. The 
discussion got so warm at one point on 
Mr. Steffen’s part that Rough Rider H. C. 
Pollock interfered in the interests of peace. 
Mrs. Bailey claimed that some of the 
Rough Riders had not been at the Riche- 
lieu all the time. Mr. Steffen said they had. 
He offered to take $20U and call it even. 
Mrs. Bailey said ‘‘ No,’’ she would pay the 
whole thing when Mr. Steffen had itemized 
his bill—that was business, she said. 

Mr. Steffen turned to go, but was stopped 
by Rough Rider J. F. Page. Page an- 
nounced that he came, as one of a com- 
mittee of three, to tell Mrs. Bailey that 
unless the hotel bill was settled right then 
they would leave this morning for the 
West. Col. Roosevelt and his friends had 
arranged to get them transportation, Mr. 
Page said. 

Mrs. Bailey said that she could not pays 
as her lawyer had all the money she had 
drawn out of bank. When asked for a 
check she said she did not give checks on 
her bank. She still refused to give the name 
of her lawyer or her bank. When Mr. Stef- 
fen said he would take $25 and call his ac- 
count even, Mrs. Bailey declined the offer. 

Page then stood up and spoke his mind 
with an apology. To Mrs. Bailey he said: 
‘You are an adventuress. You are a fake 
from end to end, and the police have been 
shadowing you for three days.”” Then turn- 
ing to the other Rough Riders he said: 

‘““Come.on, boys. This thing is off. Mr. 
Steffen will take care of you to-night. All 
of you be ready at 7 o’clock in the morning 
to leave for the West. Transportation has 
been arranged.”’ 

Through all the questioning and cross- 
questioning to which she had been. sub- 
jected in the presence of six or seven Rough 
Riders, Mrs. Bailey had remained as calm 
as a Summer sea, and even this Jast sting- 
ing thrust from the big Rough Rider did 
not ruffle her in the least. He turned to 
go. She asked him to stay and give her a 
chance to answer him. But Page went out. 

In the hall he met Lieut. Sayers and Pri- 
vate Garretson and re-entered with them. 
bt asked for an audience. Mrs. Bailey 
said: 

“I will be glad to grant your request, 
gentlemen, but I must insist that you put 
that man [pointing to Page] out of the 
room. He has grossly insulted me.”’ 

‘ Page said he had not insulted Mrs. Bai- 
ey. 

“* No,”’ said Mrs. Bailey, meekly, “‘ no gen- 
tleman would insult a lady; no other could.” 

Page then left the room at Private Gar- 
retson’s request. 

Mrs. Bailey told a reporter that she lived 
in Batopolis, New Mexico, and that her 
husband was in Europe. The National Re- 
lief League had been charteréd in Georgia 
in April last. One of its members was Mrs. 
Helen Huntingdon of California, and she 
was in Europe, too. Mrs. Bailey said that 
she went to Santiago in July to engage in 
relief work, and came from there to Mon- 
tauk, where she worked in the detention 
hospital. Fhe purchases and had shipped to 
Montauk $1, worth of supplies. She paid 
for these out of $14,000 that a man down 
town was keeping for her in his safe. The 
name of this man she would not give. She 
was the only member of her league at work 
at Montauk, and she was the Director 
General, she said. 

When asked if she had any associate in 
her tournament scheme, Mrs. Bailey said 
that she had a lady assistant at first, but 
she had quit to entertain a relative who 
was visiting this city for the first time. She 


said she has already on out $1,800 on this. 


tournament scheme, but she could not re- 


member many of the people she had paid. 
Mr, Steffen was not one of them—she knew 


that. 
Mrs, Bailey said she was very desirous of 


going ahead with the tournament.

PROPOSED. BOTTLE TRUST 


An English Syndicate Trying to Buy 
All the Factories East of 
"the -Alleghenies, 


THE DEAL ANVOLVES $6,000,000 


The Bushwick Glass Works of Brook- 
lyn-and Many Concerns in New 
Jersey to be Consolidated If 

the Plan Succeeds. 


Negotiations for the consolidation of the 
green bottle glass interests of the United 
States east of “the ~ANeghany~ Mountains, 
which have been in progress for nearly a 
year, have reached a point where a decisive 
result is expected within a few weeks at 
the latest. The prevailing opinion in trade 
circles is that the consolidation will be ef- 
fected and that about fifteen factories will 
pass under the control of an English syndi- 
eate- with a-capital of .about $6,000,000. 

The only ‘local’ concern involved in the 
transaction is the Bushwick Glass Works of 
Brooklyn, of which William Brookfield is 
proprietor. A° stock company was organized 
recently to conduct this factory, but Mr. 
Brookfield remains in full.contral. .The com 
cern is capitalized at $400,000, represented 
by $150,000 of stock and $250,000 of bonds. 
It has four furnaces and employs about 350 
hands when in full operation. 

It was learned yesterday at the office of 
Mr. Brookfield, in the St. Paul Building, 
that he was approached several months ago 
by I..V. Morrison, the agent of the British 
syndicate which is endeavoring to bring 
about ‘the proposed consolidation of inter- 
ests. Mr, Brookfield declined to give an 
option on his property, but named a price 


at which he would sell the plant. Little 
more was heard of the matter for some 
time, but recently the British agent reap- 
peared and informed Mr. Brookfield that 
the prospects were bright for the consum- 
mation of the deal. Mr. Brookfield has 
steadfastly declined to sign any option 
agreement. but is still willing to dispose 
of his plant:at what he considers its fair 
value. 

Mr. Morrison, the agent of the syndicate, 
has spent the most of his time in Philadel- 
phia, where the main offices of the princi- 
pal green bottle glass manufacturers are 
located, most of the factories being in 
Southern New Jersey. The agent has spent 
a year’s time and considerable money, it is 
said, in pushing the project, and the energy 
and persistence which he has displayed lead 
those who are familiar with the negotia- 
tions to the belief that they will not be 
dropped now that they have proceeded so 
far. It is said that the manufacturers are 
favorably inclined toward the proposition, 
as there has been much cutting of prices 
and consequent logs of profits. 

The first efforts of the syndicate were de- 
voted to obtaining opt‘ons upon the various 
plants. These were secured in most cases, 
but they expired before the intending pur- 
chasers were ready to act. A new set of 
options has now been obtained, which will 
expire within a short time, before which it 
is expected the purchase will be completed. 

Besides the Bushwick Glass Works, it is 
said that the proposed consolidation in- 
volves all, or nearly all, of the following 
concerns, whose works are situated in New 
Jersey: Bodine Glass Works Company, 
Williamstown; Bridgeton Glass Manufact- 
uring Company, Bridgeton; Cumberland 
Glass Manufacturing Company, Bridgeton;

Glass Company, Bridgeton; Moore Brothers

Salem Glass Works, Salem; S. M. Bassett 
Glass Company. Elmer; Whitall, Tatum & 
Co., Millville; Whitney Glass Works, Glass- 
boro; Woodbury Glass Works, Woodbury. 


KANSAS LAWYER IMPRISONED. 


Attorney Pleads in Vain for Leniency 


in His Home Court. 
HUTCHINSON, Kan., Oct. 3.—Judge 
Simpson has sentenced Lawyer E. G. Clark 
to five years’ hard labor in the penitentiary 


for complicity in the murder of W. C. Boyd 
over a month ago. , 

Before receiving his. sentence, which was 
the highest that could be imposed for the 
crime, Clark made a long speech to the 
Judge. It was a striking scene, the gray- 
haired defendant pleading for leniency from 
the Judge before whom he had but recently 
been practicing. 

A week ago a verdict of manslaughter in 
the second degree had been rendered. Mrs. 
A. L. Postlewaite, charged with being an 
accomplice in the murder, and her _ son, 
who has confessed to the killing, are yet to 
be tried. 


WANT CHEAP CANADIAN BARLEY 


American Commission at Quebec Pe- 
titioned to Lower the Duty. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 3.—Daniel H. MeMillan of 
Buffalo arrived here last evening, and this 
morning had a talk with Senator Fairbanks 
and other members of the American Com- 
mission. Mr. McMillan is here to urge that 
duty on Canadian barley be lowered or re- 
moved altogether. He says the best grade 
of barley for malt cannot be Brown any- 


where in the United States, and the best in- 
terests of the ‘United States malsters and 
farmers as well will be served by allowing 
the Canadian barley to come in free. 

The Quinta Bay barley of Canada is so 
much superior to any of the Ufiited States 
barley that by mixing: it with the home 
product a good quality for malt is produced 
and a better price is obtained for the 
American barley. The duty on Canadian 
barley is now 30 cents per bushel, which 
really amounts to a prohibitive duty. Mr. 
McMillan says the New York State farmers 
and the farmers of the West will make no 
objection to having the duty removed alto- 
gether. Spéaking for his own city, Mr. Mc- 
Millan said he thought Buffalo would be 
benefited by more liberal trade relations 
with Canada. . 

“ Being situated on the very Dorder,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ we have a trading field only on one 
side so long as the high duties prevent us 
from trading with the Canadians. I think 
both Buffalo and Toronto would be greatly 
benefited by commercial reciprocity.” 


WHY MINERS HAVE FAILED. 


Ex-Gov. Swineford of Alnska Says 


Gold Seekers Lacked Foresight. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—A. P..Swineford, ex- 
Governor of Alaska, who is in Chicago, de- 
clares the prospectors who have returned 
goldless from that region were unsuccessful 
because of lack of foresight in failing to 


properly prepare for a search for a fortune 
in the new country. 

“The trouble is,’ said Mr. Swineford, 
‘*that.40,00U0 people made a rush for about 
600 rich clairis, all of which had been 
taken before they ever heard of the Klon- 
dike, and good sense will tell any one that 
six months or a year js too short a time in 
which to reasonably expect to make a trip 
of 10,000 miles and at the same time pros 
pect for gold with the least degree of suc- 
cess. 

“The miners were more than ten years 
finding the Klondike placers and may be 
equally as long in. finding equally as rich 
ground elsewhere on the Alaskan side. It 
is a big country, and development of its 
mineral wealth will be gradual. The great 
wealth of Alaska in precious metals is in 
the quartz veins with which its every isl- 
and and a large part of the mainland is in- 
terminably seamed and interlaced, 

“The great majority of those who have 
fone to the Yukon country in the past year 

ave passed through what I believe is des- 
tined to become the richest gold mining dis- 
trict of Alaska... Within pistol shot from 
the deck of the steamship which carried 
them are some very rich quartz ledges, now 
in process of development. 

“ There is gold in the islands of the Alex- 
ander Archipelago and the mainland trom 
the Southern boundary as far north as‘Ska- 
guay and Dyea. That I am justified in this 
belief is proven, not’ only’ by miners now 
working and paying enormous profits, but 
by numerous discoveries that have lately 
been made, and the large number of pros- 
pects now in course of development into 
producing mines.”

The Winifred, First of Her Kind, te”

The steamer Winifred, recently built’ at 
Bath, Me., for Miller, Bull & Knowlton, 
who operate the New York and Puerto 
Rico Steamship Company, arrived yesterday 
from Bath and tied up at South Central 
Pier, Atiantic Basin, Brooklyn.

Clash of Authority Between the Navi- 
gator of the Obdam and a 
Quartermaster. 


PONCE, Puerto Rico, Sept. 27.—Capt. R. 
M. Pugsley, navigator of the transport 
Obdam, was relieved from duty on that 
ship’s arrival here on Saturday. The order 
relieving him was issued by Gen, Henry 
upon the representation of Capt. Walter 
Allen, the United States Quartermaster in 
charge of the vessel, who alleged that Capt. 
Pugsley had been insubordinate and had 
used abusive language on the voyage down. 
Capt. Allen is a brother of ‘‘ Private” John 
Allen, one of the Mississippi Congressmen. 

The charges made against Capt. Pugsley 
grew out of a conflict of authority aboard 


the ship.. Capt, Allen maintained that he 
was Pugsley’s superior officer, a contention 
which the latter challenged so far as it -re- 
lated to the navigation,of the ship. It was 
to Capt. Pugsley that the sailing orders 
were directed in New York. 

During the voyage, which was a stormy 
one, Capt. Allen mounted the bridge of the 
vessel several times and was ordered down 
by Capt. Pugsley, who declared that the 
marine articles would not permit any one 
save the officers of the ship there. On one 
oceasion he sent for Lieut. Col. Ricketts, 
who was aboard, in charge of a_ battalion 
of the Sixteenth Pennsylvania Regiment, 
to appeal to him as Capt. Allen's superior 
to compel him to leave the bridge. Capt. 
Allen, however, left before Col. Ricketts 
arrived, Capt. Pugsley upon his return, to 
New York will demand an investigation." 

On several occasions there have been col- 
lisions of this character between the navi- 
gating officers of ships and the quarter- 
masters in charge, and it is probable that the 
department will be compelled to more clear- 
ly define the authority of each. Capt. Jamie- 
son, on the Berlin, had a controversy with 
Capt. Coaling of the Virginia, the —— 
master aboard that ship, which as de- 
cided by Col. Scully at New Orleans in 
favor of Capt. Jamieson.

Their mission was in connection with the 
relief supplies brought on the steamer Co- 
mal. Ten thousand rations were asked for 

the Cuban camps and 30,000 were given. 
Col. Clous, secretary of the rycen H 
mmission, to-day advised Gen, Parrado 
that the American Commissioners were pre- 
pared to meet the Spanish commission, as 
requested by the Spaniards, Gen. Parrado 
suid he would order Secretary Gieranta to 
arrange a date for the meeting, which it is 
believed will take place on Thursday next.

Reports from Holguin are to the effect 
that Gen, Calixto Garcia’s forces are ignor- 
ing the terms of the armistice and refuse 
to permit provisions of any kind to enter 
Holguin. 
The steamer Alicante sailed yesterday for 
Spain. She had on board 30 officers and 
876 soldiers.

A branch tax 
office is a department long advocated by 
the residents of the borough, as it is a 
great service, and not only saves a long 
trip down town, but a tedious wait in the 
line. 
Deputy Underhill said last evening that 
the oree would be open every day from 9 
A. M. until 2 P. M., and that everything had 
run very smoothly for the first day, consid- 
ering the disadvantages they were working 
under. He said he expected a big rush to- 
day, but would be prepared for it with an 
extra force of clerks. 

It will be a week or ten days before the 
office is fully furnished and in proper run- 
ning order.

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PEACEMAKERS AT WORK 


The Américan and Spanish Com- 
missions Hold an Active Session 
and Adjourn Until Friday. . 


SPANIARDS WANTED TO CONFER 


Reported that Americans Hinted a 
Firm Policy with Respect to the 
Philippines, Which Confused 
the Men from Madrid, 


PARIS, Oct. 3.—To-day’s session of the 
Peace Commissioners lasted until 4 o’clock, 
at which hour the Commissioners adjourned 
to meet at 2 o’clock next Friday afternoon, 
such an interval being desirable and neces- 
sary to allow separate consideration by each 
commission of matters requiring similar 
consideration before the joint commission. 

The secretary of the Spanish ‘Commission 
will arrive to-night, and the interval will be 
also employed by the secretaries, jointly in 
maturing plans for the work and procedure. 

While it is the general impression that to- 
day’s meeting was again devoted to prelim- 
inaries, and that the adjournment to Fri- 
day was taken only to enable the secreta- 
ries to draw up a schedule of work, the 
representaiveof The Associated Press learns 
that the session was highly important, and 
that the Americans have made a demand of 
such character that the Spaniards found it 
necessary to ask for an adjournment in or- 
der to enable them to consult with the 
Government at Madrid. 

It is believed that the question concerns 
the Philippines, and it is known that the 
‘Americans are highly pleased at having so 
soon reached what they consider a very im- 
portant phase of the negotiations and con- 
sider the two sessions thus far held as very 
satisfactory to America. 

The fact that a member of the commis- 
gion expressed the belief that the work 
would be completed within a month indi- 
cates. a happy frame of mind. 

In the Spanish camp great hopes are built 
on what they believe Gen. Merritt will ad- 
vise, namely, that the Philippines are in- 
capable of self-government, and that the 
mhole situation does not warrant America 
in taking the responsibility for the entire 
Philippines. The Spaniards are quite ready 
to give whatever America asks in the way 
of coaling stations, but will resist more to 
the verge of a renewal of hostilities. 

The Spanish and American Commissioners 
myill be received to-morrow by President 
Faure. The hour fixed for the reception of 
the Americans is 4:45 o’clock in the after- 

moon. Gen. Merritt’ will accompany the 
‘Americans to this function, which will be 
Hela at the Palais de l’Elysée. 


MADRID, Oct. 3.—The reported intention 
of the United States Government to retain 
the whole of the Philippine Islands has 
created almost a state of stupefaction here, 
and it is semi-officially announced that the 
Spanish Government has resolved to vigor- 
ously combat any such action, which, it is 
claimed, the terms of the peace protocol 
preclude, 


GEN. MERRITT IS IN PARIS. 


PARIS, Oct. 8.—Major Gen. Merritt, who 
commanded the American troops at Manila, 
arrived here this morning from Marseilles 
for the purpose of giving the United States 
Peace Commission the benefit of his obser- 
vations in the Philippine Islands. He re- 
paired to the Grand Hdtel de l’Athénée, and 
declined to be interviewed, as he was suf- 
fering from fatigue. 

While the American Commissioners were 
at luncheon to-day Gen. Merritt called at 
their hotel, but he did not wait to see them. 
He will call again to-morrow morning to 
meet the members of the commission. 


THE WAR INVESTIGATION. 


——_—$———— 


Gen. Wheeler to Testify To-day—The 
Swearing of Witnesses—Abuses 
on Transports. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—All the members 
of the War Investigating Commission were 
present at to-day’s session except ex-Gov. 
Beaver, and the announcement was made 
that he would be in attendance to-morrow, 
when Gen. Wheeler will be present as the 
first witness before the commission. 

To-day’s session was devoted largely to 
the consideration of the method for the 
examination of witnesses, and in this con- 
nection the question of administering oaths 
was discussed at considerable length. The 
members generally took the position that 
under a strict construction the commission 
had no authority to compel a witness to be 
sworn by a member of the commission, but 
there was a general opinion that the wit- 
nesses would not raise technical objections, 
and that they would in all probability sub- 
mit to be sworn without opposition. It was 
decided, however, to inform witnesses 
frankly of the status of the board, and to 
afford them an opportunity to decline in 
case they so desire. 

It was suggested that the whole difficulty 
might be avoided by getting the President 
to appoint one of the officers of the board 
to the office of a notary public, and it is 
probable that this request will be made 
with the end in view of having an officer 
capable of administering oaths present in 
case of emergency. 

To Gov. Beaver was assigned the task of 
leading in the examination of witnesses, 
but there is an understanding that other 
members of the board shall ask such ques- 
tions as they may desire to ask. 

At the afternoon session several com- 
plaints were read in regard to the method 
of transporting men from Santiago, the 
names of the vessels on which it was al- 
leged that abuses had occurred being the 
Concha, the Seneca, the Breakwater, the 
Olivette, and the City of Washington. It 
was decided to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of this branch of the service, and 
Chairman Dodge was directed to secure the 
names of the commanding officers, medical 
officers, and representatives of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department on those vessels. 

The commission also decided to permit the 
presence during the hearings of three ste- 
nographers as representatives of the press, 
in addition to the representatives of the 
press associations. 

Surgeon General Sternberg ‘thas sent to 
the commission a communication, in which 
he inclosed a published statement in refer- 
ence to the responsibility of the medical 
department. He invited the commission to 
visit his office for the purpose of investi- 
gating the organization and methods, and 
poeanenes to answer the questions. which had 

een sent to him as soon as possible. Con- 
siderable time would be required, however, 
he said, owing to the enormous amount of 
official business requiring attention. 


HIGHER OCEAN FREIGHT RATES: 


The Advance on Grain Amounts to 3 
Cents a Bushel. 


With a steady and full demand by grain 
exporters for freight room has come a 
steady and appreciable advance in steam- 
ship rates. At this time of year—with 
what is known as the tramp fleet without 
guarantee of charters at Buenos Ayres and 
other South American grain ports because 
of the exhaustion of the Argentine Repub- 
lic’s wheat export reserves—plenty of bot- 
toms are usuaily at the service of New 
York exporters. Just now, however, per- 
haps on account of the demand by grain and 
cotton men at Atlantic and Gul rts, be- 
cause of the operation of differentials 
against New York, freight room for Europe 
is at -a pre m. A _ paying rate for an 
(English port from New York is 2s. 6d. 
per quarter of eight bushels, but late last 
week a charter was negotiated at 4s 4d. 
for prompt loading.

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EXCITEMENT IN THE. NINTH. 
Secret Meeting’ Called by Gol. “Greene, 
-* with a “View to Keeping “the 

a Regiment in Service: 


The fear of the Ninth Regiment men that 
they would not after all be mustered out 


as promised when they left Camp Thomas’ 


a few weeks ago, has been intensified within 
the past twenty-four hours by the news of a 
secret meeting called by Col. J. G. Greene 
to arrange for keeping the regiment in 
Service for the full period of its enlistment. 
The meeting was composed of the officers of 
the active regiment who returned with the 
Colonel and the full command from Chicka- 
mauga. None of the officers who went out 
originally with.the regiment, but resigned 
at Camp Thomas, were invited to the meet- 
ing. 

The gathering of officers was held last 
Saturday at the armory. Before stating the 


object of the meeting the Colonel counseled . 


the most profound secrecy on the part of 
each officer and requested that nothing be 
divulged as to the proceedings and the ol- 
ject of the meeting. Col. Greene then said 
that there was a chance of still keeping the 
regiment. inactive service. ; 

“It is well known, gentlemen,” ‘he said, 
“that the Twehty-sétond Regiment does 
not want to go to Puerto Rico, but desires 


to be mustered out at-once. The Ninth Reg- 
iment, of course, does not want to be mus- 
tered out Now, why cannot the Ninth take 
the place of the Twenty-second? I have 
been to Albany to see the Governor on the 
matter, and have explained to him the sit- 
uation. He has assured me that if from 70 
to 75 per cent. of the men of the Ninth de- 
sire to remain in the service he will imme- 
diately make application to the Secretary of 
War to have the regiment retained in the 
service in place of the Twenty-second. It 
now remains for you company officers to 
secure such an expression of opinion from 
your men as will justify the Governor in 
making the application. I believe that you 
will have no difficulty in doing this, as you 
must already know the sentiment of your 
men very thoroughly.” Before the meeting 
broke up a number of the officers said that 
fully 60 per cent. of the men would be in 
favor of going to the front again. 

Despite the reports of the Captains, it is 
said that the rank and file of the Ninth are 
simply thunderstruck at the proposition to 
take them back into the field in the face of 
the promise of the War Department to mus- 
ter them out as soon as they arrived home. 
The matter has stirred the veterans of the 
Ninth, who learned late yesterday of the 
efforts being made to break the promise 
made to the men on their return. It was 
said last night that several prominent ex- 
officers of the regiment would make formal 
protest to the Governor. Col. Greene was 
not at the armory, and none of the officers 
knew where he could be found. 


PROMOTIONS IN THE NAVY. 


The Proposed Supplementary Lists of 
Officers Receiving Higher Rank 
for Distinction. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The decision of 
the Secretary of the Navy that no present 
relief can be granted to officers of the navy 
from the hardships inflicted by the “ leap- 
frog’’ system of promotions made possible 
under the statutes, doves not entirely dis- 
courage naval officers from hoping that 
Congress will grant some compensation for 
what they regard as legalized injustice. 

It was not generally imagined that an in- 
creased number of Admirals or Commodores 
could be provided without the sanction of 
Congress, or at least that such lists could 
be made with any assurance that their legal- 
ity would be maintained by the accounting 


officers or the courts. All depends upon 
Congress. 

As has been before stated, it is quite cer- 
tain that there will be opposition in Con- 
gress to the proposed supplementary lists, 
to. be made up of eee Denne out of 
one rank into a higher for distinction, in ex- 
cess of the lawful numbers, on the ground 
that to provide such lists would be to de- 
tract from the distinction which the exist- 
ing statute confers, while it would also dis- 
tress those who,go not get the opportunity 
for distinction. 

Only a few naval officers had imagined 
that the Secretary of the Navy could de- 
stroy a statute. Those who have known the 
real difficulty had already determined to put 
off their arguments and efforts until the bill 
has been brought forward to Congress.

Contracts for Four Vessels to be 
Awarded to Lowest Bidders, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Henry Scott of 
the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, 
called upon Secretary Long to-day to learn 
the decision of the department regarding the 
award of contracts for the four coast-de- 
fense monitors. The Secretary has decided 
to award these contracts in accordance with 
the lowest bids, namely, one monitor to 
Lewis Nixon, at $825,000; one to the New- 
port News Company, at $860,000; one to the 
Bath Iron Works, at $862,000, and one to the 
Union Iron Works, at $875,000. 


He Drowned Himself in a State of 
Mental Depress*on. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 3.—Advices from 
Japan bring the news of the death of the 
Rev. Thaddeus 8S. K. Freeman, Chaplain of 
the United States steamship Baltimore, at 
Nagasaki. From all accounts, Freeman 
committed suicide while in a state of men- 
tal depression consequent upon his failing 
health. 

He jumped overboard from the Zealandia 
and was drowned before any assistance 
could be rendered him. His body was re- 


covered, and will be brought to this coun- 
try for interment on the next steamer. 


The Rev: Thaddeus S. K. Freeman, Chap- 
lain to the United States steamship Balti- 
more, of Rear Admiral -Dewey’s squadron, 
Was appointed to the United States Navy 
from the State of Indiana. He entered the 
navy June 4, 1897, and, previous to this, his 
second cruise, had seen six months’ service, 
two at sea and four ashore. His rank was 
relative to that of Lieutenant. He leaves a 
widow, who is on her’ way to Chicago from 
Japan, where she went with her husband at 
the beginning of the war.

Under the terms of the agreement. the

Company has been depos- 
ited for transfer. This stock has. lately 
been quoted in the New York Stock Ex- 
change at 1.24%. The stockholders of the 
Edison Company were recently accorded the 
right to subscribe at par. for additional 
stock to the extent of 25 per cent. of their 
present holdings. All shares of the Edison 
Selling stockholders, including the-addition- 
al shares paid for, are to be assigned to the 
Central Trust Company with full power to 
that company as owner to sell to the Kings 
County company as agreed. The _ trust 
company is to issue negotiable certificates 
for the shares, 

The Kings County Electric Light and 
Power Company, which was recently or- 
ganized with a capital stock of $2,500,000, 
will pay for the Edison stock, both old and 
new, r for par, by an issue of $5,000,000 
eeco mortgage ninety-nine-year gotd 
bonds, bearing interest at 6 per cent.. These 
purchase money bonds of the Kings County 
Company will be secured by vendor’s lien 
on the Edison shares to be reserved by the 
Central Trust Company and by a purchase 
money mortgage, which, besides being a first 
lien on the Edison shares, will be a general 
lien on property, present and future, of 
the Kings County Company, subject only to 
its present first mortgage for $2,500,000. 
They will also be secured by deposit with 
the Central Trust Company of $1,000,000 
cash, to be invested in securities approved 
by the Edison Stockholders’ Committee, 
which consists of George Foster Peabody, 
Ethan Allen Doty, and Edwin M. Bulkley. 

It is proposed that the Edison first con- 
solidated mortgage, recently authorized for 
$5,000,000, in 5 per cent. bonds, shall be au- 
thorized instead to an amount not exceed- 
ing $10,000,000 in forty-year 4 per cent. 
bonds. This mortgage will be secured by 
a first lien on all of the Edison property, 
subject only to the existing first mortgage 
bonds, which will be paid off and canceled 
in 1900. The first issue of these Edison 
first consolidated bonds was of $2,000,000 to 
provide funds to pay for the stock of the 
municipal company. .Of the remainder, $1,- 
875,000 will be reserved to retire the $1,500,- 
000 of existing first mortgage bonds, which 
will be called for payment at 110 and inter- 
est in 1900. The rest of the $16,000,000 of 
bonds will be issued from time to time as 
required, for extensions, additions, and 
other property, which, when acquired, will 
become subject to the lien of the mortgage. 

The combination of the old plants with 
the new plant of the Kings County Com- 
pany, just completed, will enable the com- 
panies, it is contended, to secure many 
economies in operation. The low capitaliza- 
tion of the Kings County Company is re- 
garded by its projectors as a special ad- 
vantage in this general scheme. On Jan. 1° 
last the report of the Edison Electric I- 
luminating Company of Brooklyn showed 
that that corporation was supplying 227,095 
lamps of sixteen-candle power, 3,759 horse 
power motors, and 6,406 arc lights.

The Warszawiak Case Up Again—Dr. 
McGiffert’s Book—Synodical

Giffert’s book, ‘‘ History of Christianity in 
the Apostolic Age.’’ The communications 
were referred to the Committee on Minutes 
of the General Assembly, which was ap- 
pointed as follows: The Revs.

SAYS POLYGAMY FLOURISHES. 


Local Presbyteries Call Attention to 
Utah Presbytery’s Report. 


At yesterday’s meetings of the Presby- 
teries of New York and Brooklyn, efforts 
were made to antagénize an alleged growth 
of public sentiment in this community fa- 
vorable to Mormonism, It was said that 
statements made by Mormon missionaries 
and in the columns of the secular press had 
led to the belief that polygamy was no 
longer advocated or practiced in Utah. At- 
tention was therefore directed to certain 
statements contained in a Peper published 
Sept. 3, with the approval of the Presbytery 
of Uttah, and entitled ‘‘ The Present Situa- 
tion in Utah.’”’ Extracts from these state- 
ments follow: 

Another phase of present-day Utah is that the 
people are being urged to “live their religion.’’ 
One “ lives his religion’’ in Utah who has en- 
tered the ‘‘ celestial order of marriage.’’ Of such 
cases more than 2,000 have come to our notice, 
and this living resulted in the birth of more 
than 1,000 children since Statenoo. was granted, 
Jan. 4, 1896, 

That this ‘‘ peculiar institution ’’ may flourish, 
that ubiquitous thing known as ‘‘ Church in- 
fluence’ so affects men that those who could 
testify to this lawlessness are silent, juries refuse 
to find indictments, and officers make no ar- 
rests. Hence ‘the ‘“‘kingdom’’ grows apace. 
From the heads of the Church Gown polygamy 
flourishes. 

A report embodying these statements was 
unanimously approved by the Presbytery 
of Brooklyn. 


FOG CAUSES INCONVENIENCE. 


Incoming Steamships Are Delayed for 
Many Hours Off the Bar. 


The fog continued thick in the lower bay 
yesterday, and at times extended to the 
upper bay, along the rivers, and through 
into the Sound. Several incoming vessels 
were detained till nearly 6 o’clock last even- 
ing, when quite a fleet came through and 
made Quarantine. The steamer Karthage, 
from South Cuban ports, had been anchored 
off the Bar for twenty-one hours waiting 
for the fog to lift. ‘The America, from Lon- 


don, was detained from 8 A.-M.; the Massa- 
pequa, from Boston, from 11 A. M., and the 
Tjomo, from Demerara, from 12:30 P. M. 
The Hamburg-American steamer Patria, af- 
ter several hours’ delay off the Hook, came 
in. Capt. Bauer reported stormy weather 
throughout the passage, commencing Sept. 
21, and dense fog from Nantucket to port. 

The Cunard Line steamship Scythia 
reached the Bar in time to come in with 
the rest of the fleet last evening. The 
schooner. Stephen Bennett, which went 
ashore on the point of Sandy Hook Sunday 
night, was hauled off yesterday mayhem | by

The United States battleship Iowa started 
for sea at noon, but the fog was then 
very dense below, and she returned to her 
anchorage off Tompkinsville. The fog in the 
rivers, however, was not sufficient to cause 
any material inconvénience to ferryboats.

Elberon for the Highland Sunday 
excursion, paying | cents for the round 
trip, were vey dignant yesterday. The 
boat was unable to come up in the fog, and 
their fare was returned to them, bu fl 
had to pay $1.50 to reach the city by 
There was said to be about 200 passengers.

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SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Sept. 26.—The 
American Commissioners to arrange for the 
evacuation of Puerto Rico have been .emin- 
ently successful in their dealings with the 
Spanish Commissioners, and it is believed 
that ‘within three weeks at the furthest the 
last of the Spanish troops will have sailed 
for home, and the Stars and Stripes will be 
unfurled over San Juan. .Their mission has 
been accomplished without friction. More 
or less trouble was anticipated at the out- 
set, but our Commissioners have been agree- 
ably surprised at the frankness and candor 
the Spanish Commissioners have displayed. 

While Gen. Macias and Gen. Ortega, the 
second in command in the island, and one 
of the Spanish Commissioners, in their con- 
versations with our Commissioners have 
fully acknowledged the fact that the loss of 
Cervera’s fleet cut off all hope of succor 
from Spain, they still maintain that the 
American army had a tremendous task be- 
fore it in crossing the mountains, and Ma- 
cias contends that the army could not have 
reached the ‘gates of San Juan without a 
loss of 10,000 men. The little skirmishes on 
the south coast Gen. Macias refuses to call 
reverses, because he claims his troops re- 


tired by his orders to the stronger positions 
in the mountain passes. 

As a matter of fact, the only action of 
importance—the bombardment of Morro 
Castle by Admiral Sampson’s fleet early 
in May—Macias insists, was a distinct 
Spanish victory. Sampson’s guns pounded 
away for three hours. They wrecked sev- 
eral. buildings in the city, but for their 
effect on the thirty-foot walls of that old, 
mediaeval fortress, the eight, ten, and 
twelve inch projectiles from the American 
warships had as well been paper wads. 
Not a gun was dismounted, not a man was 
killed. After the fleet had retired—* re- 
pulsed” is the word the Spaniards use—the 
‘victory’ was celebrated throughout the 
city. All the military bands paraded the 
streets, playing martial music, a grand con- 
cert was given in the plaza, and the cafés 
that night echoed with the cries of “ Viva 
Espanols,”’ ‘‘ Abajo los Americanos.”’ 

So it was that the military chieftains 
who met our Commissioners met them not 
as defeated soldiers to deliver up property 
lost in battle, but rather’as soldiers mar- 
tyred by the defeat of others, to yield that 
which they still claimed they might have 
been able successfully to defend. 

Gen. Brooke, Commodore Schley, and Gen. 
Gordon were exceedingly. careful not to dis- 
turb their illusions in this respect, and to 
their extreme tactfuiness are due the ease 
and facility with which the negotiations 
were finally concluded. They decided be- 
fore the first meeting to stick to the main 
issue, which was the immediate evacuation 
of the island, and to be generous to the 
point of magnanimity in minor and non- 
essential matters. 


MINOR QUESTIONS RAISED. 


The Spanish Commissioners, especially 
Gen. Ortega, were at first disinclined to dis- 
cuss the main question. They raised a 
myriad of minor matters, few of which had 
anything to do with the business in hand. 


All of these questions the American Com- 
missioners waved aside, pending the decis- 
ion of the main question, the evacuation. 
But for several days they allowed Gen. 
Ortega to talk on until he’ and his col- 
leagues were compelled to revert to the 
main issue. The language of the protocol 
was plain, definite, and specific. It provided 
for the immediate evacuation,of the island. 
On its text our Commissioners stood, and 
to their gratification they found the Span- 
ish Commissioners not only acquiescent, but 
seemingly anxious to retire from the island 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The Spanish authorities realized that the 
entire ys oe had become suddenly hos- 
tile to them, that they had been dispos- 
sessed by the high court of war, and that 
they were there no longer by right, but by 
sufferance. They were already strangers 
among people of their own race, blood, and 
language. Those who had fawned upon the 
Captain General in the old days no longer 
came to the palace. He had no more favors 
to bestow, and they remained away, lest 
association with the old régime might preju- 
dice them in the eyes of the new. 

The position of the Spanish authorities 
Was a painful one, and though return to 
Spain meant heavy reduction in salaries 
and the complete loss of rich perquisites, 
the sooner it came to an end the better they 
would like it. This was the tone they as- 
sumed. 

It was then that they were confronted 
with a new embarrassment. They had no 
transports to convey their troops back to 
Spain and were powerless to obtain them. 
They were compelled to announce this to 
the American Commissioners. Until the 
Madrid Government should send transporta- 
tion facilities they could do nothing. Our 
Commissioners, realizing the force of this 
argument, made .no attempt to force them, 
although it occurred to them, as it did to 
other Americans in San Juan, that trans- 
ports of other countries could have been 
chartered for the purpose. 

Had there been too much delay, this view 
of the situation would have been presented 
officially. But in this our Commissioners 
preferred to accept the Spanish statements 
in perfect good faith. 

While awaiting the arrival of the first 
transport, the whole scheme for the retire- 
ment of the Spanish troops to San Juan was 
arranged. Both the Spanish and American 
authorities were being flooded with appeals 
for protection. The former were beseeched 
by the Spanish residents living between the 
lines and within the American lines to 
guard their lives and property from the 
rapacity of the native inhabitants, who 
were threatening them with all sorts of 
persecutions, and the latter were the sub- 
ects of the importunities of .the rich Puerto 

icans within the Spanish lines, who feared 
that the Spanish soldiers, as a last act of 
cruelty, would despoil them of their prop- 
erty and perhaps murder them. Some of 
the appeals were both frantic and hyster- 
ical. But steps were immediately taken to 
prevent disorders as far as possible. 

It was but natural] that in the transition 
from the control of the Spanish Government 
to a condition of civil liberty, those who 
had suffered for generations at the hands 
of the governing class should seek ven- 
geance, or that private individuals should 
seize the opportunity to redress private 
wrongs. 


OUTRAGES BY NATIVES. 


That there were outrages is béyond ques- 
tion. The natives burned Cota and many 
fine Spanish haciendas in various parts of 
the island. The Spanish troops massacred 
about ninety people in Cioles, and later, in 


suppressing, an incipient riot at Arecibo, 
shot four natives. A reign of terror also 
existed for a time near Cocoas, in the cen- 
tre of the island. About 200 brigands, many 
of them said to be the convicts released by 
the American authorities at Ponce, and oth- 
ers it is said from Haiti, with their head- 
quarters in the heart of the mountains, 
pillaged and ravaged the country during 
the interregnum. here were also disturb- 
— at Fajardo when the Spanish troops 
e 

Some of the rich sugar planters had been 
driven out after the small force of marines 
landed there had ibeen withdrawn, and upon 
their return ,and after the Spanish civil 
gears retired the natives set upon the 

panish residents. Gen. Macias was_com- 
pelled to send the guard back in order to 
protect them. 

But, all things considered, it is remarkable 
that more disorders did not occur and more 
lives were not sacrificed. Undoubtedly every 
precaution was taken, as soon as the Com- 
missioners had arrived at the main conclu- 
sion, to reduce the danger of disorder to a 
minimum. The ‘neut zone between the 
lines was wi out, and our soldiers and 
the Spaniards were permitted while in 

ursuit of depredators to enter each other’s 
Tienes. This was the first step. 

It was then arranged that wherever the 
Spaniards in their concentrating movement 
evacuated a town or position the lines should 
overlap; that is, that our troops should en- 
ter the town shortly before the Spanish re- 
tired. ‘There was no hiatus and no oppor- 
tunity given to the lawless element. en- 
even our troops entered a Spanish town or 
position by e@ arrangement of the Com- 
missioners the commanding officer of the

STORIES THAT WORRIED THEM. 


One of the alleged reports the Puerto Ric- 
ans were especially exercised over was that 
the Spaniards proposed to take with them 
some $400,000 from the vaults of the Banco 
Espafiol and variéus trust funds which ‘t 


was claimed properly belonged to the people 
of the island. ‘he Commissioners thought 
it was time enough to.consider these mat- 
rare when the alleged trust funds were 

aken. , 

The Puerto Ricans also affirmed that fine 
paintings and art treasures were being re- 
moved from the palace and various other 

ublic buildings, and as these works of art 

ad been paid: for by taxes collected in the 
island, the commission should see that they . 
remained. It is doubtless true that some of 
the most valuable art treasures in the isl- 
and were removed, but our Commissioners 
decided not to raise objections. To have 
protested would have created more trouble 
probably than the articles: removed were 
worth, and, besides, something of this sort 
was to be expected, : 

The Puerto Ricans made the general mis- 
take of believing that everything paid for 
out of the taxes of the island should be 
theirs. Had that general proposition been 
assumed by our Commissioners and adhered 
to, the Spanish soldiers and all the Spanish 
officials whose salaries were paid out of the 
insular taxes should have’ been held as 
hostages and a ‘claim might even have been 
set up for a portion of the Spanish crown. 

That the Spanish were acting in good 
faith was proved afterward when, at Agua- 
dilla, they turned over to the American 
officers over $50,000 in customs revenues, 
which they could have made away with 
had they been so disposed. The American 
Commissioners laid down the general propo- 
sition that the Spaniards could remove all 
their personal and private effects, state 
papers, and everything belonging to the 
military establishment that was movable. 
To this the Spaniards assented, ‘and this is 
the general theory upon which the evacua- 
tion is taking place. 

The only collision thus far has been in 
connection with some six-inch siege guns on 
carriages. When the first regiment of 
troops were embarked on the San Francisco 
last Thursday four of these guns were taken 
to the wharf ready for shipment. Our 
Commissioners protested on the ground that, 
although the guns were movable from place 
to place when in action, they were located 
in embrasures and fortified and must be de- 
fended. In other words, they were not 
movable with a fighting line. After some 
discussionthe Spanish Commissioners agreed 
to this definition of a movable gun, which 
confined it strictly to field artillery pieces. 

A great deal of the old plunder about the 
military barracks and arsenals and the 
equipments of the volunteers. and civil 
guards, which have been disbanded, is being 
sold for what it will bring. The money re- 
sulting from this sale the Spanish authori- 
ties will, of course, take back to Spain. A 
couple of Americans are, buying up. much of 
this material for a mere song, and the 
American people will doubtless in time have 
an opportunity to glut its appetite for mili- 
tary souvenirs of the Spanish Army in 
Puerto Rico. 

A fitting celebration is being arranged for 
the occasion of the flag-raising at San. Juan. 
Both the naval and military forces will par- 
ticipate. In case Gen. Macias will accept, 
it is probable that a dinner or reception will 
be given in his honor by the American Com- 
missioners. 


OUR TROOPS IN PUERTO RICO. 


Regulars Better Able to Rough It than 


the Homesick Volunteers—Al- 


leged Tricks of the Latter.

PONCE, Puerto Rico, Sept. 27.—It is the 
well-grounded and almost unanimous opin- 
ion of the medical staff of the American 
Army in Puerto Rico that the. condition 
of the volunteer forces here necessitates 
their removal North. Sickness is increas- 
ing and has been increasing during the 
past three weeks at an alarming rate, The 
soldiers discharged from whe hospitals as 
fit for duty in nine cases out of ten are in- 
capable of service, and if ordered cn duty 
are almost invariably. back in the.hospitals 
within a few days. The medical officers 
have found that the convalescents dco not 
and seemingly cannot recover their strength 
in this climate. 

It is a significant fact that there is a 
wide disparity between the sickness in the 
volunteers and regular commands. In the 
two regular infantry regiments, the Nine- 
teenth and Eleventh, the sickness averages 
only about 10 per cent., while in the voitn- 


teer regiments, the Sixth Massachusetts, 
First New York Engineers, Fourth Ohio, 
Third Illinois, First Kentucky, Third Wis- 
consin, and Sixteenth Pennsylvania it aver- 
ages 34 per cent. 

In the last-named two regiments, where 
the conditions are the worst, the sick report 
to-day shows a percentage of forty-six in 
the Sixteenth Pennsylvania and forty-two 
in the Third Wisconsin. Over half of these 
two regiments, which, with the First Ken- 
tucky, comprise Gen. Ernst’s brigade, are 
unfit for duty, and yesterday, when Gen. 
Ernst moved his. headquarters up to 
Aibonito, on the summit of the mountain 
range, it was found that it would be impos- 
sible for the brigade to follow. The com- 
mand is prostrate where it is. 

Undoubtedly the wide disparity between 
the percentage of sickness in the volunteers 
and regular organizations is largely due to 
the fact that the latter are better able to 
care for themselves. Most of them are vet- 
erans, who understand the rules of health 
in camp, and their officers from the very 
outset have enforced with untiring energy 
the sanitary regulations so necessary for the 
preservation of health. But more than that, 
the regulars are making soldiering a busi- 
ness. They did not enlist for the war, but 
for five years, and they look upon their as- 
signment for service in Puerto Rico- philo- 
sophically, and so make the best of the 
situation. 

The volunteers, on the other hand, enlisted 
for two years, but with the almost universal 
expectation that they would be mustered out 
when the war closed. Almost to a man they 
desire to go home, and ever since the proto- 
col was signed they have lived in the daily 
hope of being recalled. For days they 
talked of: nothing else. Homesickness de- 
pressed their spirits and made them easy 
victims to the malarial climatic conditions. 
Gossip has it that some of them who did not 
tall sick naturally actually exposed them- 
selves to the wet or ate freely of tropical 
fruits, despite the regulations, that they 
might become ill and be sent home. Some, it 
is alleged, even feigned sickness, and quite 
a number of these succeeded in their de- 
signs: 

The other day a number of men from one 
of the regiments who had been ordered 
home as convalescents came into Ponce 
miles ahead of their wagon train, singing, 
laughing, and making merry at ‘the pros- 
pect of their release. Some were college 
athletes. They appeared to be more ‘capa- 
ble of service than hundreds of the soldiers 
who remained, and one of the regular*army 
officers in Ponce, upon looking them over, 
suggested ironically that they should stop 
at New York on their: way home and pick 
up a few prizes for throwing the hammer, 
putting the shot, &c., at the Caledonian 
games, 

A few days ago the whole City of Ponce 
narrowly escaped a typhoid epidemic. Some 
of the men of the First Kentucky, who are 
camped near the aqueduct which carries the 
water supply of the city, in order to secure 
good water close at hand carelessly and 
thoughtlessly tapped the aqueduct. They 
broke through the masonry, and for a whole 
day were hoisting water in buckets from 
the aqueduct. Fortunately Major Snowden 
discovered the manhole while on a tour of 
inspection the next day. He was horrified 
at the discovery. Typhoid existed in the 
First Kentucky, and the entire water sup- 
ply of the city might have been contami- 
nated with typhoid germs. He ordered the 
manhole sealed up immediately. 

It is possible that when the troops cross

Small detachments of mounted men lo- 
cated over the island who «ould move 
quickly on demand could easily preserve 
order, especially if some severe cxamples 
are made of the lawless element. he 
natives are a highly excitable lot, but they 
‘are mortally afraid of the military, and 
the mere’ appearance of a few soldiers 
with arms will subdue a gdod-sized riot.

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Said to be Rendered Necessary by 
Pressing Appeals for the 
Release of Soldiers. 
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MEN ORDERED TO WEST INDIES 


The Volunteers Probably Will Be Re- 
called and Released After a Few 
Months of Garrison Duty, 

It Is Intimated. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—All the troops at 
Camp Meade will soon be ordered to points 
in the South. Some of them may go to 
Cuba, but the majority will forthe present 
occupy the new camps recently selected in 
Georgia and South C&rolifia: It’ is thought 
that. troops..sent to garrison duty. in. Cuba 
will not remain long, but when they have 
seen service for a few months will return 
to this country. The same is probably true 
as ‘to Puerto ‘Rico. 

It is. also intimated that when the troops 
return the volunteers will receive sixty 
days’ furlough’ and be mustered’ out. By 
that time Congress will have had an _op- 
portunity to determine what shall be done 
in regard to garrisoning the new posses- 
sions. 

This determination is no doubt due to the 
pressure that has been brought by members 
of Congress for the mustering out of the 
volunteers from their States and districts. 
The responsibility for furnishing troops for 
garrison duty and for army duty generally 
will be upon Congress. The recommenda- 
tions of the President and the War Depart- 
ment will haye been made before the re- 
turn of the troops’ from either’ Cuba: or 
Puetto Rico, and the necessities of the 
case’ made known. 

Although there has been less pressure for 


mustering out of volunteers since the an- 
nouncement was made that the troops could 
not be spared, the demand continues with 
sufficient persistence. to convince the War 
officials that a reorganization of the army 
will be necessary, and that some arrange- 
ment will have to be made to secure a force 
for garrison service in the islands and the 
States, which will not be subject to the 
same difficulties experienced in the case of 
the volunteers. 

Although the pressure for the muster-out 
of entire regiments is not so great, the de- 
mand for the discharge of individuals has 
overwhelmed the department.- There is 
scarcely a Senator or Representative who 
has not presented requests of this kind, and 
there is a constant demand -for the dis- 
charge of one man or another upon some 
pretext, which would not be deemed valid 
in the case of men in the regular army. 
Personal appeals are. made. by ~§ fathers, 
mothers, wives, sisters, and sweethearts. 
Every man in the department supposed to 
have any-influence is sought -to secure the 
discharge of enlisted men, who have tired 
of the life of soldiering. 

These requests and the demands for mus- 
tering out have no doubt had their effect in 
making the War officials seek some more 
satisfactory. method: of army. organization 
for the purposes which the army will be 
needed in the future. 


THE PRESIDENT ON THE SOUTH. 


Again Expresses Gratification that 
the War Has Effaced Sec- 
tional Feeling. 


WASHINGTON, Oct; 3.—The President to- 
day testified again to his appreciation of 
the soldiers from the South. To a delega- 
tion he said one of the results of the war 
which particularly gratified him was that 
the last vestige of sectional feeling, as be- 
tween the North and South, seemed to have 
been effaced. i 

He referred to the hearty responses from 
the South when the war: broke out, and 
concluded with the statement that if the 
elimination of all difference of: feelings be- 
tween the North and South was to con- 
tinue permanently he would be a happy 
man, 

He also spoke of*the evident contentment 
of the Southern troops to remain in service 
so long as they were needed. 


EDDY KITES IN PUERTO RICO. 


Were Used for Signaling by 
Army Before Ponce. 


BAYONNE, N. J., Oct. 3.—Information 
that the Eddy kites have been successfully 
used in signaling between divisions of the 
army near Ponce, Puerto Rico, reached Mr. 
Eddy this afternoon, 

Mr, Eddy said that the kites were sent to 
Ponce because of a telegraphic order he re- 
ceived from Gen. A. W. Greely on July 28. 
The sending was kept secret. Twenty-six 
of the kites arrived in Ponce two days be- 
fore hostilities ceased. Flags were sent up 
as signals, but cameras were not used to 
take pictures of the enemy’s strongholds 
before the hostilities ceased. The.kites 
were managed by Private Frank Lawton of 
Bayonne. Since the fighting stopped cam- 
ane have been used to get views of the 
city. 

Mr. Eddy is. inclined to think. that the 
Signal Corps will be equipped with his ap- 
paratus.

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WINTER QUARTERS FOR TROOPS 

The Barracks Scheme Abandoned in 
Favor of Open Camps in the Mid- 


die Southern States: 


WASHINGTON, “Oct. 3:—The following 
Statement was given out at the War De- 
partment to-day: : 

The Secretary of War, being questioned ‘as to 
quartering of troops during the Winter, has had 
the matter under very careful consideration, and 
has determined, for the good of the service and 
the welfare of the men, that they should be in 
open camps in a climate where during the Winter 
they can drill and have free open-air exercise. 
To put the troops in buildings in :the. large 
cities in the North would, in @ measure, deprive 
them of the necessary drill, diseipline, and target 
practice essential for fitting soldiers for active 
service in the field. Moreover, the discipline of 
troops near small tOwns can be maintained very 
— better and more effectually than near Jarge 
citfes. 

The troops, therefore, will be quartered in the 
Middle Southern States, where they- can live in 
tents, as provided by plan of the Quartermaster 
General, which gives. stoves to each -three tents 
joined together, two sleeping rooms, and one 
sitting room. 

The Secretary of War directed a board of ex- 
perienced army officers to visit the different sites 
for the purpose of selecting these camps, and 
has left that to their judgment, which, however, 
meets with his full approval. 

It has been decided to make Augusta, Ga., 
the headquarters of the army corps ‘which 
is to be stationed in Georgia,and South Car- 
olina. Augusta is.found to:be the central 
point of the places named for camps. ‘ 


CAMP WIKOFF NEAR ITS END. 


By Saturday Probably Only One Regi- 
ment Will Remain, 


MONTAUK POINT, L. IL, Oct. 3.—The 
Seventh Infantry will by Saturday~be -the 
only command remaining in camp, with the 
possiblegexception of the volunteer Engin- 
eers. Col. Young of the Seventh has been 
ordered to take command of the camp. The 
remaining troopers of the Second Cavalry, 
588 men, left this morning by rail for Hunte- 
ville. The Sixth and Tenth Regiments of 
Cavalry will get away next. 

Cav- 
alry, and Ambrose Nero, Troop E, Ninth 
Cavalry, died last night of malarial fever.

Fifth Army Corps Disbanded.

Gen. Shafter at Governors Island. 


Major Gen. William R. Shafter, with hfs 
aides, Lieut. Col. J. D. Miley and Capt. 
R. H. Noble, yesterday paid a visit to 
Governors Island, where he will be stationed 
in future as commander of the Department 
of the East. The call was merely a formal 
one, and Gen. Shafter will not take com- 
mand until he receives his orders from 
Washington. Brig. Gen. Gillespie, the pres- 
ent commander, is now in Washington: He 
has not been officially relieved of the com- 
mand, and, like Gen. Shaftér, has only re- 
ceived notification of the proposed change 
by telegraph. On his way to Governors Isl- 
and, Gen. Shafter visited the Army Build- 
ing and called on Col. Kimball, the Depot 
Quartermaster. 


The Osceola Out of Commission. 


BOSTON, Oct. 3.—The United States 
steamship Osceola went out of commission 
at 10 o’clock to-day, and her crew was 
transferred to the receiving ship Wabash. 
While only a tug, the Osceola made such @ 
record in the war with Spain that she is to 
be retained in the Government service. She 
took part in three battles at Manzanillo, 
was at Port Tunis and Santa Cruz, and she 
also helped to land troops at Siboney. She 
fired the last shot of the war, at Manzan- 
illo, half an- hour after the signing of the 
protocol, on Aug, 12. 


Col. W. J. Bryan Leaves Washington, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Col. William J. 
Bryan left. here to-day after a stay of ten 
days, during which he talked’ with the Pres-< 
ident and the war officials concerning the 
future of his regiment, and incidentally suf- 
fered from a touch of malarial fever. The 
Colonel had heard nothing final as to the 
disposition to be made of his regiment. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Bryan, who will 
go with him for a short rest in Virginia, 
and then to Florida, where Col. Bryan re- 
joins his regiment. .

The Baltimore and Petrel Dis- 
patched from Manila to Pro- 
fect American Interests. - 


NO SERIOUS DANGER YET 


But Minister Conger Cables from Pekin 
There Is Considerable Anxiety as 
to the Future—Foreign Fleet 
at Tien-Tsin. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.-The State De- 
partment has received the following cabie- 
gram from Minister Conger at Pekin: 

“There is no serious danger yet, but con- 
siderable anxiety for the future. The for- 
eign fleet is assembling at Tien-Tsin,, Some 
of the Ministers are ordering marines to 
Pekin for legation guard.” 

Secretary Long, upon these advices re- 
ceived at the State Department showing the 
existence of threatening conditions in China, 
has ordered Admiral Dewey to send two 
warships immediately from Manila to a 
point as near the Chinese capital as possil- 
ble for a warship to approach, The vessels 
selected for this undertaking are the Baiti- 
more and the Petrel. It is expected that 
the Baltimore will not be able to get beyond 
the Taku forts at the entrance of the Pang- 
He River, upon which Pekin is situated, but 
the Petrel, being of smaller. proportions, 
may be able to reach Tien-Tsin, eighty miles 
above the mouth and about the same dis- 
tance below Pekin. The officials keenly re- 
gret that there is not now on the Asiatic 
station a .light-draught gunboat of the 
Helena class which could ascend the river 
as far ab the Chinese capital. 

The ordering of the cruiser Baltimore and 
the gunboat Petrel to Chinese waters and 
as near to the Chinese capital as possible 
does not indicate that the Administration is 
greatly alarmed by the information re- 
ceived from the American Minister, but it is 
admitted there is sufficient concern about 
the broad interests of this country in China 
to make it advisable that there should be 
in the present times of trouble there a re- 
spectabie showing of naval force, 

Until some reason shall be. shown for 
maintaining in the Philippines a stronger 
force than was necessary. before the sur- 
render of Manila, it is believed by the 
President and Secretary Long that it will 
be safe to withdraw even a larger num- 
ber of vessels from Manila than the two 
just ordered, if it shall appear that ships 
can be employed to advantage in Chinese 
waters, 

There is no intimation that there is to 
be an agreement or arrangement between 
the forces of Great Britain and the United 
States in anything that may be done. But 
it is not denied that there may be co- 
operation with Great Britain and with other 
nations if at any time it shall appear that 
the appearance of American ships shall 
tend to preserve to the United States the 
commercial opportunities that they have 
hitherto enjoyed and which Great Britain 
has shown every disposition to agsure that 
the United States shall continue to enjoy. 

The Navy Department has not yet been 
called upon to consider whether it shall be 
necessary to send additional vessels to 
China to those available in the Philippines, 
but with the satisfactory termination or 
even progress of the peace negotiations at 
Paris it would be possible to send a very 
strong fleet there if it should be deemed 
necessary. It is believed that a conserva- 
tive policy will be marked out by the Euro- 
pean powers watching the fate of the em- 
pire and that there will be a peaceful out- 
come to the Chinesé of the threatened revo- 
lution, 

Notwithstanding the assurances of the 
Chinese Minister that the sinister reports 
from Pekin are untrue and that there has 
been no violence to the Emperor, it is evi- 
dent to same of the State Department offi- 
cials that he is quite as much in the dark 
about what is going on at home as are the 
readers of the newspapers. 


FOREIGN MINISTERS ALARMED. 


They Hold an Emergency Meeting in 
China—The Situation Growing 


Graver at Shanghai. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—A special dispatch from 
Shanghai says that telegrams from Pekin 
have been detained two days. The last 
telegram received, according to this. dis- 
patch, announces that the foreign Ministers 
had held an emergency meeting. The Ger- 
man warship at Kfao-Chau, it also stated, 
had started hurriedly for Ta-ku the day be- 
fore. 

Marquis Ito, who, it is understood, is vis- 
iting China for the purpose of arranging an 
offensive and defensive alliance between 
China and Japan, owing to the impossibility 
of prosecuting the negotiations during the 
crisis, has left Tien-tsin for Shanghal. 

The foreign Ministers, it is stated, forbade 
any foreign residents going to Pekin. It 
is expected in Shanghai that the crisis will 
result in a joint occupation of Pekin by the 
powers, 

‘The Tsung-li-Yamen has demanded that 
Sir Claude MacDonald, the British Minister, 
shall surrender Kang-yui. Yamantzu, lead- 
er of the rebellion in the Sze-chuen Proy- 
ince, has issued a proclamation ordering the 
extermination of all foreigners, 


MR. BRICE’S CHINESE RAILWAY. 


The ex-Senator Heads the Scheme to 
Connect Hankow and Canton, 


SEATTLE, Washington, Oct. 3.—A: W. 
Bash, General Agent of the American-Chi- 
nese Development Company, sails on Oct. 
10 with W. Barclay Parsons, Chief Engin- 
eer of the Company, for China to start 
work on one of the greatest railroads to be 
built in China. The company, headed by 
ex-Senator Calvin S. Brice, has obtained 
a concession to build a railroad from Han- 
kow to Canton, and the sea opposite Hong- 
kong, traversing one of the richest districts 


of the empire. The company is capitalized 
at $40,000,000, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 3.—Ex-Sen- 
pee. W, D. Washburn, who spent some time 
n China as the representative of the Brice 
railroad syndicate, confirms The Associated 
Press Seattle dispatch as to the Hankow- 
Canton line, and adds that a tentative 
agreement has been signed by the Chinese 

inister in Washington, which indicates 
progress toward a binding contract. He 
points out the possible political aspect of 
such a line, since it originates at Han- 
kow, close to the Russign sphere of influ- 
ence, traserses the rich section where Eng- 
lish influence is paramount, and reaches 
Canton on the northern boundary of the 
French sphere. 


Believe the Emperor Is Not Dead. 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—The British Foreign Of- 
fice has no news of the death of the Em- 
peror of China and discredits the report. 


Germany and the Dreyfus Affair. 


BERLIN, Oct. 3.—A semi-official state- 
ment issued by the Cologne Gazette denies 
the assertion made in French newspapers 
that the German Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Bdron von Bulow, has been command- 
ed by Emperor William to furnish the 
French Government with friendly explana- 
tions as to the role of Col.. Schwartzkoppen 
in the Dreyfus affair. The Cologne Gazette 
adds: ‘‘ Now that.the revision has been en- 
tered upon Germany has less, ground than 
ever to depart from her attitude of reserve.”

Discovery that It Has Been Entering 
Ports Without Certificates, 


BERLIN. Oct. 3.—A médst important reve- 
lation regarding American pork was made 
by the German Government's announcement 
in the sem{-officlal press to-day that it has 
received information showing American 
pork has entered Germany. without a cer- 
tificate. 

Inquiry thade at the United States Em- 
bassy confirms the report that the discov- 
ery has been made. Thousands of tons of 
American pork have been imported through 
a number of Custom Housea for years past 


without certificates, The German Goyern-- 


ment was ignorant of the fact, and denied 
its accuracy until overwhelming evidence 
was' obtained and submitted by the embas- 
sy’s scientific attaché, 4P. Stiles. The em- 
bassy has requested the Foreign Office to in- 
struct the Customs Houses to insist in every 
case upon a certificate. 

No American firm is implicated in these 
importations, which explain the alleged dis- 
eoveries of trichinae in American rk. 
German dealers in American pork offered 
in July last.a reward of 1,000 marks for a 
case of human trichinogis due to rican 
pork, and three months have passed with- 
out anybody claiming the money. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8-—The entry of 
American pork at German Custom Houses 
without certificates of its freedom from 
trichinosis, the officials of the Agricultura! 
Department say, is the fault entirely of the 
Custom Department of the German Gov- 
ernment, and is not to be attributed in any 
way to a lack of diligence of the depart- 
ment's agents. 

Secretary Wilson, after reading the dis- 

atch, said: ‘‘ The burden is on the German 

vernment. to prevent importations of 
ork products without certificates. In Eng- 
and and other European countries there 
are no restrictions on the shipments within 
thelr boundaries of American pork products, 
either refrigerated or salted, and the im- 
eervntions referred to in the dispatch are 
oubtless som those countries. Our De- 
artment of Agriculture is very careful in 
the inspection of all pork products intended 
for shipment to Germany, and any other 
European countries which may impose re- 
strictions on its importation, and all exports 
that are progeny certified are free from 
disease. anxious are we not to offend 
the German Government, that we refuse to 
certify shipments of fresh pork to that 
country." 

As showing the devices to which some im- 
porters will resort, the Secretary recalled 
an instance in Germany where it had been 
discovered that the certificate originally 
used on an importation of American por 
had been improperly attached to a shipment 
coming from some other country. 


JOHN B. MOORE’S SUCCESSOR. 


David Jayne Hill of Rochester Accepts 
the Post of First Assistant 
Secretary of State. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The President 
has appointed David J. Hill of Rochester 
First Assistant Secretary of Staie, to suc- 
ceed John Bassett Moore, resigned. Dr. 
Hill is now in Holland, but is expected to 
return at once, having accepted the position 
tendered. 


David Jayne Hill was born June 10, 1850, 
at Plainfield, N. J. He is the son of the 
Rev. Daniel T. Hill, a Baptist minister. He 
received his early education in the public 
schools at Glens Falls, N. Y., and at Plain- 
field, N. J. He prepared for college at Suf- 
field, Conn., and at Cooperstown, N. Y. In 
1874 he was graduated from Bucknell Uni- 
versity ; 

Immediately after graduating he accepted 
the position of Tutor in the Ancient Lan- 
guages in the university. In the following 
year, on the resignation of the Rev. Robert 
Lowry, D. D., he was appointed by the 
Trustees to act as instructor in rhetoric. 


In 1877 he was elected “ Crozor Professor 
in Rhetoric.” In the same year he pub- 
lished ‘* The Science of Rhetoric.’’ This was 
soon afterward followed by ‘“‘ The Elements 
of Rhetoric,” 

In 1879 he began a geries of brief biog- 
raphies of American authors, similar to 
Morley’s ‘t English Men of Letters.”” He 
completed in this series two volumes on 
Irving and Bryant, respectively, which were 
widely read and highly praised. 

In March, 1879, he was elected to the 
Presidency of the University at Lewisburg, 
to succeed the Rev, Justin Loomis, LL., 
D. In 1885 he again took up his task of 
authorship by publishing a treatise on 
“The Principles and Fallacies of Social- 
ism.’’ About this time also appeared an 
analytic recasting for use in schools and 
colleges of ‘‘ Jovun's Elements of Logic,” 
Three years later he published a series of 
lectures which he had delivered before the 
Theological Institution, Newton, Mass., on 
“The Social Influences of Christianity,” 
having especial reference to contemporary 
problems. In this same year also appeared 
‘The Elements of Psychology.” 

Martin B. Anderson selected David J. Hill 
as his successor at the head of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, and after a year of 
special preparation abroad, Dr. Hill entered 
upon his work as President of Rochester 
University in June, 1888. Dr. Hill tendered 
his resignation in November, 1895, but at 
the wish of the Trustees and the business 
men of Rochester remained at the head of 
the institution until the close of the col- 
legiate year. 


CENTENARIAN WOMAN DEAD. 


Mrs. Phoebe Clark Crilley Succumbs in 
Her 108d Year-—Five Genera- 
tions Survive Her. 


Mrs, Phoebe Clark Crilley was 102 years 
and one month old when she died yesterday 
morning at her home, 316 West Fortieth 
Street. She was a member of a large and 
long lived family, and her own descendants 
to the fifth generation are living in this 
city and New Jersey. 

Until within a few days the venerable 
woman’s memory was acute, and her in- 
clination to be reminiscent strong. To her 
daughters and their friends she would re- 
late scraps of gossip and accounts of the 
lives of her own grandparents, deeds that 
were performed almost at the beginning of 
the last century, and nelated to her by aged 
people when she as a little girl sat on 
their knees. Six years ago she was es- 


pecially active, and at that time did all the 
family marketing. Then she had a fal) and 
injured herself, although she still attended 
to domestic duties, and only as late as Fri- 
day pared half a peck of potatoes with nim- 
ble fingers. 

She was one of thirteen children born at 
Union, N, J. Her father, a Clark, had 
lived on. the homestead, and his fathers be- 
fore him, almost past the recollection of 
man. The only survivor of the family is a 
younger sister, much over ninety, She now 
oecupies the family homestead. 

In her youthiul days Phoebe Clark met 
and married Stephen Crilley, a farmer and 
earpenter of the neighborhood, They lived 
for generations quietly in Union and near- 
by parts of New Jersey, Then thirty years 
ago the husband died. and the widow went 
to Newark, later to Jersey City, and four- 
teen years ago to the house in West For- 
tieth Street. 

Of the descendants there are three daugh- 
ters and one son of the nine children she 
bore, five grandchildren, fourteen great- 
grandchildren, and one great-great-grand- 
child, a toddler of less than two years. The 
funeral services will held to-morrow 
moratag at’ the house, and interment will 
ag 4 : the family plot at Mount Pleas- 
ant, N. J. ‘ ;

EVIDENCE OF HER IDENTITY 


Inspector Froest Testifies that Articles 
Found in Her Possession Bear the 
Initials “‘N. A, G.”’--The Pris- 
oner Maintains Silence. 


LONDON, Oct. 3—Dr, Nancy Guilford, 
the midwife, of Bridgeport, Conn., or the 
woman suspected of being Dr. Guilford, was 
remanded at Bow Street Police Court heré 
to-day for a week after evidence tending to 
prove her identity with the woman who 
landed at Liverpool last week from the 
steamer Vancouver had beer presented. 
The initials “N, A. G.” were found on 
articles in her possession. The prisoner 
listened unmoved to the evidence presented 
against her. 

Dr, Guilford was brought into court be- 
tween two policemen, and was placed in the 
dock. The court was crowded. She was 
handsomely dressed in a black silk skirt, 
plain silk waist, and a fur cape, and wore a 
small black hat, trimmed with feathers. 
She was not veiled, and did not show any 
emotion or interest in the proceedings. Her 
only sign of excitement was the occasion- 
al picking of the fringe of fur about her 
cape. She occupied a seat in the prison- 
ers’ dock. The accused woman had secured 
counsel, but her lawyer was unable to be 
present on account of sickness. 

When the prisoner’s name was called as 
Nancy Guilford she did not protest. In- 
spector Froest of Scotland Yard then de- 
scribed the arrest. He said that when he 
asked the prisoner’s name she said she 
was Mrs. McAllister from Chicago, and as- 
serted that she had been in England for 
six months past. To this the Inspector re- 

lied that he believed she was Nancy Guil- 
ord, and that he arrested her on the 
eharge of manslaughter, committed in the 
United States. Thereupon the prisoner pro- 
tested against oaing taken into custody 
classing the proceeding as an outrage, an 
asking if she could communicate with coun- 
sel, which she was allowed to do, 

Continuing, the Inspector said he then re- 
moved the prisoner to Bow Street, He ex- 
amined a trunk and a hand-bag of American 
make, and the clothing which the prisoner 
had in her possession, and found that the 
initials had been cut out of some silver 
spoons which had borne the initial ‘ G. 
Among the Prigpnee's effects the Inspector 
found a gold thimble marked ‘‘ N. G. from 
F.,” a silver thimble having on it the ini- 
tlals ‘'N. A. G.," and a surgical instrument 
was also found in her trunk. 

A Liverpool detective identified the pris- 
oner as the passenger who had arrived by 
the Vancouver, and a clerk of the United 
States Embassy asked for her remand 
pending the arrival of papers from America. 
Another detective testified that he had 
found a number of drugs and powders in 
Dr. Guilford’s trunk. he prisoner was 
then removed to the cells. She had not 
spoken a word during the proceedings. 


FEVER SCARE DISCREDITED. 


Reliable Official Reports Show Only 
Twelve Cases in New Orleans 
Up to Date. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Marine Hospital 
officials say there is nothing official to bear 
out rumors that the yellow fever condition 
at New Orleans is considerably worse than 
has been reported. The Surgeon General’s 
latest bulletin shows twelve cases and two 
deaths up to date. 

It is realized by the officials that there is 
a natural tendency in afflicted localities to 
keep the reports down to the lowest limits 
in order to avoid the scare and the com- 
mercial blockade which ensue when the 
situation is understood to be serious. At 
the same time the Louisiana authorities 
have been keeping the officials here well 
advised of the progress of the disease, re- 
porting new cases, and explaining the elab- 
orate system of quarantine and care put in 
force. The Surgeon General ‘has supple- 
mented the local corps of physicians with 
an unusually iarge number of Federal sur- 
geons, 

The Surgeon General received a report 
to-day from Harriston, Miss., stating that 
yellow fever of a mild type had appeared 
there. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 3.—No additional 
cases of yellow fever have been reported 
to-day. here is no panic, but more of the 
people are leaving for northern points, Sev- 
eral of the State officials have already gone, 
and more will leave to-day or to-morrow, 
and, with two or three exceptions, the State 
House will be deserted. 


JERSEY CITY STREET BOARD. 


Attempt to Oust Col. Smith of 
- Fourth Regiment. 


Two weeks ago the Jerséy City Street and 
Water Board passed an ordinance allowing 
the Hudson and Greenville Railroad, a 
branch of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, to 
cross Communipaw Avenue at grade. Mayor 
Hoos vetoed the ordinance a week later. 
Yesterday the board passed the ordinance 
over the veto, 

Col, Robert G, Smith, who commands the 
Fourth Regiment, New Jersey Volunteers, 
now at Sea Girt, is a member of the Street 
and Water Board. He .was present and 
voted to pass the ordinance. After the 
meeting adjourned, Charles D. Thompson, 
representing David W, Oliver, a property 
owner, who opposed the grade _ crossing, 
served notice on Mayor Hoos, as the official 
representative of the city, that on Saturday 
he would apply to Judge Lippincott for a 
mandamus requiring the Mayor to appoint 
a Commissioner in place of Col. Smith, on 
the ground that he is disqualified under 
the city charter, which forbids a city offi- 
cial to hold any other office. Judge Lippin- 
cott will algo be asked to grant a writ of 
certiorari removing the proceedings of the 
board to the Supreme Court for review. 

‘Wildam D. Edwards, who was consulted 
by Col. Smith before he decided to retain 
his. office of Commissioner after being ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Fourth Regiment, 
said that Col. Smith was an officer of the 
city, de facto, and his actions as such offi- 
cer were legal and binding.

THE CHAPLAIN’S EXCUSE 


Rev. J. P. Mointyre of the Oregon 
Says He Was Not Respon- 
sible for His Criticisms. 


WAS UNDER MENTAL STRAIN 


He Took Quinine and Brandy Before 
Lecturing and Cannot: Recall 
‘Censuring Fellow Officers 
of the Navy.

DENVER, Coli; Oct. 3.—At to-day's ses- 
sion of the court-martial trial of the Rev. 
Joseph P. McIntyre of the battleship Ore- 
gon, for sensational charges against brother 
officers of the navy, ‘made in a lecture deliv- 
ered in Denver Aug. 8, the chaplain went 
on the stand in his own defense, His testi- 
mony is intended to establish a plea of ir- 
responsibility for-his utterances on the oc- 
casion. , 

In a straightforward, simple, yet graphic, 
manner he told the story of the Oregon’s 
wonderful trip from San Francisco around 
Cape Horn; of the terrible extremes of heat 
and cold passed through; the nervous strain 
which the constant dread of meeting the 
enemy caused; of the excitement of block- 
ade and the great battle of July 3, followed 
by a4 nervous collapse of the present nar- 
rator. 


Chaplain McIntyre began by stating that 
his home, when not on duty as Chaplain in 
the navy, is in Denver, He said that he 


was in exceptionally fine physical condition 
when he sailed from San Francisco on 
board the Oregon when she started on her 
memorable voyage around Cape Horn, 

He told the story of that trip, He said 
that while passing through the tropical re- 
gions the vessel was placed in a condition 
of readiness for battle, hatches and gang- 
ways. were closed,..preventing the circula- 
tion of fresh air. e temperature ranged 
from 95 to 107 degrees in his quarters. The 
ice machine. failed to work satisfactorily, 
so that the water drank was warm. 

Passing Cape Horn, the temperature 
was 42 degrees below zero. On coming 
north the high temperature was again ex- 
perienced, hese changes of temperature 
were disastrous to his health. On the north- 
ward trip, after they had passed through 
the tropics, he was attacked with a severe 
illness, 9 ge | a terrible pain in the back 
of his head and in hls spine. Three times 
he awoke in the night with his left arm 
Helpless and aconuealy paralyzed.

MICHIGAN CENTRAL TOLLS. 


Effort to Compe!” the Sale of Mileage 
Books Fails. 


LANSING, Mich,, Oct. 5,—Gov. Pingree 
has failed in his effort to compel the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad to sell family mileage 
books at the rate of 2 cents per mile. ‘A de- 
cision filed by the State Supreme Court late 
this afternoon decides that the Michigan 
Central’s special charter unquestionably 
eonfers the right upon the company to 
fix its own rate of tolls, and that this is a 
vested right which canrot be withdrawn 
by the State without an adequate compen- 
sation therefor, 

The cofirt also decides that a law passed 
by the Legislature of 1891 regulating the 


cost of mileage books to 2 cents per mile 
has no application to the Michigan Central, 
-and that the only way to effect the change 
desired by the Governor is to have the Leg- 
islature amend the charter of the company, 
which means that the State must com- 
pensate the company for any damage in- 
volved. 

The suit was begun by Gov. Pingree on 
the refusal of a Michigan Central ticket 
agent at Detroit to seil him a family mile- 
age book, in compliance with a law passed 
by the last Legislature. The Governor 
tendered his money in the presence of wit- 
nesses, and the agent stated that he had 
no such tickets, hereupon the Governor 
brought suit to compel the company to 
sell him a thousand-mile ticket of the char- 
acter demanded for $20. The mandamus 
suit was tried in the Wayne County Circuit 
Court, before Judge Donovan. 

The lower court held that the law in ques- 
tion applied to all railroads in the State, 
and that reasonable justice and public pol- 
icy demands that the State control the 
charges of railroads, lest in time the rail- 
roads should control the State and the peo- 
ple in that particular. This holding is re- 
versed by the Supreme Court, which de- 
cides that a mandamus cannot issue.

Reports of a severe storm in the Atlantic 
States and a bullish set of cables from the 
English markets were responsible for an 
advance of 3 to 6 points in cotton futures 
at the opening yesterday morning. For the 
rest of the session. fluctuations were nar- 
row ang speculative features latking. It 
Was a ‘small, local market, at the best, with 
room traders in control. Liverpool sent a 
few buying. orders around the opening and 
Southern representatives sold in a scat- 
tered way,. but aside from this, transac- 
tions were more -for the evening up of 
former obligations than the putting out of 
new ventures. The close was quiet and 
steady at a net advance of 2 to 4 points. 
News averaged up too conflicting to inspire 
confidence one way or the other, but rather 
led to extreme conservatism and hesitancy 
all around. While the leading shorts point- 
ed to the enormous receipts at the ports, as 
well as at interior towns, as bearing out 
their predictions for another ‘‘ bumper’”’ 
/crop, they were apprehensive, in view of 
ithe fact that yellow fever continues to gain 
headway in Louisiana and rors and 
extremely cold weather has settled down 
over the middle and northwest. The pos- 
sibility. of the low temperature descend- 
ingeto the cotton belt was not so remote 
that it could be left out of the calculations 
of shorts,- more particularly as the wet 
Weather prevalent in the middle and east- 
ern portions of the cotton region would 

reatly increase danger from a drop in the 
arometer. Reliable private dispatches 
Were received on ’Change, stating that the 
recent rains had interfered with picking 
end had damaged open coton to some extent.

MILLIONAIRE TAKES A THIEF. 


There is a thief safely locked up in this 
city who will have reason to remember Jo- 
seph Harper of the publishing firm of Har- 
per & Brothers for some time to come. It 
is not often that a millionaire has the 
opporunity of capturing and handing 
over a malefactor to an 0OoOfficer of 
the law unaided, but this uncommon 
opportunity came to Mr. Harper yes- 
terday morning. He went at the task 
with much enthusiastic vigor, while his 
employes and a dozen or so of customers 
looked on with delight as soon as they had 
recovered from their first fright. 

For several weeks the firm has been miss- 
ing books of reference, principally direc- 
tories, from its main office, The loss caused 
considerable annoyance, but the thief had 
up to yesterday escaped observation. Not 
long ago the firm adopted the expedient of 
chaining books to a table. 

Among the crowd in the office yesterday 
morning was a stranger, fairly well dressed. 
He attracted the attention of no one except 
Mr. Harper, who had been on the lookout 


for unwelcome characters for several days. 
The fellow nonchalantly sidled up to a table 
where a City Directory lay. Aithough the 
book was fastened, the chain seemed no 
bar to its travels. When the man moved 
toward the steps leading to the street the 
book moved, too, under his arm. Mr. Har- 
per lost no time. He jumped from his chair, 
to the @mazement of an elderly person with 
whom he was talking, and. made for the 
man with the Directory, nearly upsetting 
several literary men in his haste. The 
thief saw him coming. He dropped the book 
and began to run. 

But Mr. Harper when in college was a 
sprinter, a football piayer, and an all- 
around athlete. He grabbed the thief and 
owe him up against a wall quick as a 

ash, 

“* Wow,” howled the man as his head was 
jammed against the hard surface with a 
thud. “I'll give up. You're killing me.”’ 

Thoroughly aroused by this time, Mr. 
Harper grabbed the man by the throat 
and shook him until he saw nothing but 
stars, ‘the office by this time was in a con- 
fusion, and some of the young women em- 
ployed there were ready to faint. 

Still holding the thief, Mr. Harper sent 
for a policeman. By the time the police- 
man arrived the thief was badly fright- 
ened, and seemed relieved to get out of 
Mr. Harper’s clutches. He was taken to 
the Oak Street Station, and later was held 
in $500 bail for trial. He gave his name as 
Fenton C. McElroy. The police say he is 
an old offender in sneak thievery. 


Boy Runs Away to Sea. 


Ever since the first mention of war four- 
teen-year-old John Rockwell, whose parents 
live at 507 Columbus Avenue, has talked 
about being anxious to serve his country. 


He has neglected his school books and re- 
fused to play anything but games of war 
in the street.

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| STEER IN. THE. NORTH RIVER. 


FOUND.—In North River, a live steer;. owner 
can obtain same by» proving qrnerns and 
ying charges.

The abéve notice appeared yesterday 
morning. The live steer was picked up last 
Wednesday afternoon swimming aimlessly 
about in the middle of the North River, off 
“Christopher Street. He is still alive and 
well, and uUnceasingly endeavoring to ap- 
pease an appetite that is causing his res- 
cuers to make strenuous efforts to find the 
owner. Capts. A. and C. F. Bradley, fathér 
and son, are the owners of the tugboat Hen- 
ry R. Heath, Capt. Branigan. 

The Heath was on her way down the 
North River, crossing to Jersey City last 
Wednesday afternoon, when Capt. Branigan 
sighted. a black object struggling in the 


water ahéad of him. He first thought it 
was a mah, and made all speed toward it, 
when, to his surprise, he saw the steer 
swimming bravély against a strong ebb 
tide. A lasso was quickly fashioned, which 
was thrown over the animal’s horns, The 
rope was then made fast to the bitts, and 
the tug proceeded toward Jersey City with 
its novel tow. ra 

The steer did his best to keep on an even 
keel, but frequently ¢apsized and threw four 
feet into the air.as a sign of distress, The 
Heath would then slow. down until the tow 
righted. After ‘ turning turtle” several 
times the steer was landed at the foot of. 
Pavonia Avenue, Jersey City and hoisted on 
to a barge. He was almost pares out, but 
soon recovered his wind, and proved to be a 
splendid ahimal, weighing 1,400 pounds, The 
steer was taken across to the foot of Twen- 
ty-sixth Street, and there-tethered on the 
pier alongside a bale of hay to await the 
owner. 

Some one told Capt. Bradley that the 
animal was worth $400 at least, and it was 
expected that the owner would be wildly 
scurrying about the docks seeking it.. No 
one came,. however, and the steer soon 
called for another bale of hay. Capt. Brad- 
ley paid cheerfully for this feed until one 
and two days —- and the hay Dill 
mounted up steadily. Then pessimists began 
to hint that the animal was not worth more 
than $100. Capt. Bradley began to think 
of the pound keepers, but the animal was 
found in the centre of the river, and it was 
uncertain whether. the New York or New 
Jersey officials had jurisdiction. Capt. 
Bradley’s hay bill continued to mount up- 
ward,.and the steer waxed corpulent. 

In desperation, yesterday’s advertisement 
was inserted. The steer’s board bill had 
reached $380 yesterday afternoon, but no 
owner could be found. It is expected that 
the animal will have ‘“ eaten his head off”’ 
by this morning, but Capt. Bradley is afraid 
to kill it, for fear it might really be worth 
the original $400 whispered into his ear by 
his advisers. Commission men are both- 
ering the Captain, seeking orders for hay 
and grain. No cattle boats were in the 
vicinity last Wednesday, and it is thought 
the steer may belong to some breeder near 
Fort Lee and fell into the water. 


FOUND DEAD IN COAL CELLAR. 


Tenants in the house at 1,442 Second 
Avenue. complained to the police last night 
that a disagreeable odor came. from. the 
cellar of the house, and asked that an in- 
vestigation be made. The cellar had been 
occupied by a coal and wood dealer named 


Savinenio Catino, who had not been seen 
about the house since last Thursday. The 
police broke into the cellar and found a 
man dead on the floor. Beside him was a 
bundle of clothing and also a glass which 
had contained paris green. 

At first it was thought the body was that 
of Catino, but after a long investigation it 
was decided that the dead man was Edward 
Seering. a middle-aged German, who had 
often done odd jobs for the coal dealer. 
The man’s wife lives with a family at Sev- 
enty-fifth Street and Second Avenue. She 
said that her husband had been worthless, 
and that she had not lived with him for 
some days, Last Thursday, she said, the 
man had been to see her, and she had given 
him a bundle of clothing, and had told him 
to stay away. She was quite sure the body 
was that of her husband, 

The police think that the Italian, Catino, 
when he opened his coal cellar Friday 
morning and found the body of the suicide 
on the floor, was so alarmed that he locked 
the door again and ran away. They are 
looking. for him, however. 


INDIANA LABOR RIOT. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 3.—According to 
advices from Washington, Ind., there has 
been no renewal of the riot which took 


place there last night, when 150 coal min- 
trs, who were said to have come from the 
strikers at Pana, Ill., attacked and drove 
imported negro laborers from the town. The ° 
report that one of the negroes who refused 
to leave his home was killed by a pistol 
shot cannot be confirmed. 

It is reported that several of the négroes 
were seen upon the streets of the town to- 
day, and it ig believed that the white men 
may make another raid to-night, with the 
determination of ridding the neighborhood 
of non-union miners. Public sympathy is 
said to be with the strikers. 


PANA, IIL,. Oct. 3.—The militiamen were 
actively engaged to-day in disarming depu- 
ties, negroes, and all persons found with 
arms. Capt. Craig, commanding the militia, 
has notified all stores to sell no more fire- 
arms. 


CHARGES AGAINST DIRECTORS. 


BUFFALO, Oct. 3.—Justice Childs to-day 
granted an injunction at the instance of the 
Commercial National Bank of Cleveland, 
Ohio, restraining the Syracuse Rapid Tran- 


sit Railway Company from borrowing $200,- 
000. The bank claims to be the owner and 
holder of' $49,000 of the preferred capital 
stock of the company, which is $1,250,000, 
and alleges that the common stock is 
$2,750,000. It is allegad that the defendant 
company has passéd resolutions to borrow 
$230,000, and secure the loan with notes of 
the company and with certain secoud mort- 
gage bonds of the company as additional se- 
curity. 

The bank charges that the loan is to be 
made by certain Directors, or has been pro- 
cured by such Directors, and that the com- 
pany has passed further resolutions to pay 
the indiyiduals procuring such loan, as a 
bonus, $30,000 in cash and all the preferred 
treasury stock of the company—that is, $70,- 
000. It is stated that the amount of the 
second mortgage bonds which have been au- 
thorized to be executed, and which are to 
be pledged as security for the loan is $500,- 
000. The plaintiff claims that the consum- 
mation of the loan would injure the bank 
irreparably.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE AND EXPANSION. 

Very much has been made by the oppo- 
nents of all expansion of the territory of 
the United States of the argument that 
it must logically and practically under- 
mine the American policy known as the 
Monroe doctrine. According to this argu- 
ment expansion involves us in the com- 
plications of European countries, which 
‘we cannot enter while excluding al] Eu- 


. 


ropean nations from any influencé upon 
our own policy. ' 

We have never been able to see the 
conclusive force of this argument, and it 
has seemed to us that the question of ex- 
pansion must be settled quite independ- 
ently of it. The policy which bears the 
name of the Monroe doctrine is much 
more simple than those who discuss it 
are inclined to regard it, It is in sub- 
stance a resolution by the United States 
that no European power shall, with our 
consent, forcibly acquire territory on the 
American continents or the dependent isl- 
ands, nor shall any European power 
transfer such territory now in its pos- 
session to another European power. This 
necessarily includes opposition to the 
forcible control by any European power 
of the destinies of any American State 
now independent. Obviously, what we 
may do with the Antilles cannot affect 
our consistency in this doctrine because 
they are covered by it. 

What we may do with thé Philippines 
cannot directly affect the doctrine we 
have declared and maintained. It may 
lead us into quarrels with European Gov- 
ernments, in the course of which they 
may violate the Monroe doctrine and 
compel us to sustain it by force. That 
task may be made more difficult or it 
may be made easier by the possession of 
the Philippines. But the defense of the 
position taken through the declaration of 
the Monroe doctrine would have to be 
made against ahy power that chose to 
attack it whether we had or had not the 
Philippines. Their acquirement in no way 
weakens our contention that territory on 
this side of the Atlantic cannot, with our 
consent, be made a subject either of Eu- 
ropean quarrels or of European bargains. 
The contention when it was made was 
essential to the complete independence 
and free development of the American 
system. It is still essential, though the 
dangers it was framed to meet are not 
now so great or immediate. It is a posi- 
tion strong in proportion to our intention 
and ability to defend it; we have always 
been ready to defend it, and must con- 
tinue to be. It is our right and our duty, 
and will not cease to be so if we shall as- 
sume other interests in other parts of 
the world. 

Whether we. ought to assume such in- 
terests, with their attendant responsibil- 
ities, is, we think, a question by itself. 
Those who wish to read a strong argu- 
ment in the affirmative will find it in an 
article in the current number of The At- 
lantic Monthly by Horace N. FISHER, 
under the title of ‘The Development of 
Our Foreign Policy.” His general propo- 
sition is that it is our solemn duty to 
take control of the Philippines on the 
lines of the ground principles of our own 
Government and the policy of “‘ the open 
door,”’ or trade free to all. The following 
striking passage will show his point of 
view: 

‘“ What is the grand central Anglo-Saxon 
idea in the founding of States? It is first 
of all, and above all, that government is 
organized, according to the condition of 
the people to be governed, for a single prac- 
tical purpose, and that purpose is to estab- 
lish peace, law, and equity, so that under 
it all men shall be equal before the law and 
shall have equal justice; that all men shall 
be at peace with one another under the law, 


and shall enjoy equal protection in accu- 
mulating and using their property; that 


there shall be no military overlord or mili- 


tary caste to tyrannize over the plain men 
of the people; that there shall be no re- 
ligious overlord or religious caste to tyran- 
nize over their souls; that the poor and un- 
fortunate shal] not become outcasts, and 
their children after them; that public educa- 
tion shall be freely dispensed as a means 
of uplifting men’s souls and lives and mak- 
ing them good citizens—self-respecting and 
intelligent, and able to take a constantly 
increasing part in the affairs of govern- 
ment.”’ 


THE CHURCHES AND THE PEOPLE. 


Dr. Dr Costa’s statement of facts con- 
cerning the religious life of this Nation is 
of a nature to give occasion for grave 
concern to churchmen, Only two-sevenths 
of the people of the United States, it ap- 
pears, are church members. There are 
fifty millions outside the church. Dr. Dre 
Costa thinks this is an appalling evi- 
dence of the spread of irreligion in the 
land. It seems to us that it is an evidence 
of the failure of religion to spread among 
the people. Irreligion, if we take the word 
to mean non-membership in the Church, 
is doubtless prevalent. The figures show 
it. But if we take it to mean godless- 
ness and depravity it does not prevail in 
this country, it is not spreading, and 
gives little occasion for alarm and fore- 
boding. 

The ordinary laws of morality and 
right conduct independent of Church au- 
thority or the immediate injunctions of 
religious teachers appear to be very wide- 
ly respected and obeyed in the United 
States. They are sufficient to keep the 
fifty million non-members of. churches 
about as near to the path of righteous- 
ness as the twenty million church mem- 
bers. This reflection might come pretty 
near to destroying the churches by prov- 
ing that they were not necessary were it 
not for one very important fact which 
must be kept clearly in view. Public 
opinion in this country is almost puri- 
tanical in its stern and just condemnation 
of vice and immorality. Fear of public 
opinion keeps millions of persons in the 
right path who would be tempted beyond 
their strength if they could sin without 
losing the respect of their neighbors. But 
the churches have a vast, incalculable 
influence in shaping public opinion, in 
keeping it up to moral pitch, and pre- 
venting any permanent debasement of 
the standards of right’ in communities. 
The saving power of the churches is by 
no means limited to their membership. 
There are very few, and those only the 
irredeemable profligates, who altogether 
escape their uplifting influence. 

It may be true that the masses of the. 
people are coming no nearer to the 
Church, but it is not true that’ they are 
drifting further away from practical 
righteousness, that is, from the standard 
of right conduct in the daily affairs of 
life. Nor is it true that they are becom- 
ing any more indifferent to moral re- 
straints than they have always been. 
The morality of the people is not decay- 
ing or degenerating. 

Nevertheless, the earnest church work- 


er may well have his moments of dis- 
couragement, If the direct appeal of the 
Church is heeded by only two in seven of 
the people he may conclude that there is 
something the matter either with the peo- 
ple or with the Church, Dr. Dm Costa 
Says the property, of . the Episcopal 


Church in this country amounts to $82,- 


835,000, while it has only 654,000 commu- 
nicants and provides sittings for only 
1,360,000 persons. The Baptists, on the 
other hand, with $82,300,000 worth of 
property, provide sittings for 11,568,000 
persons. In the Episcopal Church, there- 
fore, a property investment of $60.20 is 
required to maintain one sitting. The 
Baptists manage to do it with only $7.11. 
That may be one reason why Dr. Dp 
Costa finds disquieting evidence that 
his-Church is not extending its influence 
among the masses. 

The union ‘ofall ‘the Protestant 
Churches, to which Dr. Dm Costa looks 
hopefully as the remedy for the state of 
religious indifference which he deplores, 
is a dream. -Denominational and sec- 
tarian differences will not be laid aside 
until men lay aside their differences of 
individual temperament and mind. The 
tendency no doubt is the other way—not 
toward assimilation, but toward further 
divisions and new denominations. Would 
an impartial observer reject as altogether 
improbable the prediction that the Pres- 
byterian Church cannot long remain in 
its present condition of divided counsels 
in regard to Bible interpretation without 
coming to a real division of its own body? 
There can be no union of the churches 
without an antecedent assimilation of 
creeds, and that seems quite impossible. 
The extraordinary tenacity with which 
the true believer adheres to minor and 
unessential distinctions puts any general 
giving up of larger articles of faith quite 
beyond hope. 


LIGHT ON PRICES. 

Prof. RICHMOND MAyo-SmMIT#H publishes 
in the latest number of The Political 
Science Quarterly an article on “The 
Movement of Prices,” which not only 1s 
extremely interesting, but may fairly be 
called illuminating. It is to be followed 
by further discussion, and we strongly 
urge business men and financiers, to 
whom this question in its larger bearings 
must be of importance, to follow care- 
fully the professor’s treatment of it. 

In his hands the question is neither dry 
nor technical. It is needless to say that 
he is a master of the technicalities in- 
volved, but he approaches the subject, 
not from the technical point fot view, but 
with a purpose to trace its relations to 
public opinion and so to the influence it 
may exert on the policy of the country 
and on the course of public events. The 
immediate occasion of his discussion is 
the effect produced by recent changes in 
‘price-level, the fall since 1878, which has 
led to the bimetallic movement and the 
free-silver struggle in the United States. 
“In these*last struggles,”’ he points out, 
‘enormous interests have been supposed 
to be involved. It is asserted that the 
well-being of whole classes has been af- 
fected; that the system of deferred pay- 
ments has been so dislocated and distort- 
ed as to work grievous injustice, and 
that the community at large is undergo- 
ing the agony of slow but sure decadence 
and death. ‘The permanent industrial 
crisis ’ is the mildest term which has been 
used to describe the situation; and the 
fall of the Roman Empire—which, in ac- 
cordance with ALLISON’s theory, is at- 
tributed to scarcity of money—has been 
declared to afford the closest analogy to 
the probable future of the modern 
world.”’ 

The seope of Prof. MAyo-SmMItuH’s in- 
quiry includes first the nature and ac- 
curacy of the available methods for de- 
termining changes in the level of prices— 
and this is the subject of the current 
article; second, how far we can trace the 
effect of such changes upon the com- 
munity, upon classes, and upon individ- 
uals; and third, whether our theory of 
money is sufficiently precise to determine 
the relation between money and prices, 
and whether money can be manipulated 
to control prices and so to remedy any 
evil effects that may be found to flow 
from changes in prices. 

In discussing the nature and limita- 
tions of “index numbers” as a means of 
determining changes in the level of 
prices—which is done with admirable lu- 
cidity—Prof. MAyYo-SMITH reaches the 
conclusion that in order to study the ef- 
fects of price-changes, as thus indicated, 
upon classes and individuals, we must 
have some idea of the connection be- 
tween wholesale and retail prices in or- 
der to reason as to the effect on the cost 
of living for the individual; some method 
of estimating the relative importance of 
single commodities in the expenditure of 
the individual and some estimate of the 
changes in income or wages in order to 
measure the effect on the real economic 
condition of the individual. It will be 
seen that a careful inquiry along these 
lines will tend strongly to clear the way 
for the large question of the possibility 
of controlling price-changes and their 
effects by the manipulation of money. 


HEALTH IN THE TROPICS. 

Modern Mexico, a publication designed 
to call the attention of American manu- 
facturers, merchants, and investors to 
the opportunities that exist for them in 
the republic across the Rio Grande, dis- 
cusses the subject of “ Health in the 
Tropics” from the standpoints of expe- 
rience and common sense. The state- 
ments made and the advice given are in- 
tended, of course, to decrease the appre- 
hensions and increase the safety of per- 
sons who go from the North to Mexico 
for business reasons, but the article is 
of especial interest, just now, because of 
its oblique but obvious bearing upon the 
lamentable condition into which - our 
army fell almost immediately after ar- 
riving in Cuba. oe 

“If an inhabitant of the tropics,” de-

clares the writer, “‘should journey to 
some Northern city of the United States 
in the midst of Winter, and insist upon 
wearing the same clothes and eating just 
as he did at home, the effect upon his 
health would: be sudden and: decided.” 
That is a proposition which nobody 
would think of doubting, and certainly 
nobody would think of roaming about 
New York, Boston, or Chicago in Janu- 
ary dressed in white linen and a Panama 
hat simply because apparel of that sort 
is comfortable all the year round at Vera 
Cruz. Why people do not realize that 
thick garments and heating food are as 
absurd and as dangerous in the South as 


tropical fashions and diet would be in the 


North is a mystery that passes compre- 
hension. Yet tourists and business men 
every day take the risk of changing their 
latitudes without changing their habits, 


and, as we all know, thousands.of Amer-: 


ican soldiers were recently sent to Cuba 
in uniforms that would have protected 
them from the blasts of a Northern Win- 
ter, and after landing they were fed on 
rations intentionally prepared for the 
purpose of raising the temperature of the 
eater’s body to a high point and keeping 
it there! 

In these circumstances the army’s sud- 
den breakdown was not remarkable but 
inevitable. 

The Northerner in the tropics, says this 
authority, should abandon his old habits 
and distrust the demands of his appetite. 
The wisest course for him is to study 
with care the habits of the natives and 
to dress, eat, drink, and act as nearly as 
possible in accordance with the example 
‘set for him by the most intelligent part 
of the population. So doing, he will wear 
thin, loose clothing, with light flannel 
next to the skin; he will eat much less 
than his previous allowance, and of 
fruits he will choose the acid kinds, like 
oranges, limes, and tamarinds, and avoid 
bananas and others that are sweet; he 
will keep out of the sun as much as pos- 
sible, do all necessary work early or late 
in the day, and he will decide that much 
of the “laziness” so irritating to Anglo- 
Saxon nerves is due to the fact that in 
the tropics a white man cannot perform 
continuous hard manual labor and live. 
He will take stimulants very sparingly, 
and, despite the balminess of the air, he 
will be much more constantly on his 
guard against “‘catching cold’”’ than he 
was in a harsher climate. 

Some of this advice it would have been 
impossible for the soldiers to follow, but 
much of it the officers could have en- 
forced, and it is a matter of record that 
the vast majority of them made no at- 
tempt whatever to differentiate a cam- 
paign in Cuba from one in Montana or 
Dakota. In time, no doubt, our military 
authorities will learn how to preserve the 
health of troops in the tropics. They will 
adopt new uniforms and invent a new 
diet. They must do so if we are to pos- 
Sess or “ protect” islands in the West or 
the East Indies. It does seem, however, 
that Americans might learn quickly from 
the experiences of others, instead of ac- 
quiring wisdom slowly and expensively at 
first hand.

GEN, SHAFTER. 

We note with interest that Gen. SHar- 
TER- expresses a good opinion of Col. 
ROOSEVELT and approyes his candidacy. 
The public would be much more interest- 
ed, however, in Col. RoOSEVELT’s opinion 
of Gen. SHAFTER and his generalship. 

It is now pretty generally understood 
that on June 30 Gen. SHAFTER was in 
grave doubt about his ability to hold the 
position he then occupied before San- 
tiago. We have been informed that he 
sent a dispatch to the War Department 
saying that he might be compelled to re- 
tire to a more secure position a few miles 
in the rear. It is understood also that the 
other Generals strenuously opposed a re- 
treat, which would have destroyed the 
glory of our brilliant record of carrying 
on a war in which we never fell back. We 
have no doubt that Col. Roosgve tt, if 
his advice had been asked by Gen. SHAF- 
TER, would have spoken at once and with 
great emphasis for a continued advance. 

As soon as we knew the desperate sit- 
uation of ToRAL and his men in Santiago 
everybody wondered why Gen. SHAFTDR 
should ‘have even for a moment enter- 
tained any doubt of his ability to hold 
his position. It was a part of his duty to 
know the condition of the enemy. Had he 
kncewn it he would never have hesitated. 
Fortunately he decided to stick to his 
line, and the destruction of CERVERA’S 
fleet on July 3 removed all occasion for 
doubt. 

We presume the President’s war inves- 
tigation committee will ask some ques- 
tions about the state of Gen, SHAFTER’S 
mind on June 30 and July 1. But will 
it get at the facts? 


REGULARS DO NOT COMPLAIN. 

It has been a source of great comfort to 
War Department officials and _ their 
friends that in answer to numberless 
charges of incompetency and neglect they 
could answer, “‘ But the regulars don’t 
complain! ” At every lull in the storm of 
eriticism somebody has piped this pretty 
phrase as shrilly as possible, evidently 
believing that if it were repeated often 
enough the public would finally turn at 
least a portion of its indignation against 
the volunteers. The desire was, of course, 
first, that we should accept the assertion 
about the regulars as trué, and, second, 
that we should regard the absence of 
complaint on their part as proof that 
they were quite content with the way in 
which they had been treated. 

Now it is a fact that, as a rule, the 
regulars have taken things as they came 
and said little. There were many reasons 
for this silence, chief among them being 
the facts that discipline was strict and 
that comparatively few people had a per- 
sonal interest in the troubles of the pro- 
fessional soldier. Consequently, he was’ 
not often asked to give his opinion of his 
food and his raiment, or of the men who 
provided them, and when 


* 


he was moved | most 
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to make a protest it went through an offi- 
cial channel, so long and so tortuous that 
only in rare instances did anything big 
enough to see come out at the other end. 

But there are times when the restraints 
of discipline are ignored and when civil- 
ian ears are near enough to hear what 
the regular says. One such time is when 
he is sent home on a furlough and takes 
that opportunity to get out of the serv- 
ice by dying. For example, FRANK Ficks, 
a private in the Seventh United States 
Infantry, recently, betook himself and a 
serious case of typhoid fever out to Den- 
‘ver. 'He was very ill when he arrived— 
so ill that the prospects of a court-mar- 
tial had no terrors for him. Therefore, in 
the short period at his disposal he talked, 
and, though a regular, he complained. 
According to a press dispatch, Ficxs told 
the uncle in whose house he took refuge 
that he had been ill-treated and neglect- 
ed ever since the fever attacked him, and 
his resentment of this was so intense that 
as a last request he asked to be buried 
in something—anything—else than the 
United States uniform. 

When one realizes what a soldier’s uni- 
form is to him the terrible significance 
of the request becomes very plain. Yet 
it is quite probable that this man, if 
worst had not come to worst, would have 
complained as little as the other regu- 
lars.

He, like thou- 
sands of others, had seen no service, except 
camp service, and tiring of this, there being 


no immediate prospect of service in the 
field, he applied for a discharge. The fond 
parent, in this particular case a widowed 
mother, hearing of the son’s application for 
a discharge, came to this city and objected 
to the discharge, giving a half dozen good 
reasons for her objection, which, boiled 
down, meant that the son was a ne’er-do- 
well and that about the only job her boy 
ever held was his job in the army since May 
last. When told that the War Department 
was not particularly anxious to‘keep sol- 
diers in the service who only. staid in it as 
a means of livelihood, where they could get 
their food and clothing, and that there was 
a strong chance that the discharge would 
be granted, she begged that the son be kept 
in the service long enough to get a hospital 
record, and that, while he was not sick now, 
and had not been, she had every reason to 
suppose he would. be, for lots of stronger 
men had succumbed to camp diseases, and 
in the natural course of events her son 
would share the same fate if his exposure 
continued, though she did not expect or de- 
sire that he would be seriously affected, as 
he had never made effort enough in his life 
even to get a serious illness. ‘ Discharge 
him now,’ said the mother, ‘when he has 
not been in the hospital an hour and there- 
fore has no hospital record, and it will be 
almost out of the question for him ever to 
get a pension!’ At this the official she ad- 
dressed closed the interview by saying that 
the son would be undoubtedly discharged, 
and that the Government was not engaged 
in making hospital records for the accom- 
modation of worthless soldiers or specula- 
tive parents.” 


The Prohibition Plebiscite.

Most of the local Conferences still to take 
action are in the West, and if they vote as 
anticipated, there will be a large majority in 
favor of the change and laymen will in fut- 
ure have equal representation with ministers 
in the governing body of the Methodist 
Church. The change can hardly fail to be 
beneficial in its results.

BARNARD IS OUT OF DEBT 


College Will Now Get the $100,000 
Gift Which Was. Condition- 
ally. Promised. 

THE NEEDED SUM RAISED 
Trustees Receive Enough Subscriptions 
to Insure Payment of the Whole 


Debt—Mrs. Anderson’s 
Gift.

Barnard College is out of debt. The last 
$6,000 necessary to enable the institution to. 

start its Fall term yesterday owing no maw 
anything, was pledged to George A. Plimp- 
ton, the Treasurer, in the evening. This 
means that Barnard will get the $100,000... 
endowment fund which was anonymously: - 
given on condition that the college should.- 
be debt free by Oct. 8 The name and 
even the sex of this donor is still withheld. 
The gift, however, is assured. 

The raising of the @ebt was possible 
through two agencies—the generosity with 
which New Yorkers responded to the ex- 
igencies of the case and an arrangement 
which Mr. Plimpton entered into with one 
of the college’s creditors, by whith the 
latter accepted a certain equity in some 
unmentioned property in cancellation of 
$30,000 of the debt. Besides this, however, 
well over $20,000 has been raised since the 
announcement of the conditional offer of 
an endowment fund last Friday.. It has all 
been pledged in two days, Saturday and yes~ 
terday, as nothing was given on Sunday. 

The history of the raising of the debt, as 
recounted by Mr. Plimpton yesterday even- 
ing, is an interesting one. Last January, 
when the debt was $124,000, ex-Mayor 
Abram S. Hewitt declared that a fund ought . 
to be established to clear it away, and to -. 
start this fund he gave $1,000. Other suber 
scriptions followed, and then Mrs. A. A. Ans . 
derson, a Trustee, offered $25,000 on condi-. 
tion that the college should have raised the. 
rest of the debt by Oct. 3, the opening of 
the Fall term. The offer was made anony= 


mously. Mrs. Anderson’s name was an- 
nounced only yesterday evening, when it 
was revealed that she was also the giver 
of Milbank Hall, one of the Barnard dor- ° 
mitories, some two years ago. : 
Later John D. Rockefeller gave $10,000 on 
condition that $100,000 of the debt, includ- 
ing his gift, should have been raised by 
Oct. 38. Then came the munificent offer, .an= 
nounced last Friday, of a hundred-thousand- 


dollar endowment fund, on condition that * 


the college be debt-free yesterday. 4 
The Trustees : a

Mr. Plimpton has spent a large amount of 
time in canvassing for subscriptions, as has 
Mrs. Alfred Meyer, one of the. Trustees of 
Barnard College, Gifts came in slowly at 
first, but the public began to wake up to the 
needs of the case, and with their contribu- 
tions, and the clearing of $30,000 of the debt 
by the method described, it was so reduced 
that only $6,000 was needed to wipe it out.

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MUSIGAL AND DRAMATIC 


“Cyrano de Bergerac ” in English 
Received with Acclaim at 
~ the Garden Theatre. 


MANSFIELD AS THE GASCON 


A Fine Stage Setting and Some Ex- 
cellent Acting—“< The Hotel

“Cyrano de Bergerac,” Edmond Ros- 
tand’s famous play, which has revived the 
hope of poetic drama in France, and will 
doubtless eventually give its author a seat 
among the forty immortals, was acted in 
English for the first time, at the Garden 
Theatre last evening. 

The event had been looked forward to 
eagerly for many weeks. Expectation had 
been aroused by forces far more potent and 
influential than the advertisements of ihea- 
tre managers and the gossip subtly circulat- 
ed by their clever agents. It was known 
that Rostand and his play had triumphed 
beyond all recent precedents in Paris, and 
the play, moreover, had been long extant in 
the original French and in English, more 
or. less choice. That it was, in the reading, 
a@ work of rare interest and value was there- 
fore a matter of common knowledge. 

Such notoriety, beforehand, often does 
more to hurt than to help a dramatic per- 
formance. Expectation may be keyed so 
high that the best the author and his in- 
terpreters can do may only disappoint. But 
“Cyrano de Bergerac,” in its new English 
dress, with scenery by Mr. Marston, with a 
lavish wardrobe of the Richelieu epoch, with 
the text rendered into English verse and 
metred prose by Mr. Howard Thayer Kings- 
bury, and with Mr. Richard Mansfield in the 
title réle, evidently met the expectations of 
the throng assembled to give it the welcome 
due to a stranger. 

We may leave out of question the 
vigor of the formal reception to Mr. Mans- 
field himself, which would have been equally 
warm and prolonged if he had appeared ins 
@ play of ordinary quality, for this actor 
does not lack “ recognition’’ and admira- 
tion, nowadays; and also the numberless 
“recalls”’ after each act, including the in- 
evitable demand for a speech when the play 
was done. Our theatrical “ first nights” in 
this thriving but noisy metropolis are too 
e@pt to be full of sound signifying nothing. 

There could be no doubt, though, of the 
sincerity of the applause which followed the 
wonderfully interesting and splendidly acted 
scenes of Act III. Before that the pictur- 
esque, Variety and bustle of the drama had 
pleased, while its prolixity, which had been 
somewhat but not too rudely curtailed, had 
mot produced any visible or audible signs 
of dissent 

Indeed, that portion of a theatre audi- 
ence which rarely applauds, and which in- 
variably occupies all the most conspicuous 
seats, had followed the ingenious develop- 
ment of the love story with apparent inter- 
est, and had presumably found the repre- 
sentation of life and manners in the Paris 
of the Thirteenth Louis well worth while, 
even if some of the irony of it and, per- 
haps, some of the poetry of it had suffered 
@ sea change. 

But it was Act. III., with its moonlight 
rendezvous, and its sentinel pages witn iutes 
cautioned to play grave music should a man 
approach and gay if a woman appeared; 
ts pottering friar, and its jealous, befooled 
tobleman; its piquant and fascinating adap- 
lation of Juliet’s balcony scene, with one 
Romeo to breathe words of passionate eclo- 
quence while the other looks handsome and 
fgets the kisses, and its wildly fantastical 
reminiscence of the famous scene of tne 
closed door in ‘‘Le Roi s’Amuse” that 
fairly captured the audience. 

Mr. Mansfield’s acting here was remark- 
able for fervor, and emotional force, and 
for audacity of design and execution. In the 
balcony scene he made love like a very 
Romeo, and certainly revealed a phase of 
his talent which has hitherto been hidden. 

In that quee® scene in which, to detain 
de Guiqwe while the friar is uniting Roxane 
and her Christian in arenes, he pretends 
to be a demented or inspired loiterer, with 
@ yarn about a journey from the moon, he 
deliberately used his singing voice. It was 
@ device, surely, that no other living actor 
would dare to employ, but Mansfield car- 
ried the strange episode with almost thrill- 
ing effect. 

As for his new portrayal, as a whole, it 
fis never likely to cast into the shade some 
of his other impersonations, but it is full 
of merit, and he will surely need to act no 
Other réle all this season, 

The mask is strikingly artistic, and while 
Cyrano’s nose is longer than the nose of 
any man that ever lived, or any other nose 
of esteemed fiction, too, excepting Prince 
Aquiline’s in Thackeray’s Christmas panto- 
mime, it seems a human and a sensitive 
organ, and its pathos is as evident as its 
humor. In every detail of dress, too, the 
portrayal is as carefully studjed as usual, 
and Cyrano har the form and color of his 
times as well as the speech and manner, 

fine, complex, contradictory, likable, 
character this is, for an actor of ambition, 
He has his comic side and his tragic note. 
He is allegorical, doubtless, and means 
much to the Frenchman. He certainly well 
represents the national character in most 
of his moods. He is a Gascon, a braggart, 
and something of a poser; a ne’er-do-well in 
money matters, a duelist, and a writer of 
odes to lady’s eyebrows. 

He tis also a lover, pure hearted and single 
hearted, too. He is a true poet, and a 
Philosopher. He is even something of a 
seer. He'is a fluent lar, and an agreeable 
jester. He wil! kill a man and improvise 
a@ ballade, envoi and all, while he is doing 
it. He is as homely as sin, yet the more 
one sees of him, the more one likes him. 
When he is inspired by love his face glows 
with the beauty of his soul. When the 
martial trumpet calls he is a terror. Such 
is the poet’s Cyrano, and nearly so much is 
Mr. Mansfield’s. 

Too much praise could not be given, per- 
haps, to the manner of the production. 
The five scenes, from the gay assemblage 
in the playhouse of Richelieu’s day, with 
the Cardinal himself in his grated box, 
when Cyrano drives the fat actor from 
the stage, to the convent garden where 
Cyrano dies, fifteen years later, are com- 
plete and full of variety. Perhaps the 
pages, cadets, and roysterers make a trifle 
too much real noise. Nothing should be 
real on the stagc, not even noise, and 
simulated noise is much more effective. 
But the performance will be properly toned, 
doubtiess, as the actors—there must be a 
hundred of them—get used to their parts. 

Margaret Anglin, quite unknown to fame 
until to-day, plays the difficult rdle of the 
precieuse, Roxane, with charming grace and 
Piquancy and with genuine fervor in the 

reat love scene, while Arthur Forrest, 

ifiiam Courtenay, and A, G, Andrews fill 
the only other r6éles of individual importance 
with capital skill.

“THE HOTEL TOPSY TURVY.” 


A Boisterous Musical Farce at the 
Herald Square Theatre, 


“L’Auberge Tohu Bohn" is the title of 
the French original of “The Hotel Topsy 
Turvy,” a@ musical farce which wags pro- 
duced last night at the Herald Square Thea- 
tre. The original book was written by that 
active French author, Maurice Ordonneau, 
and the music by Victor Roger. The Amer- 
ican and English alterations have been 
made by Arthur Sturgess, Edgar Smith, and 
Lionel Monckton, Mr. Aubrey Boucicault 
is credited with contributing two songs, of 
which the humor is distinctly American, 
an evidence of high assimilative powers, ac- 
quired probably by the simple process of 
heredity. : 

“The Hotel Topsy Turvy” is a boisterous 
farce of an acrobatic nature, with musical 
numbers interspersed with considerable fre- 
quency. The plot is a simple one, and af- 
fords ground for situations which are genu- 
inely farcical and which might have been 
worked out on lines much more artistic, 
The author, hewever, or the improvers per- 
haps, made a rollicking play of wildly un- 
real action. No one should expect any 
illusion in this piece. It is all frankly ab- 
surd, so absurd that just before the fall of 
the first curtain, after all the others are off 
the stage, Marie Dressler strikes a tragic 
attitude and says solemnly, “ End of the 
first act!” 

A company of strolling actors are intro- 
duced into a private house, turned into an 
inn for the occasion, and occupied by two 
young men, for the purpose of defeating a 
plan to marry the lady love of one youth 
to a middle-aged Italian Count, The girl, 
with her cousin and father, comes to the 
supposed inn to lodge. So does the Count, 
although one of the actors is already im- 
personating him, The aged people who own 
the house, and have gone away on a visit, 
come back unexpectedly, and so the house 
is full of complications, There is a wild 
orgy of a supper, serenades with the tin 
pans as accompanying instruments, can- 
cans by every one, and acrobatic feats by 
nearly all. At the end of the second act 
the stage was strewn with property food, 
broken bread, smashed plates, seltzer water, 
champagne bottles, and other débris. There 
was no question about the topsy-turvy part 
of the performance, 

‘the piece. slight as it is, owes much of 
its value to the work of the performers. 
Marie Dressler’s style of humor is familiar 
to this public, but it may be said that she 
has never ha’? a better opportunity to ex- 
hibit her versatility than as the proprietress 
of Cluny’s Colossal Combination. he filled 
the air with her voice and her feet alter- 
ately, and sang several songs with real 
cleverness. Edwin Foy. as Lebeau, a clown, 
was highly amusing in his own peculiar 
way, which was undoubtedly a very long 
way from that of Maurice Ordonneau. 
Henry Norman looked the part of Laforce, 
a strong man, and sang his music accept- 
ably. Aubrey Boucicault was praiseworthy 
in a light comedy part, and Frank Doane, 
as his friend, was acceptable. Not much 
can be said in praise cf the other members 
of the company beyond the fact that they 
knew their stage business, and consequently 
assisted in the eneres production of noise 
and confusion, he play was well put on 
the stage, and the cHorus contains a good 
collection of shapely young women, ‘who 
are lavish in their display of hosiery and 
lingerie.

IN THE MUSICAL WORLD. 


Hermann Wolff, the famous musical man- 
ager of Berlin, writes to the musical editor 
of THE NEw York Timps that this will be 
one of the busiest seasons ever known in 
Berlin, which is the musical centre of Eu- 
rope. He has already booked more than 300 
concerts, and is quite sure that the list will 
extend to 450 before May 1. The most im- 
portant concerts are those of the Philhar- 
monic \ Orchestra, conducted by Arthur 
Nikisch, whom Boston had and would not 
keep. When Hans von Biilow laid down the 
conductorship of these concerts, Mr. Wolff 
writes, “‘ we tried to find the right man to 
take his place; we invited Richter, Mottl, 
Levy, Richard Strauss, Moszkowsky, and 
other famous leaders, but none of them 
touched our public. The attendance de- 
creased steadily till we got Nikisch, who 
alone has been able to interest our public.”’ 
Among the artists who will appear as solo- 
ists at these concerts this Winter are Sem- 


brich, Sarasate, Ysaye, Burmester, d’ Albert, 
Lasalle, Busoni, Carreno, Lillian Blauvelt, 
the New York soprano, and Conrad Ansorge 
the pianist, who was in this city for severa 
years.

MUSIC STUDY ABROAD, 


Comparison of the Advantages of 


Europe and America. 


A ‘correspondent writes to THp NEW 
YorRK TiIMEs to ask whether there are any 
conservatories of music in the United 
States as good as those in foreign cities 
and whether any of those in this country 
give free instruction. He complains that 
there are no conservatories here suth as 
those of Antwerp, Vienna, Berlin, or Paris, 
where poor students are received free, and 
in some cases given even board and lodg- 
ing. The correspondent can get very full 
information in regard to this matter from 
Amy Fay’s “ Music Study in Germany” 
and Francis Walker’s ‘“‘ Letters of a Bari- 


tone.” It is not quite true, however, that 

students oi music cannot get as good in- 

struction here as they can abroad, The 

= aed is one of degree rather than of 
nd. 

Musical education is 
more seriously in Italy, Germany, and 
France than #* is here, simply because a 
larger number of European music students 
have professional careers in view, while 
in America the majority of conservatory 
students are girls who follow music simply 
as an accomplishment. This is illustrated 
by the great majority of girl pupils over the 
number of boys. When music study be- 
comes, if it ever does, as serious a ques- 
tion of livelihood in America as it is in 
Europe, no doubt similar provisions will 
be made for it, Meanwhile, it may be said 
that such institutions as the New Eng- 
land Conservatory, the New York College 
of Music, the National Conservatory in this 
city, and Oberlin College proyide ample 
facilities for the study of music. Both the 
New York institutions mentioned have free 
scholarships, which are conferred upon poor 
students of unquestionable talent, and sim- 
ilar opportunities for poor students are to 
be found in other cities. It may be added 
also that many private teachers will take 
pupils of real gifts at a nominal fee.

culty in discovering music schools in Europe 
which Pipe board and lodging. The his- 
tory of the pitiable struggles of many pov- 
erty-stricken students ought to prove this 
sufficiently. Finally, it may be said that 
the advantages of the study of music abroad 
are much overrated.

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“FOREST FIRES CHECKED. 
Rain and Snow in Colorado and Wis- 
consin Bring Relief—Farmers 


Bear Their Loss Cheerfully. 


. DENVER, Col!, Oct, 8.—Reports received 
to-day fr various points in the regions 
where the forest fires have been spreading 
for a week or two past are that the fires 
have been checked in many places by snow 
and rain, ' 

In the vicinity of Glenwood Springs the 
fires are almost entirely extinguished, 

Idaho Springs reports that the fires on 
the west slope of the divide are pretty near- 
ly under control, and there is not now much 
anger of their reaching the east slope. 
However, the fires will smolder for 
months, and another dry spell followed by 
wihds might revive the flames. Hund 
of miles of fine timber have been laid waste 
in the range of mountains to the west of 
Middle Park, and some ranches have been 
destroyed. 


LEADVILLBE, Col., Oct. 3.—A light snow- 
fall appears fe have somewhat checked the 
forest fires that were threatening some of 
the mining sections. The snow was entire- 
ly too light to extinguish the flames, and 
unless another storm comes within the next 
forty-eight hours it is feared that much 
damage will be done in Lake Park and St. 
Kevin sections. 

E. A. Julian, Superintendent of the United 
States Fish Hatchery at Leadville, says 
that criminal carelessness and inexcusable 
negligence on the t of the campers are 
responsible for nine-tenth of the present 
forest fires, 


MADISON, Wis.,- Oct. 38,—Adjt. Gen.

Gen. Boardman says that 
while the recent rains checked the flames, 
another dry week would probably them 
again at work. He estimates the number of 
people burned out at 1,000, most of whom 
are farmers, but says they are not discour- 
aged, and will return to their lands with 
what assistance they can get in the way of 
food, seed, &c.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Ambrose W. Lyman, 


Ambrose W. Lyman, widely known as a 
newspaper correspondent and writer, died 
at his residence, 91 Columbia Heights, in 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning. He had been 
sick since his return from Cuba, where he 
was stationed at Siboney in charge of The 
Associated Press work. Although he con- 
tracted fever there, he remained on duty 
until after the surrender of Santiago. He 
had not been in robust health prior to his 
going to Cuba, and after he reached home 
he failed rapidly. Mr, Lyman, who was 
born near Warren, Ohio, in 1848, was edu- 
cated in the Miami University, near Cin- 


cinnati, and soon after being graduated 
became a reporter on The Cleveland Lead- 
er. In 1879 he came to New York, and 
for a short time did reportorial work for 
The Tribune. A little later he entered the 
service of The Sun. About 1881 he was 
sent to Albany by that newspaper and 
served there as correspondent until Grover 
Cleveland’s inauguration as President, when 
he became The Sun’s correspondent in 
Washington, 

Ambitious to have a newspaper of his own, 
Mr. Lyman went to. Helena, Mon., just 
prior to the close of President Cleveland’s 
first term and secured control of The 
Helena Independent, the leading Democratic 
paper in that section. He remained in 
Helena for about eight years, and during 
President Cleveland’s second term was Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for that district.

Importations at a Number of Ports Are 
Improperly Entered, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Treasury 
Department has information that importa- 
tions at a number. of ports of the United 
States, under the immediate transportation 
acts are improperly combined in entries to 
avoid the payment of the stamp tax. 

Collectors have been instructed that such 
consolidation is permissible where the bill 
of lading names only the forwarding con- 
signee at the first port, but must in no case 
be allowed where the ultimate consignee is 
named in the bill of lading. 

On the question of the importation of 
sheep for breeding purposes, the depart- 
ment holds that at least two generations of 
ancestors must be registered in the book 
of record established for that breed in 
order to come within the law authorizing 
their free importation,

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Betterment showed throughout yester- 
day’s market. Final prices generally repre- 
sented advances, Especially was this true 
in quarters where short interests had de- 
veloped. In some parts of the market, in- 
deed, nine-tenths of the improvement was 
readily traceable to the covering of short 
contracts. Some of the eminent manipulat- 
ors of trust stocks were so busy at the 
close of last week explaining how much 
money they had made selling out on one 
another that they let the week end without 
having altogether evened up their contracts, 
and thus it-was that when they proceeded 
with their covering yesterday the market 
naturally rallied. Tobacco Trust, closing 
en Saturday at 118, sold down yesterday 
morning to 118, from which point it soared 
upward 10 points, and closed within a frac- 
tion of 123, making a net gain of 3 or 4 
points for the day. In Sugar Trust stock 
the quotation was yesterday morning within 
a fraction of 115, and between 118 and 119 
at the close, These two stocks contributed 
nearly 200,000 shares of the day’s total of 
450,000, 

In many ways yesterday’s market showed 
that the tremendous manipulative game in 
the high-priced trusts is not yet played to 
its finish. Another cut in the price of re- 
fined sugar may be expected this week, and 
there may be disclosures that independent 
tobacco companies are getting into closer 
relationships in antagonism to the Tobacco 
Trust. So long as there is a substantial 
short interest in either one of the dynamite 
specialties, however, traders who get on the 
short side are likely to have to pay perfal- 
ties. The performances of those stocks last 
week must have the result of keeping both 
Tobacco and Sugar Trust shares out of con- 
servative brokerage houses,

The most important of the day’s develop- 
ments was in the money market. Funds 
in great volume were offered at rates low- 
er than have recently prevailed, bearing out 
the forecasts of important Wall Street 
bankers who have been quoted here. Ad- 
vices from abroad indicated that corre- 
sponding ease was developing in money 
markets at London and other important 
European centres. Unless some new dis- 
turbing factor comes into the situation it 
now seems probable that funds will work 
down to a 1% per cent. call rate, with from 
2% to 3 per cent. ruling for three and four 
months collateral loans. It may be that for 
some time to come careful bankers will 
discriminate against trust stocks whose 
continuing value cannot be calculated in a 
satisfactory way, but with standard col- 
lateral borrowers are likely from this time 
forward to obtain concessions,

Confidence in Western business improve- 
ment will be strengthened by the statement 
issued by the St. Paul Railroad last night, 
showing @ gain of nearly $200,000 for the 
last week of September, there being a total 
increase for the month approaching 
$500,000, These are record-breaking figures. 
The gain over two years ago is beyond 
$800,000; over 1895, $600,000; over 1894, near- 
ly $900,000, and other hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars higher than all previous 
records.

THE WALKER ELECTRIC DEAL. 


Humphries Miller, reviewing the local 
Pittsburg security market, says: 

“In calling attention to the unusual actiy- 
ity and rise in Westinghouse Electric second 
preferred last week, we suggested that it 
would be well to exercise caution in buying 
the stock on top of the advance. The 
course of the stock justified this advice. It 
sold up to 374%, but almost immediately sold 
off 4. Since then it has recovered some- 
what and has ruled steadier. Little if any 
additional information has been given out 
by the company in relation to its control of 
the Walker Company, but from what we 
can learn from persons closely associated 
with Westinghouse interests, the deal is 
looked upon as the most important ever 
negotiated in the electrical business of the 
country. Insiders talk very confidently of 
40 for the second preferred and 60 for first 
preferred. For probably the first time in 
its history, the company is believed to be 
amply provided with working capital, and 
its previous debts have been funded in a 
manner which will render them easy of 
liquidation. While we recognize that offi- 
cial information is meagre, and that mere 
street gossip is ordinarily very unreliable, 
we algo appreciate the fact that all West- 
inghouse securities are now in better favor 
than for years past, and on any reactions 
we feel that Electric seconds will be a fair 
speculative purchase, and that the first pre- 
ferred is a safe investment.” 


FIRMNESS OF BONDS. 

Messrs. A. O. Slaughter & Co. of Chicago 
point out the following suggestive feature of 
the market: 

“It is a significant fact that bonds have 
not shared in the recent weakness of stocks. 
With the gradual decline in money rates 
which may be expected this month, bonds 
should sell higher... The one factor. which is 
always at work in the market and ultimate- 
ly governs prices is the value of money. 
Bonds and dividend-paying stocks seek 
prices consonant with the value of money.” 


A BRITISH ESTIMATE. 


London’s leading financial newspaper, The 
Statist, continues in its mew course of tak- 
ing a favorable view of the American busi- 
ness situation. In its last issue received 
here, however, are put forth.arguments to 
show that money market stringency is 
bound to develop here. The Statist says: 


“For the third year in succession the 
United States has been favored with good

And if it is it will go 
to increase the accumulation of unemployed 
money in the Treasury. The Treasury, of

iting with the banks is a difficult process.

' IRON TRADE PROGRESS 

In a comprehensive review of the iron and 
steel trade of the world, The London Econo- 
mist points out -that the general ‘situation 
now is more favorable than has been 
the case during’ any period’ covered by 
trustworthy statistics. The Economist 
Says: 

“All the iron and steel makers of the 
world are more or less fully employed, and 
are asking and obtaining higher prices, 80 
urgent is the demand for iron, but espe- 
cially steel. The same conditions exist in 
thé United States, and it would seem 
able that the increasing consumption. of 
iron and steel throughout the world is fast 
overtaking the production. Some little time 
since many were alarmed at the rapidly in- 
cr ng production of America, and feared 
that it would be impossible to absorb all 
that was os made, but since the close 
of the war trade seems to have taken such 
a spurt as to dispel all apprehensions on 
this score. 

‘““If we bear in mind -the: great chenaee 
which have taken place during the last few 

ears in the prices of iron and steel in the 

nited: States, we can then understand how 
enormously trade must have been stimu- 
lated by this great fall. To go no further 
back than 1 Bessemer pis, which was 
then selling at $14, is now freely offered at 

10.50, and steel rails, which in 1893 were 
29, are now $10.50. Were we to go further 
back, the comparison would be more strik- 
ing still. In 1878 iron reached $40.50 
and steel rails $75. might be expected, 
this enormous reduction not only stimulat- 
ed the internal demand, but enabled the 
United States to enter upon the export 
trade on a scale which was impossible dur- 
ing the period of high prices. During the 
last two or three years this export trade 
has been Powe. and according to the 
last published returns, the total value of 
raw and manufactured iron and steel ex- 
ports oftall kinds was $70,367,527, as against 
$57,497,872 in the year 1896-7 
cipal items were as follows, (for the year 
ended June 30, 1888:)

NOVEL LIGHT SYSTEM FOR CARS. 


~ 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—The Santa Fé Road 
has made arrangements to light all the 
ears of its limited trains running between 
Chicago and Los Angeles, a distance of 
2,209 miles. with electricity generated from 
the friction of the car axles. The electric 
equipment of each train will aggregate 4,928 
candle power. All berths will be provided 
with berth lights, and this. will be the first 
train in the world carrying such’ a large 
supply of light service exclusively from the 
ear axles. It is the intention also to light 
the locomotive headlight from the same 
service, thus making the four limited trains 
solid axle-light trains throughout. 

The introduction of this system on the 
limited trains will mark quite a departure 
from_ previous practice, which necessitated 
a large light plant in the baggage car. The 
objection to this plan is that if the bag- 
gage car meets witn an accident or the 
plant is oui of order the entire light out- 
put of the train is deranged. In the axle- 
light system such a thing cannot happen. 
Each car has its own plant, which is small 
but compact and complete, consisting of a 
dynamo and storage batteries.

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PUBLIC WORKS SCANDAL 


Mayor Van Wyck’s Commissioners 
of Accounts Make Charges 
Against the Former Ad- 

ministration. 


INDICTMENTS MAY FOLLOW 


The Report Says an Asphalt Paving 
Combine Existed and that Gen. 
Collis and His Assistants 
Squandered Public Funds. 


Mayor Van Wyck’s Commissioners of Ac- 
eounts, John C. Hertle and Edward Owen, 
who were instructed on May 1 last to make 
an investigation into the Department of 
Public Works under the former administra- 
tion, covering the years 1895, 1896, and 1897, 
yesterday handed their report to the Mayor. 
The Commissioners charge ex-Commission- 
er of Public Works C. H. T. Collis and his 
deputies,:the Chief Engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct, G. W. Birdsall; James C. Gra- 
ham of the Bureau of Repairs and Supplies; 
Edward P. North and Charles W. Barney, 
Water Purveyors; Water Register Colum- 
bus C. Johnson, and the Bureau of General 
Inspection, with carelessness, incompetency, 
and what the Commissioners of Accounts 
designate would be “ favoritism, to put it 
mildly.” 

They charge that under the most gener- 
ous construction to be placed upon the acts 
of the incumbents of the various depart- 
ments, they have been using the public 
moneys “extravagantly and wastefully,” 
and they make various suggestions as to 
how the alleged abuses unearthed by them 
can further be avoided. The Commissioners 
mention special reports covering certain 
transactions which they have handed to the 
Mayor, These special reports have been 
given over to the District Attorney for in- 
vestigation, and it is said that numerous 
indictments of individuals will grow out of 
them. 


THE MAYOR’S STATEMENT. 


As soon as he received the reports and 
had read them over, Mayor Van Wyck sent 
for District Attorney Gardiner. The news- 
paper men were also sent for, and then, 


handing the reports to Mr. Gardiner, the 
Mayor said: 

Mr. District Attorney, five months ago—last 
May-—I discovered what I considered a scheme 
to defraud and swindle: the city in these asphalt 
Pavements, and I discovered enough to make me 
conclude in my own mind that there was an 
infamous combination to mulct the city out of 
large sums of money. I then called to my aid 
the Commissioners of Accounts, and I left this 
matter in the hands of Commissioner of Accounts 
Hertle, whom I have known since I was a boy, 
and in whom I have absolute confidence. He 
has, after months of diligent investigation and 
examination of tens of thousands of warrants, 
made a report to me to-day, which refers to 
special reports, which cannot be made public 
now, which leads me to believe that the old 
Department of Public Works was entirely honey- 
combed with fraud, and, as the present Mayor 
of the City of New York, it is my intention to 
break up this combination if I drive guilty peo- 
ple to the penitentiary to do it. 

I want you to take this report, and I want 
you to pursue this matter to the end, and I 
think there is enough evidence there to make 
some people who now stand high in the com- 
munity disappear behind the grated bars of the 
State Penitentiary. I turn this report into your 
hands, and also the special reports, and desire 
you to investigate this matter at once and take 
such steps in the matter as the evidence which 
may come to you justifies. I want you to pursue 
the guilty parties until justice is meted out, and 
this you must do whether they were a part of 
the past administration or are of the present ad- 
ministration, 


In taking the reports District Attorney 
Gardiner said: 


When you sent for me a few minutes ago, I 
did not, of course, know your object. When I 
was offered the nomination of District Attorney, 
I pledged myself to administer the office in the 
interest of the people and in the interest of good 
government, and you may remember you were 
present at the Hoffman House when the commit- 
tee notified us of the nominations. I again re 
peated those words to that committee, and I pro- 
pose to carry them out now, and I don't care 
who the party may be, if I find he has defrauded 
this beloved city of ours, his political associa- 
tions will have nothing to do with it. I will pur- 
sue him to the Grand Jury. The District Attor- 
ney’s office will do its full duty in the premises, 
I will carefully examine these entire papers and 
give my undivided attention to the matter. 


BOOKKEEPING CRITICISED. 


The report, aftes a voluminous show of 
figures and giving the names and term of 
office of the various heads of departments, 
pays its respects to the records of the De- 
partment of Public Works as follows: 

The books and records of the Department of 
Public Works during 1895, 1896, and 1897 were 
carelessly kept, full of inaccuracies and omis- 
sions, many not fully written up; in fact were 
in such a condition that only by the most per- 
sistent scrutiny could any accurate information 
be obtained from them. 

As an illustration to show the condition of 
the books, we refer to the receipts and expendi- 
tures under the heading of ‘‘ Fund Accounts,’’ 
which show as follows: 

Total receipts, (including balance 

Jan, 1, $17,193,530.14 

11,104,682.74 


Unexpended balance $6,088, 847.40 

The department books show an unexpended bal- 
ance of $9,377,892.06, whereas if, as shown 
above, the total expenditures are subtracted from 
the total receipts, the balance should be $6,088,- 
847.40. The books, therefore, show an unexpend- 
ed balance of $3,289,044.66 more than there actu- 
ally should be. It so happens that in this par- 
ticular case no great harm can result from this 
careless bookkeening. 

The Commissioners state that in the course 
of their investigation they handled thou- 
sands of vouchers and examined many wit- 
nesses, and they say also: 

We may be pardoned if we state that no time 
has been lost and no efforts spared by our exam- 
inérs to enable us to report a condition of af- 
fairs which we believe calls for vigorous and 
Prompt action in order to adequately punish 
those whom we believe to have violated the law, 
that such methods as did then, and may now 
exist, tending to favor the contractor or those 
dealing with the city to its detriment may be 
remedied or adjusted, and that such abuses as 
have crept into the department may be elimi- 
nated with a view that the public service will be 
better subserved. 


THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


The Commissioners say that although the 
time has been short in which to get the 
Highway Department, which superseded the 
Department of Public Works, in running 
order, they have no hesitation in stating 


that there is ample room for great improve- 
ment in this department, and as it expends 
millions of dollars annually it needs but a 
small percentage of improvement in an 
economical direction to show an immense 
yearly saving to the city. 

Numerous charges are made in connection 
with the purchase of supplies without public 
bidding in amounts of less than $1,000,. of 
such articles as are used daily throughout 
the year. In this regard the report says: 

In our examination of Adelbert H. Steele, who 
held the position of Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Works for some six months under Com- 
missioner Collis, he testified under oath that in 
the seven bureaus then in the Department of 
Public Works the practice was general to draw 
requisitions for the various supplies needed, and 
that the prices paid by one bureau would vary 
from those paid by another for the identical] arti- 
ele, and that these prices would be again dif- 
ferent from those paid for the same articles by 
other departments of the city. 

In nearly all cases where invitations by letter 
to quote prices on supplies in quantities of less 
than $1,000 were made, the practice prevailed of 
usually selecting the same persons, and as many 
instances have come to our notice during our 
investigation of exorbitant prices having been 
paid, it would, to be mild, appear as if great 
favoritism was shown, and we intend later on to 
make a special report on that subject. 

The Commissioners recommend that a 
2 ong be devised whereby all purchases of 
the Highway Department be in charge of 
some one person, whose duty it should be 
to collate all articles wanted and to amal- 

amate them into such quantities of over 
$1,000 as will Sarena of public letting, and 
thereby bring them into fair competition in 
order to secure the lowest market prices. 


THE ASPHALT PAVING. 


The question of asphalt paving is the prin- 
cipal item in the report, and the Commis- 
sioners say they have made a special study 
of the matter. They state that they have 
valuable data which it is unwise at this 


stage to make public, and so they say they 
refer in this — simply to the practice 
of letting asphalt contracts by a system of 
favoritism and by imposing restrictions 
which makes it impossible for concerns out- 
side of the asphalt combine to compete, 
and the restrictions are such, say the Com- 
missioners, ‘‘ that we believe no one, un- 
a Aye were pecuniarily interested; would 
al to exist in any legitimate business.” 

The report says, in part: 

‘We have collected such evidence as will, we 
welieve, clearly show that New York City has

we have obtained, as the entire work given out 
in. this city, as well as in all neighboring cities, 
has been controlled by practically one company. 
This company has allowed from time to time, 
according to the persistency of the competition, 
other companies to come in for a small share of 
the work, but making them pay tribute, in com- 
pelling them to purchase their crude asphalt from 
the company which Amzi Barber controls as 
President of the Trinidad Asphalt Company, and 
who succeeded in’ ‘* convincing ’* some of the 
officials of the Department of blic Works that 
Pitch Lake Trinidad was the only standard of 
asphalt. which would secure good pavements, and 
Succeeded in 1892 in havi the clause inserted 
into the specifications, which reads as follows: 
‘*The asphalt to be equal in quality to that 
mined from Pitch Lake in the Island of Trini- 
dad,’’ and later, evidently finding other compan- 
ies who were able to furnish from other localities 
an asphalt as good in quality as fhat mined from 
the Pitch Lake of Trinidad, the clause was again 
changed to read: ‘‘ The asphalt must be that 
mined from the Pitch Lake of Trinidad,” thus 
assisting the Trinidad Asphalt Company and the 
Barber Asphalt Company to absolutely stifie com- 


petition, . 

This clause was allowed to remain unti] about 
the time the California Asphalt Co! y, which 
claims to obtain its asphalt from the Alcatraz 
mines of California, came into existence," of 
which Henry B. Towle was Treasurer, and who 
is the son of the then chief engineer of the De- 
partment of Public Works, and from whose office 
all changes in specifications emanated when the 
clause in the specifications was again changed to 
‘Must be equal to that mined from the Pitch 
Lake on the Island of Trinidad.” 


ATTACK ON GEN. COLLIS. 


The Commissioners charge that a clause 
in the specifications requiring bidders to give 
the location and capacity of their plants 


was violated by Commissioner Collis, who 
allowed several companies to bid, and gave 
them contracts before t had_ plants, 
while in other instances he denied the same 
privileges to other companies offering un- 
questionable security. The report then 
scores Gen. Collis as follows: 

The asphalt companies certainly’ owe much to 
Commissioner. Collis’s munificent pride in his 
having all streets, lanes, and by-ways paved dur- 
ing his term of office. In the first half of 1895 
5 contracts were let, and 49 in the last six 
months: 71 were let in 1896, and in 1897, 178, of 
which 20 were let in November and 23 in Decem- 
ber, 11 of the latter on the 8lst day, too late 
even to be signed by the ‘‘ reform ’’ administra- 
tion. In eight cases, sewers, gas mains, and 
water pipes were not yet laid. 


The report says that in the last three 
years 1,000,000 square yards of asphalt were 
laid, and that, as the city paid $1 per square 
yard more than it should have done, it has 
been mulct@l out of $1,000,000. The Com- 
missioners state that early in 1896 Mayor 
Strong and Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Works Adelbert H. Steele had a discussion 
about the asphalt paving problem in the 
Mayor’s house, ‘‘ when they expressed the 
final opinion that the city was paying too 
much for asphalt paving, and we think it 
strange, having this knowledge, that noth- 
ing was done to remedy this condition, but 
that rather a higher average price per 
Square yard was paid in 1897.’’ 

On this subject the Commissioners recom- 
mend the following: 

To remedy this condition it will be necessary 
for the city to lay its own asphalt pavements, 
(as suggested publicly by your Honor some time 
ago,) under the supervision of practical men of 
experience in this particular branch, (not engi- 
neers,) and to use any bitumen which will prop- 
erly stand the test of analysis, of which there 
are plenty, or to alter the specifications eliminat- 
ing any reference to any particular kind of as- 
phalt, and requiring ample security for the faith- 
ful carrying out of the contract and enforcing 
same, to have such competent men supervising 
the work while in progress as will insure the city 
of its receiving the proper percentage of bitumen 
and such other materials required, and for which 
the city pays; also that it is properly inspected 
while being prepared and laid, in which case we 
can fully demonstrate that the city will receive 
a pavement which will be lasting. 


ALLEGED COAL SHORTAGES. 


The bureaus of the department are then 
dealt with and in each instance the Com- 
missioners say that they have made special 
reports on these subjects, which are now in 
the hands of the District Attorney. In the 


Bureau of the Chief Engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct the Commissioners say they dis- 
covered during 1895, 1896, and 1897 a short- 
age of 3,432 tons of coal, worth $15,000, and 
say it is manifest that a system should at 
once be adopted whereby a complete check 
can be kept on the amount of coal delivered 
and the amount used by the city. 

It is alleged that many violations of con- 
tract were found in the Bureau of Repairs 
and Supplies under control of John C. Gra- 
ham. One instance is given in which 400 
tons of coal more than the contract called 
for were delivered. To the careless manner 
of keeping papers fs charged the loss of re- 
ceipts for 1,200 tons of coal, amounting to 
over $5,000. 

In relation to the Water Purveyor’s Of- 
fice the report says that an investigation is 
now pending to discover whether fines for 
violation of city ordinances have been col- 
lected and turned into the Treasury. It 
says that if there was no criminality there 
was at least criminal carelessness in not 
enforcing the ordinances and thus depriving 
the city of $103,075, which it was entitled to. 

In the report and audit of the Bureau of 
Water Register the Commissioners say they 
found a condition of affairs which calls for 
prompt and vigorous measures, and they 
say they are now taking such steps and 
making such investigation as will, they hope, 
eneble them to mete out the. penalty im- 
posed by ‘aw for the violation thereof. 
* Any system,” says the report, “ permitting 
the rendering of bills for water consumed 
which may, in the discretion of any one per- 
son in this department be canceled entirely, 
or reduced frora 35 to 75 per cent., is, to say 
the least, unbusinesslike, and we feel almost 
certain has been abused to the extent of 
criminality.” 

In one instance, it is alleged, the Water 
Register allowed a reduction to meet the 
amount of bills paid for eleven years. 

In conclusion the report says: 

We also report that while we have heard of 
many inferences of gross abuses during the years 
1895, 1896, and 1897, and feeling, as we do, that 
many of them are well founded, still they are of 
such a nature or are surrounded me such facts 
that it is impossible to bring them home to and 
punish the guilty persons implicated, because of 
a fear of publicity or want of time necessary to 
devote to the giving of testimony by the persons 
having such knowledge of the facts. 

We hope this examination will enable us to 
properly punish those violating the law, and that 
you will shortly have each one of these depart- 
ments (which were, before consolidation, all 
under the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Works) run in a businesslike manner, methodical, 
and economical, and for the best interests of the 
citizens of Greater New York, which interests 
every one knows you have at heart. 


COMMENTS ON THE CHARGES. 


Gen. Collis, ex-Mayor Strong, and 


John C. Graham Talk Regarding 
Public Works Affairs. 


Gen. Collis, who was found by a reporter 
at the Union League Club last night, was 
not at all reticent in expressing his views 
on the report of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts. 

“It will afford me, intense satisfaction 
and delightful amusement,’’ he said, “if 
the Commissioners of Accounts or any 
other persons will put me in a position to 
show the difference between the adminis- 
tration of the Department of Public Works 
under Mr. Brookfield and myself and that 
I have all 
the figures in regard to asphalt pavements, 
and I take it for granted that it’ is a start- 
ling proposition to some people that a man 
could have had the hardihood to spend 
$5,500,000 to put the streets of New York 
in good condition without stealing some of 


the money. 

“When I came into the Department of 
Public Works Mr. Brookfield and myself 
found that the specifications required that 
the asphalt should come from Trinidad 
Lake. We modified this, so as to read 
‘equal in quality to the Trinidad Lake 
asphalt,’ and we required new bidders who 
had never before had an opportunity to 
compete to send us specimens of their 
asphalt, which we submitted to analytical 
cheiaists, and we also required that the 
new bidders should have a plant in ex- 
istence, and should refer us to a pavement 
which had stood a two years’ test. This 
opened competition to all the world, ang I 
had five asphalt companies at each other’s 
throats. I reduced the price—and I am pre- 
pared to prove it—at least 25 per cent., and, 
I think, in some instances, 33 per cent, 

Jf the Commissioners of unts will 
diligently search the records of my office 
they will find that on one occasion recently 
I thought I discovered that the asphalt com- 
panies had made a combination. I rejected 
all their bids merely on suspicion and re- 
advertised. I invite the closest scrutiny of 
my administration of the Department of 
Public Works. I live at 1,055 th Avenue. 
I try to get home at 12 o’clock, and I don’t 
leave there until 9 o’clock in the erie Sa 

Ex-Mayor Strong, when asked if there 
was anything he cared to say about the re- 
port of the Commicsioners, sald: 

“All I have to say now is that I am 
willing to lend my assistance to the present 
City Government in investigating into any 
rascality there may have been under my ad- 
ministration.” 

“Have you seen the report?” he was 
asked. 

“No,” ‘he replied, “and I don’t care to 


hear about it to-night.’ 
“That's all stuff and nonsense, and

ing about,” said John C. Graham, Superin- 
tendent of the Bureau of Repairs and Su 
plies in the Department of Public Works 
under the last administration, when his 
attention was called to the report. 

I o. an investigation at any time,” 
said Mr. Graham, ‘and I defy Mayor Van 
Wyck or any one else to prove that there 
was anythi done while I was Chief of 
that bureau that was not perfectly straight 
and honest. 

ms Begarding the coal deliveries to the pub- 
lic buildings there was a competent man en- 
gaged by the Department of Public Works 
to see every ton of coal weighed before it 
left the contractors’ yards, and he certified 
to all bills before they came to me. When 

became Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Repairs and Supplies, in March, 1895, the 
City Hall and other public buildings were 
ina dirty and filthy condition, and Mayor 
Van Wyck, who was presiding Justice of 
the City Court, and all other public offi- 
cers in those buildings can testify that these 
Same buildings were always clean and 
healthy while I held my position. There 
never -was. s0 much as one-half ton of coal 
lost, and they have no evidence to prove the 
contrary. . 

“‘It must be borne in mind that I had only 
$65,000 a year for my ddpartment, while my 
predecessor had -$85,000, ‘and that I had two 
new Court Houses to supply, besides a vast 
amount of repairing to accomplish. ‘To 
earry on this work I was compelled to prac- 
tice strict economy, and was put to make- 
shifts at times to make both ends meet. 
For instance, it so happened when near the 
close of the year that the coal supply would 
become exhausted before the succeeding ap- 
propriation became available. At such times 
I would sometimes transfer unexpended bal- 
ances from other accounts to the coal ac- 
count, and with this fund purchase coal un- 
til the new yearly contract could be made. 
this coal would of course be purchased 
without the advertising of. bids, but the 
price paid never exceeded that provided in 
the preceding yearly contract. It may have 
been thag® the records of some of these 
transactions may have been misleading. 
There were no receipts lost, however, and 
there was no shortage in the accounts of 
that bureau. 

“IT do not believe there were any irregu- 
larities in any bureau of the department, 
though, of course, I cannot speak with au- 
thority on that point. As for the splitting 
up of requisitions in order to evade the law 
requiring the public advertising for bids for 
furnishing supplies, I denounce the allega- 
tion, so far as it affects my bureau, as ab- 
solutely false. There never was a purchase 
made by me of as much as $800 without 
public bidding. The largest amount I ever 
paid out without contract was $700. for 
work on the Seventh Regiment Armory, 
which was required to be done in haste. 
Bids have been called for on much smaller 
amounts. My statements can be easily 
proved by the records, and will be borne out 
by scores of contractors.” 


ROOM FOR KINDERGARTENS. 


Some School Buildings Are Not So 
Crowded as Was Supposed. 


The Committee on Sites and Buildings of 
the Borough School Board met yesterday 
afternoon at 585 Broadway and discussed 
the matter of locations for kindergartens. 
A report from the Associate Superintend- 
ents showed that in a number of the schools 


there is ample room to accommodate many 
more pupils, and that in several of the 
schools there are now many vacant geats. 
This will obviate the necessity for some of 
the kindergartens in localities where they 
were thought necessary. 

Because of this report a number of build- 
ings that had been favorably considered by 
the committee were withdrawn. The ques- 
tion of renting of the buildings needed will 
come before the borough board at its meet- 
ing to-morrow afternoon. 


MORE CLERKS FOR THE MAYOR. 


Increased Apportionments Allowed 
for City Officials’ Offices. 


At a meeting of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment yesterday the Mayor 
asked for his office expenses for next year 
$137,300—an increase of $2,800 over the 
amount allowed for the present year. The 
Mayor explained that the increase was nec- 


essary to pay for more clerks, and it was 
allowed. 

The Controller received for his office $779,- 
912, or $9,000 more than the sum allowed for 
the present year. The increase was al- 
lowed so that public school teachers could be 
paid promptly on the first of every month. 

President Haffen of the Borough of Bronx 
asked for $13,800, although for this year he 
had been allowed only $11,100. ‘‘ You are 
paying your secretary $3,500," said the 
Mayor, ‘‘and the board authorized you to 
pay him only $2,500."". Mr. Haffen was al- 
lowed $12,100, 

The Bureau of Licenses got $27,655, an in- 
crease of $1,000 over the last appropriation. 


Bond Issues Authorized, 


The Sinking Fund Commissioners yester- 
day authorized the Controller to issue 
$1,500,000 of bonds to pay the interest on 
the city debt and to redeem outstanding 
bonds to the amount of $394,000. Of these 
latter bonds $244,000 are held by the Sinking 
Fund Commission and the remainder by the 
public. The Controller was also authorized 
to issue $1,000,000 of bonds to provide for 
the maintenance of the Department of 
Docks and Ferries. 


Free Classes in Music, 


additions to the free lecture 
courses for the ensuing term are the 
classes in music. Lessons in reading music 
and in the singing of choral songs similar 
to the course of instruction of the People’s 
Choral Union will be given.

THE PHILADELPHIA IN A GALE. 


The Red D Line’s Steamship Arrives 
Forty-eight Hours Late. 


The passengers who arrived yesterday on 
the Red D Line steamShip Philadelphia 
from La Guayra and Ponce not only expe- 
rienced a storm at sea, but witnessed a pe- 
cullar sight on Tuesday last. The vessel 
was about 400 miles north of Puerto Rico 
when she ran into a revolving. storm, dur- 
ing which she labored and floundered about 
for thirty-six hours. The storm was mov- 
ing in a northwest direction at the rate of 
about eight miles an hour. The wind blew 
sixty miles an hour. The Philadelphia en- 
tered the storm from the southeast, steer- 
ing northwest by north, and held her course 


in the teeth of the gale for twenty hours. 
The storm centre was reached Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, when the wind fell to about twenty 
miles, but coming in fitful gusts from va- 
rious quarters. 

In this storm centre Capt. Chalmers said 
there were hundreds of birds, which had 
been drawn into the vortex. -Many of them 
were a kind of canary that is common in 
the islands of the Caribbean Sea and their 
presence at sea indicated that the storm had 
passed over some island. There were a va- 
riety of other land birds and a few sea gulls. 
Many of the birds flew aboard and dropped 
on deck from exhaustion. 

While in the storm centre the glass 
dropped to 28.84. As soon as the centre was 
passed the wind shifted to the opposite di- 
rection, blowing at the rate of sixty miles 
from the southeast. Capt. Chalmers met 
this by heading about and into the wind, 
keeping up only steerage way and drifting 
to the west. Wednesday noon the storm 
had passed over and the Philadelphia pro- 
ceeded to New York, having lost about 
forty-eight hours. A big sea which boarded 
her damaged one of the lifeboats.

COLUMBIA'S OPENING DAY 


University Begins Its Academic 
Year with an Increased 
Attendance. 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT LOW 


Says the Colleges Have Shown that 
They Are the Pillars of the 
State in War as Well as 
in Peace, 


Columbia University began its one hun- 
dred and forty-fifth working year yesterday 
morning, with services in.the chapel, in 
the Schermerhorn Building. With Presi- 
dent Seth Low upon the platform was the 
Chaplain, the Rev. Dr. George R. Van De 
Water, Chaplain also of the Seventy-first 
Regiment. In the course of his opening ad- 
dress, President Low said: 

*‘In the war just closed, officers and stu- 
dents of Columbia in large numbers re- 
sponded to their country’s call. To-day we 
meet under the promise of a long and hon- 
orabie peace. The Summer was one of un- 
interrupted victories, and we would be 
derelict did we not thank God for it. The 
college took her part in the struggle, and 
some of her names appear in the death list. 
There was Dr. John Blair Gibbs of the ma- 
rines, killed at Guantanamo; Hamilton 
Fish of the class of ’95, slain at Las Guasi- 
mas, and Dr. Lindheim, a graduate of the 
College of* Physicians and Surgeons, dead 
from typhoid fever after having treated 
successfully hundreds of suffering men of 
the Eighth Regiment of this city. 

“TI rejoice that this action on the part of 
our men is true of every college and uni- 
versity in the land. So ought it to have 
been, for every interest contributed to the 
country’s welfare, and the colleges should 
not have been behind. While it is sad to 
think of the sacrifices that were made, there 
is inspiration in the thought that we have 
shown that colleges are the pillars of the 
State in war as well as in peace. I am glad 
to join with you in welcoming our Chaplain 
—the gallant Chaplain of the Seventy-first. 
A man of his physique might well have 
thought he was’ signing his death-warrant 
when he went into Cuba at that ‘season of 
the year. But he accepted the risk with 
every other, and he has returned well and 


richer in experience.” 

President Low said that the Spanish con- 
quest was really a triumph of schools. He 
referred to the great work done by the 
navy, and said that the victories were won 
by men, who, as a rule, had never been in 
battle before, and who gained their suc- 
cesses because of their training in schools. 
The school-trained man won the battle, he 
said, and this fact should be an encourage- 
ment to every student within sound of his 
voice. He also said he thought that the 
war would have the beneficial effect of in- 
creasing the study of international questions 
and state papers. 

The Trustees of the university met in the 
afternoon and received the President’s an- 
nual report. In this report Dr. Low alluded 
to the death of Stephen P. Nash, a Trustee 
for  thirt years; Prof. Henry  Drisler, 
Charles Colby, and Dr. Edwin N. 
Kitchel. He said that, following the pur- 
pose of the Trustees to preserve the names 
of the benefactors of the university, a build- 
ing had been named Fayerweather Hall. 
Four scholarships have received the names 
of Harper and Hewitt Scholarships, and 
names of other benefactors have been placed 
on tablets in the library. Reference was 
made to the services of the officers and 
students with the war with Spain, including 
Prof. John Bassett Moore, now Secretary of 
the Peace Commission. 

Many gifts have been received during the 
year. Friends of the late Joseph Mosenthal 
presented $7,500 to establish the Mosenthal 
Fellowship in Music. Jacob H. Schiff gave 
$15,000 for the Schiff Fellowship in political 
science. Miss Catherine W. Bruce present- 
ed $1,600 for the work of computation, and 
$5,000 to establish a lectureship in mechan- 
ics. Charles H. Senff has fitted out for the 
department of zoology an expedition to Af- 
rica in search of rare types of fish. Dr. J. 
Ackerman Coles has presented fine repro- 
ductions of ancient bronzes. 

The number of students in attendance at 
the university for the past six years has 
been: 1892-3, 1,641; 1893-4, 1,804; 1894-5, 1,043; 
1895-6, 1,871; 1896-7, 1,921; 1897-8, 2,157. This 
year there are 2,800 students. In the fresh- 
man class are 130, a gain of 22 over the iast 
freshman class. Fifteen students from oth- 
er colleges have joined the sophomore class, 

The number of volumes added to the li- 
brary during the year was 16,377. President 
Low has given $5,000 for the purchase of 
books and pictures. By the arrangement 
entered into with Joseph F. Loubat the li- 
brary has received the assurance of an en- 
dowment that will add largely to its use- 
fulness. Mr. Loubat has presented prop- 
erty on Broadway and Mercer Street valued 
at $700,000.. When the President, in 1895, 
offered to present the library building to the 
university, he agreed to be responsible up to 
the sum of $1,000,000, and has since made 
himself responsible for the full cost, name- 
ly, $1,100,000. On June 30, 1898, the net debt 
against the new site was a trifle less than 
$3,750,000. The problem now is to meet the 
4 per cent. interest char ed on this with- 
out cutting down expenditures for educa- 
tional work. The sum of $58,698 was ap- 
propriated during the year for fellowships.

NEW YORK UNIVERSITY. 


The Medical College and the Law 
School Opened Yesterday—A Meet- 
ing of the Council, 


The New York University Medical College 
began its school year yesterday. The stu- 
dents were called from their classes about 
1:30 o’clock and addressed in the large lect- 
ure room by Dr. Edward G. Janeway, Dean 
of the Faculty. He outlined.the courses for 
the year and said that the class of 1899 
will be the last to be graduated in the three 
years’ course. After that the course will be 
four years. The class entering this year is 
the largest the college has ever had. The 


sessions will be conducted in the new build- 
ing at Twenty-sixth Street and First Ave- 
nue. 

The formal opening of the Law School of 
the university also took place yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the lecture room of the univer- 
sity. The enrollment up to last night 
showed an advance of 25 students over last 
year, making a total of 625, and it is ex- 
pected that it will reach higher figures be- 
fore the week is over. In the absence of 
Chancellor MacCracken, who was attending 
a meeting of the Board of Council of the uni- 
versity, Dean Ashley of the Faculty made 
the opening address. It was announced 
that the University of Ohio had conferred 
upon Dean Ashley the degree of LL. D. 

The council of the university held its 
first meeting during the afternoon, Chan- 
cellor MacCracken presiding. The most im- 
portant resolutions passed related to the 
separation of the university School of En- 
gineering trom the undergraduate college. 

The following gifts and contributions were 
reported: To the School of Pedagogy, a 
new lecture room, with a seating capacity 
for the entire school; a gift of $5,000, by a 
lady, and a legacy of $3,500, to establish 
a new fellowship, to be known as the Sam- 
uel B. Duryea Fellowship. The past year 
was reported as the most prosperous in the 
history of the university. > 

Two new members—Thomas E. Greacen 
and Henry Van Schaick—were added to the 
council. 

A committee was appointed to draw up 
resolutions on the death of the Rev. Dr. 
John Hall, to be read at the next meeting 
of the council, in November. 


Founder’s Day at Pratt Institute. 


Founder’s Day was observed at Pratt In- 
stitute, Brooklyn, yesterday morning.

REMOVAL OF DIRT FROM VACANT LOTS.— 
Justice Bischoff, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, yesterday granted a judgment in 
favor of Amos F. Eno, in his suit for a 
mandatory injunction requiring Sebastian 
Christ and others to remove earth placed by 
them without authority upon plaintiff’s lots. 
These lots, which were formerly excavated 
to a depth of four feet below the street 
level, were completely filled by the defend- 
ants to a point materially above that level, 
whereby the vaiue of the lots was greatly 
lessened. The defendants will now be com- 
pelled to cart the earth which they have 
put upon these lots about three miles away, 
and will then be required to pay for the 

rivilege of dumping. Justice Bischoff holds 
that the evidence given on behalf of the 
plaintiff does not justify the award of sub- 
stantial pecuniary damages, no proper testi- 
mony having been given as to the rental 
value of these lots.

LANDLORD AND TENANT.—Philip A. Deck- 
er, being the owner of three adjacent build- 
ings on East Eleventh Street, in this city, 
leased the upper lofts to Andrew Morton 
for a year ending October, 1896. The rent 
was paid to the end of June. On June 29 a 
fire occurred, destroying Morton’s property 
and greatly injuring the premises, and, as 
Morton claimed, rendering them untenant- 
abie, Morton did not remove from the prem- 
ises until about July 25, and Decker sued 
him for rent for July and August. Judg- 
ment given for the defendant was affirmed 
by the Second Appellate Division, which 
held, by Presiding Justice Goodrich, that 
where demised premises are rendered un- 
tenantable by fire, and the tenant elects im- 
mediately after the fire to vacate them, but 
continues to occupy the premises for the 
reason that his stock and machinery bein 
insured, cannot be moved until an appraisa 
and adjustment of the loss has been made, 
the tenant must pay for such use and oc- 
cupation. But where the Fire Marshal, 
being required by statute to examine into 
the cause of the fire and to make a report, 
enters upon the premises and directs that 
the tenant’s property be left there for a 
certain time, this circumstance is to be con-

NEGLIGENCE OF A FELLOW SERVANT.—~ 
Frederick Lauer and others were engaged 
under a contract with the State in deepen-~ 
ing the Erie Canal in the City of Amster- 
dam, and had in their employ a large force 
of workmen, among whom was Frederick 
Rhodes, who was engaged in laying a re- 
taining wall upon the north bank of the 
prism of the canal. A stone which had 
been unloaded by a teamster ujygpn the edge 
of the bank directly above the place where 
Rhodes was working, fell over the edge of 
the bank upon him in consequence of the 
earth upon which it rested gradually yield- 
ing beneath it. In a suit by George D. 
Rhodes, as administrator, against the con- 
tractors, the Third Appellate Division has 
affirmed judgment given on the trial in 
favor of the defendant, holding that the lat- 
ter were not liable in damages, as, in such 
a case, the negligence, if any, was that of

PRINCIPAL AND AGENT.—Charles A. Stone 
had a written contract with P. P. Argen- 
singer & Co. for services to be rendered by 
him in securing erders for goods, by which 
the employer agreed to pay the agent a cer- 
tain percentage ‘on all sums which shall 
be collected from the sales made by him.” 
A judgment given on the trial in favor of 
the defendant in a suit by Stone to recover 
commissions under the contract has been re- 
versed by the Third Appellate Division, the 
court holding that the employer is bound to 
pay the agent such percentage upon orders 
obtained under the provisions of the con- 
tract, although the same have been unpro- 
ductive because of the cneres not having 
had the goods to fill such orders ‘“‘in the 
usual course of business.” 


Cheaper Gas for Jersey City. 
It was semi-officially announced in Jersey 


City yesterday that on Dec. 1 the price of 


gas would be reduced from $1.50 a thousand 
feet to $1.25.

ified by three companies doing business as
